The  Goldman  Writings  Series  is  a collection  of  Goldman’s  published  essays, 
essay  drafts,  and  lectures,  as  well  as  summaries  of  (and  excerpts  from)  speeches 
as  they  appeared  in  newspaper  articles  and  interviews  from  1890  to  1940. 

The  collection  emphasizes  Goldman’s  lesser-known  essays  and  previously 
unpublished  drafts.  Essays  available  in  recent  editions  or  published  in  book 
form  have  not  been  included.  Where  possible,  various  editions  of  popular 
essays  are  part  of  the  collection. 

This  document  series  also  includes  drafts  of  articles  and  lectures.  Selected 
translations  of  Goldman’s  writings  in  French,  Italian,  German,  Danish, 
Swedish,  Norwegian,  Spanish,  Japanese,  Chinese,  Russian,  and  Yiddish, 
illustrate  the  international  influence  of  Goldman’s  ideas  during  her  life. 

The  newspaper  articles  reveal  the  public  Emma  Goldman  as  she  was 
portrayed  by  the  contemporary  press.  The  articles  underscore  her  wit,  humor, 
and  intellectual  curiosity  as  well  as  her  composure  when  confronted  with 
hostility  and  sexism. 

The  Goldman  Writing  Series  follows  the  public  life  of  Emma  Goldman 
from  1890  to  1940.  Four  periods  stand  apart  in  terms  of  both  her  activity  and 
the  attention  focused  on  her:  the  years  she  published,  edited,  and  wrote  for 
Mother  Earth,  v/ixh  the  lively  narratives  of  her  lecture  tours  across  the  United 
States;  her  return  from  the  Soviet  Union,  including  her  criticism  of  Leninism, 
the  attacks  from  the  Left  against  her  anti-Leninist  positions,  and  her 
responses;  her  brief  return  to  the  United  States  in  1934,  a respite  from  the 
exile  that  separated  her  from  her  family  and  comrades  in  the  United  States;

Madrid,  her  analysis  of  the  transformations  in  Spain  and  of  the  controversies 
concerning  the  alternative  tactics  employed  by  Spanish  anarchist 
organizations  in  their  militant  and  political  struggle  against  Fascism.

Daring  tliis  entire  lime  tlie  newspapers 
of  Rochester  were  .filled  with  hair-raising 
stories  aboat  Johann  Most  and  his  evil 
deeds.  They  aroused  my  interest,  but  in 
quitw  a di.ferent  way  from  that  intended.  I 
determined  some  day  to  know  the  man.  So 
in  1SS9,  after  two  years  close  reading  of 
anarchist  literature.  J went  to  New  York. 
I knew  no  one  tlierc,  I knew  only  the  name 
uf  M.nm  and  ih.a  of  a young  Russian 
sruienr.  After  hou's  of  seaich  on  the  East 
Side  I fmallv  foi;:td  the  Russian,  and  he

f-rm  by  a prominent  swelling  of  the  left 

si. lc.  O.nlv  his  eyes  soothed  ne.  They  were 
blue  uud  kindly  and  sympathetic.  Then  he 
.ascended  the  platform  and  began  to  speak. 
Suddenly,  as  if  by  magic,  his  disfigurerrient 
v.inished,  and  his  Lack  of  ph}'sical  distinc- 
tion as  forgotten.  He  was  transformed 
into  some  primiti\c  power,  radiating  life 
and  strength.  The  rapid  current  of  his 
speech,  the  music  of  his  voice,  and  his 
sp.'mkling  wit  and  biting  sarcasm  combined 
into  s;.meth’r,g  tlcmertal  that  swept  me 
along  and  stirred  me  to  the  depths.  Never 
before  nor  in  all  the  years  since  I first  heard 
him  on  that  hoc  August  evening  have  I 
met  another  such  master  of  the  spoken 
word.  It  was  cvervN  helming.  ATter  the 
lecture,  shaken  to  my  very  roots,  I was 
introduced  to  him.  The  next  day  I visited 
the  office  of  the  fniltif,  the  puper  edited 
bv  him,  and  from  that  day  began  my 
initiation  in  the  radical  movement.

I realized  at  an  early  stage  in  my  as'-ocia- 
tion  with  the  man  how  crucilv  false  was 
the  picture  of  him  painted  by  the  American 
press.  I found  this  ‘ ‘criminal  bent  on  whole- 


sale slaughter  and  desrruction"  very 


human,  sometimes,  indec-d,  all  too  human. 
He  was  afame  alike  with  hatred  of  the 
inst-rutions  that  condemned  the  masses  to 
pove^tv  and  ignorance,  and  p.assionatc 


devotion  to  the  people  out  of  whose  midst 
he  had  come  and  who.se  misery  he  knew 
from  early  childhood.  But  his  hatred  of 
social  wrongs,  of  ugliness  and  meanness 
was  the  natural  o^spring  of  his  love  of 
beauty,  of  color,  of  all  the  viral  things. 

It  is  impossible  to  form  even  an  approxi- 
mately adequate  idea  of  his  true  person- 
ality without  some  knowledge  of  his 
ghastly  childhood  and  adolescence.  And 
it  is  particularly  necessary  to  understand 
the  c.Tect  of  the  calamity  that  befell  him 
at  a very  Cutly  age,  and  which  not  only 
profoundly  icfuenced  his  character  but 
most  prob..!.Ty  changed  the  whole  course 
of  his  life.  I first  learr-ed  of  this  tragic 
event  at  a performance  of  “The  Merchant 
of  Venice”  given  by  Possart,  the  famous 
German  actor  of  the  period,  then  visiting 
New  York.  Attending  the  p*erformance 
with  Most,  I noticed  the  unusual  effect  of 
Possart’s  gre.it  art  upon  him  I knew  that 
my  companion  was  p.-ssionarcly  fond  of 
the  theatre  and  that  be  would  often  dc- 
pr've  himself  of  necessities  in  order  to 
indulge  his  love  of  a great  performance. 
Still  the  nervous  tension  with  v\hich  he 
hung  on  every  word  and  gesture  of  Possirt 
struck  me  as  verv  peculiar.  Aitcr  the  plav, 
on  reaching  the  street,  Most  gripped  my 
arm  until  it  hurt  and  cried:  “The  cruelty 
of  it,  the  b'ricr  cruelty!  To  think  that  i 
could  have  been  in  Possurt’s  place,  per- 
haps even  greater  than  he,  but  for  my 
dreadful  face.  The  blind  cruelty  of  it!” 

Later,  when  he  regained  possession  of 
himself,  he  related  to  me'  what  he  con- 
sidered the  deepest  tragedy  of  his  life.  At 
the  age  of  seven  he  had  caught  a bad  cold 
which  settled  in  his  face.  There  was  no 
competent  physician  in  his  native  tovvn, 
and  his  people  were  too  poor  to  afford  him 
proper  treatment  cisew  lierc.  During  five 
years  little  Johann  was  experimented  upon 
by  physicians  who  had  betrer  been  black- 
smiths. They  finally  succeeded  in  driving 
the  evil  into  the  patient’s  jaw,  whereupon 
gangrene  set  in,  which  would  have  killed 
the  lad  had  not  3 leading  surgeon  accid^t- 
ally  got  hold  of  the  case  at  the  last 
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morrienr.  He  jx-Turrr;ed  a diiTicelt  c-pera- 
t'on,  .IS  a result  of  uhich  the  bov’s  life 

as  Suved.  But  his  h.cc  was  entirely  dis- 
hgu'cd.  He  bec.i'iiC  the  target  of  dcris’on 
ridic'ule,  exposed  to  insults  and  in- 
d'gn:f’cs  at  h ?tdc,  at  School  and  factorv, 
his  w’'oIe  life  one  long  martyrdom  of 
humilint’on. 

App.ncntly  little  things  often  have  the 
most  sign: fc..i.t  re^^Its.  Who  knows  what 
Most’s  career  ^sould  have  been  but  for  the 
neglect  and  srapidity  of  the  provincial 
Ge^ruan  doctors?  Of  hiis  great  histrionic 
gifts  there  can  be  no  do^br.  One  mu^t  have 
heard  him  on  the  platform,  or  Seen  his 
interpretation  of  C'H  Buiimert  in  Gerhart 
Hauptmann's  'The  ^^Va^e^s,”  at  an 
amateur  performance  in  \cw  York,  to 
realize  wh.it  an  unusual  actor  was  lost  in 
him  ih’'0-.gh  his  deplorable  facial  defect. 
W’orse  yet,  it  poisoned  the  very  soul  of  the 
youth,  p'roiucing  \shat  v^ould  now  he 
called  an  ir.fcriority  complex.  This  re- 
m.-iineJ  ^v!Ih  Most  .all  through  his  life.

urg  in  Germ.iny.  His  father,  after  an 


adventurous  life,  ^^■as  compelled  to  make 
a miserable  liveh'hood  as  copyist  in  the 
ofhcc  of  a lawyer.  H’S  mother,  formerly  a 
governess,  ^vas  an  educated  and  refined 
woman  of  liberal  ideas.  Little  Hannes  was 
a love  child,  “conceived  between  the  door 
and  the  sill,"  as  he  used  to  rcm.ark  jo- 
coselv.  The  faCt  was  that  his  father,  too 
poor  to  support  a family,  could  get  no 
licence  to  m-mry.  The  future  anarchist  and 
hater  of  all  go'v err.ments  was  therefore 
born  cor.trarv  to  police  regulations.  Two 
\-ears  huer  his  parents  succeeded  in  making 
ihjcir  union  respectable.  They  never 
dreamed  of  the  rebellious  nature  that 
slumbered  in  their  oT>pring  and  that 
would  one  d.ay  m.ature  to  a life-long 
strucclc  w'th  all  respectability. 

The  father’s  earnings  were  never  enough 
heep  the  f.imih.  from  want,  but  as  Jong 
a''  the  motl'cr  li\  ci  she  gave  cvem'  thing  to 


step-mother  had  the  field  to  herself.  She 


must  have  ploughed  i:  thoroughly,  for 
Most  could  n e’“  er  speak  about  that  period 
of  his  life  without  horror  and  indignation. 
“My  whole  childhood  was  a nightmare," 
he  often  told  me.  "Mv  soul  was  starved 


\ 


the  boy,  whom  she  loved  passionately.  It 
was  also  from  her  that  young  hfost  re- 
ceived his  first  lessons  in  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic.  B^t  particularly  important 
was  her  influence  because  of  her  liberal  and 
free-thought  iduas,  which  fixed  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  home  and  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  hfost’s  love  of  freedom.  It  w^as 
quite  diTervnt  in  the  schools  of  his  child- 
hood. There,  religion  and  other  subjects 
were  inculcated  into  the  pupils  by  means 
of  the  old-fashioned  rod.  One  teacher,  es- 
pxrciallv,  remained  indelibly  in  hfost’s 
mind.  He  h.id  a pxrrfect  arsenal  of  imple- 
ments of  torture.  Every  time  this  man 
would  get  ready  to  punish  a child,  he 
would  stand  before  his  "trea.sures"  lost  in 
contemplation  as  to  what  instrument 
would  best  fit  the  particular  "crime."  The 
selection  made,  the  flogging  would  begin, 
apparently  causing  the  teacher  a s.adistic 
delight  as  great  as  the  agony  of  the  victim. 
During  this  process  the  man  would  deliver 
himself  of  the  folJo^^■ing  'Speech : '“Vicious- 
ness is  deepl)-  rooted  in  the  heart  of  the 
child,  but  the  rod  "^vill  drive  it  out,'  said 
Solomon  the  Wise." 

As  I have  said,  the  first  great  tragedy  in 
the  life  of  young  Most  came  at  the  age  of 
se\cn.  The  second  cat.astrophc  was  the  Joss 
of  his  mother,  who  died  suddenly  during 
a cholera  epidemic.  The  father  soon  mar- 
ried again,  and  then  began  a new  martyr- 
dom for  the  boy.  His  stepvmoihcr  hated 
him  with  a deadly  hatred,  and  slaved, 
starved  and  beat  him  until  in  agonv  of 
body  and  spirit  he  would  run  away  from 
home,  beg  or  steal  food,  sleep  in  parks  and 
haliwa}'s,  do  anything  to  escape  her  furv. 

Most  p}re  often  intervened,  trying  his 
best  to  protect  the  boy  and  the  little  sister 
who  had  been  bom  several  years  before 
their  mother’s  death.  Bur  the  father  being 
absent  most,  of  the  day,  cop}’ing  briefs,  the 
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fur  ^FL'Ciion  drJ  my  w hoJc  biing  wr.s  ullcd 
With  h..:rcd  of  the  wonun  had  taken 
i^e  p’jcc  of  my  gcr.ile,  re.^-''cd  mother." 
No  doubt  to  this  <^icp-m.;irhcr  v.  as  due 
much  of  the  boy’s  subseq-er.t  artir^-de  to 
rvrui.riv  in  e%ery  form. 

Of  Most  it  m.iy  be  tru’y  said  tl'iut  the 
tcndcoC’es,  i'‘'cb';K.tions  and  s:ri\ings  cx- 
p’-essed  bv  the  man  v. cre  rot  tl.'C  result  of 
theories.  T!ie\'  ^N'ere  ii;here:.'t  in  the  child 
and  '\^e^e  l.clpeJ  to  birth  bv  life  it'^elf,  the 
h.ifd  and  bitter  sih'jol  of  hfe  ih.it  was  his. 
He  was  3 born  leader  of  men.  AHeaiy  at 
the  age  of  twelve  tlms  tr.-:t  became  mani- 
fest: he  org.ir.iAcd  a strike  in  the  trade 
sclu'ol  he  h.id  entered  aher  he  passed  the 
p-blic  school  ^vith  honc'^s.  The  strike  w.is 
ag.-inst  the  teacher  of  Trench,  a despotic 
io.-;n,  ccmdially  disbked  by  all  his  pupils. 
As  the  ringlc.ider,  Most  was  expelled  of 
co..'se.  Tljcrcupon  his  father  dcci  led  that 
it  would  be  best  for  Idannes  to  learn  a 
trade.  The  lad  welcomed  this  as  an  esc.ipe 
from  thie  purgatory  at  liOme.  He  chose  the 
h:'nor..bjc  p"ofc>r'on  of  b.iok-binding,  im- 
p.-lb'J  ro’A.md  it  b\  his  love  for  boc>ks  and 
the  hi'pc  of  hrjding  much  opportunity  to 
re.ud.  fie  doJ  not  kr.cw  tlm-n  that  his  ap- 
Y e:'.:ice>h.ip  was  to  he  a corjt:nu.ition  of 
his  miserable  home  life.  He  was  sweated 
from  dawn  to  right,  half  starved  and  con- 
tinually ill-treated.  It  ^vas  at  this  period 
that  he  got  his  first  t.istc  of  prison. 

In  those  days  the  confessional  v.as  ob- 
ligatory in  the  Catholic  pamts  of  GeriLainy. 
But  Most’s  early  childhood  was  spent  in 
a secular  atmosphere,  and  he  paid  no  at- 
tention to  the  confessional . On  one  oc- 
casion this  resulted  in  a viulent  encounter 
wiili  the  to‘<vn  priest.  The  boy  was  pulled 
out  into  the  street  by  his  cars  and  forced 
to  kneJ  on  the  sidewalk.  This  served  only 
to  ir.cre.ase  his  antagonism  to  the  Church, 
and  he  stopped  attending  altogether. 
Thereupon  he  was  brought  be.fore  the  po- 
lice and  given  twenty-four  hours’  arrest. 

But  at  last  the  torment  of  his  app'enticc- 
s^'ip  came  to  an  end,  and  in  iSf;  he  fol- 
lo'-'-cd  the  old  usage  in  \ogue  in  Germ.inv.

gulden,  a great  longing  for  travel  in 
strange  lands,  and  considerable  youthful 
arrog.  nee,  he  bcCame  a lYarJirLutsch, 
tramping  all  through  Germany,  Switzer- 
land, Austria  and  Hungaroy  and  earning 
his  living  the  best  he  could,  mostly  very 
b.idly.  His  disfigured  face  and  his  delicate 
phvsi^uc  were  against  him,  often  making 
it  impossible  for  him  to  get  work  or  to 
hold  a jC)b,  rr.jch  less  to  make  friends.  His 
po\erty  and  bitterness  grew  and  would 
have  tlmust  h'm  into  the  abyss,  had  he  not 
fortunaitC'Iy  been  drawm  at  this  time  into 
the  rising  tide  of  the  labor  movement,  to 
become  itnmediatc ly  intensely  and  actively 
inieresred  in  it. 

IV 

After  the  re.action  which  followed  the 
re\oIut2onary  wave  of  1S48  new  forces  be- 
gan to  a.ssert  themselves  throughout 
Europe.  In  England  the  trades  unions  were 
waging  a heroic  battle  for  recognition.  In 
France  the  labor  movement  was  making 
itself  felt.  In  Germany  Ferdinand  Lassalle 
was  leading  the  workers  toward  new 
soc’al  ideals.  Even  in  Russia  there  was  a 
sfiritual  awakening,  avhich  found  ex- 
p'-ession  through  Tchernishevsky  and  the 
Kolrkof  .Alcxaf'der  Herzen’s  brilliant  pub- 
I’cation.  It  ^vas  at  that  vital  period  that 
the  First  International  was  born. 

To  the  starved  spirit  of  the  young 
UC-;:./;r/u;jrZ»  the  new  Socialist  ideas  were 
like  manna.  "I  was  caught  up  by  the 
stream,"  Most  told  me,  "and  carried  away 
out  of  myself.  My  own  tragedy,  my  own 
hard  fght  for  existence,  seemed  insignif- 
canr  in  the  light  of  the  great  human 
struggle..  From  that  moment  humanin’ 
became  mv  goal,  progress  my  aim,  and 
those  who  b.irred  the  wav  mv  enemies." 

Most  threw  himself  into  the  movement 
with  all  the  intensity  of  his  being.  He 
applied  himself  to  the  study  of  the  writings 
of  Lassalle  and  other  Socialist  authors, 
atter.ied  labor  meetings  and  participated 
in  discussions.  Ven'  soon  he  became  a 
rnu.mber  of  the  Zurich  Section  of  the  First 
I-'e^nio'ccH.  The  dominant  leader  of  that 
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at  the  tirrje  was  a man  by  rlie  name 
t-f  Mer'nur.n  Grealich.  Most  f'ccame  his 
roJe::'  p^^pil  -rd  dc\oted  friend.  But  in 
1-iicr  \sbcn  N!o?t  outgrew  the 

^!a^>  an  St^.tc  idea,  it  was  Greulich  who 
becane  his  wo^st  enemy  and  who  shrank 
from  no  mec’.od  of  ati.. eking  him. 

Ntost’s  first  .;p]x-.ira''-ce  in  Zurich  labor 
r.."ks  has  been  deserilvd  by  Greulich  as

Shortly  after  that  the  L’beral  ministry 
shewed  its  real  colors.

; -tensive  campaign  against  the  growing 
reaction.  Most  ..nJ  otlxers  were  prom;ptly 
arrested.  In  spire  of  his  brilliant  defence, 

1 e and  his  con.radcs  were  convicted  of 
li  :gh  tre.ison  and  sentenced  to  fve  }'C2rs. 
It  was  at  this  time  that  he  composed  his 
lirsc  sr.rring  labor  song,  which  was 
smuggled  oat  of  p'ison  and  quickly  be- 
C-inc  papular  among  the  workers.  To  this 
d.qv  it  is  to  be  heard  at  the  gatherings  of 
toilers  in  Germany:

Most’s  father  tried  his  utmost  to  get 
him  released.  He  even  succeeded  in  reaching 
the  brother  of  the  Anstri?_n  Empress,  who 
promised  to  intcrveric  if  the  young  rebel 
\ '.'-U  s’gn  the  ajpeal  for  clcmenc)*.  But 
Juh.inn  w'ould  Lave  none  of  it.  However, 
he  rcr.hr.ed  his  liberrv  much  sooner  than 


he  had  anricipat^d.  The  old  ministry  was 
overLhro’.vn  and  the  new  one  began  its 
reign  with  a general  amne-sty.  The  main 
eGcct  of  his  two  years’  imprisonment  was 
to  make  Mo>t  Emous  all  tlirough  Austria. 
His  lecture  tours  became  veritable  tri- 
umphs, attended  by  great  numibers  of 
workers.  At  last,  unable  to  silence  him, 
the  Austrian  government  decided  to  expel 
him.  “Forever,”  read  the  sentence.  “For- 
ever is  a long  time,”  Niost  remarked  sar- 
castically. “ Who  know’s  whether  Austria 
wnll  live  that  long?” 

O.n  his  return  to  Germany,  he  first  went 
to  B:.  %ana,  \Nherc  he  found  very  lirtle  left 
of  the  Sociahbt  organizations.  Everything 
had  been  crushed  by  the  Franco-Prussian 
War.  But  the  young  agitator  was  undis- 
mayed. With  tremendc'us  energy  he  set  to 
work  infusing  new  life  into  the  scattered 
forces,  organizing  and  stabilizing.  His 
success  was  presently  apparent  in  in- 
creased per.vecutions  by  the  authorities. 
His  activities  as  propagardist  and  editor 
of  a labor  paper  resulted  within  one  year — 
1S71 — in  20  less  than  forty-three  court 
s.immonses.  The.'^c  c-vpericnces  served  to 
develop  his  extraordinary  native  talents. 
His  wit  and  sarcasm,  his  languatje,  robust 
and  original,  laslied  the  enern\'  with  merci- 
less whip  and  inspired  his  followers  with 
great  enthusiasm.  But  Most  was  never 
allowed  to  continue  his  work  undisturbed 
for  any  length  of  time.  The  Whntcr  of  the 
same  year  found  him  again  in  prison,  this 
time  under  charges  of  lese  inaji(U  and  insult 
to  the  .Army.  But  prisons  were  to  Most 
institutions  of  learning,  of  study.  He  cm- 
plov(cdM^i^_X.ipe  in  writing  a popular 
version  of  Marx's  “Capitar’  and  numerous 
parophlets.  On  his  release,  he  was  o.Gered 
the  editorship  of  the  S:<SJ-.uts:hc  lA.'G- 
an  impo't.vnt  Socialist  pubh'cation. 
This  post  he  held  until  1S74,  '^vhen  he  was 
elected  to  the  Reichstag. 

Unlike  mo:t  of  his  political  colleagues, 
the  young  parliamentarian  quickly  dis- 
covered the  hollowness  of  that  Holy  o' 
Holies.  “The  theatre  of  marionettes," 
Most  called  th:  Reichstag.  The  only  set- 
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' xc  lie  could  rerder  in  that  institution, 
he  said,  was  to  gather  material  for  his  pen 
pictures  of  the  political  sycophants  pronii- 
ficnt  at  the  time.  These  proved  mabtcrpicctt 
of  and  humor.  H.is  vN’ord  cari- 

catures of  Trcitschkc,  who  was  deaf,  of 
Bismarck,  who  could  not  string  two  sen- 
tences together  without  huge  gulps  of 
brandy,  and  of  many  other  pompous  in- 
dividuals met  with  great  success  and 
roused  the  delight  of  the  w orkers. 

Members  of  the  Reichstag  are  supposed 
to  be  secure  from  political  prosecution. 
Not  so  the  irrepressible  Wild  Man,  as  the 
bourgeois  press  called  Most.  For  a speech 
in  Berlin  he  was  arrested  and  sentenced  to 
the  Bastille  am  Platzensec.  Here,  for  the 
first  time,  an  attempt  was  made  to  treat 
him  as  a common  prisoner.  But  the  ad- 
ministration reckoned  without  their  guest. 
Most  effectively  roused  the  whole  of 
radical  Berlin  to  establish  a political 
status  in  that  prison.  In  consequence,  he 
was  able  to  do  considerable  literary'  work 
w^hile  incarcerated,  among  his  writings 
being  an  account  of  his  experiences  in 
prison,  which  was  smuggled  out  and 
appeared  under  the  title  of  The  Bastille 
am  Platzensec."  Most  emerged  from  this 
incarceration  after  thirty-six  months,  as 
strong  and  unscathed  in  spirit  as  hereto- 
fore. The  Berlin  workers  gave  him  an 
enthusiastic  reception  and  offered  him  the 
editorship  of  the  Fretc  Presse,  which  under 
his  influence  became  the  most  powerful 
of  the  Social  Democratic  papers.  Beside 
his  work  as  editor,  he  wrote  extensively 
forothcrpublications  and  lectured  through- 
out Germany  and  Switzerland.  His  great 
series  on  “The  Social  Revolution  and 
Caesarism  in  Old  Rome”  aroused  attention 
even  in  intellectual  circles.  His  bold  criti- 
cism of  Mommsen,  the  celebrated  historian, 
brought  upon  him  the  anathema  of  phili- 
stine Germany,  which  could  cot  forgive  a 
mere  bookbinder  for  daring  to  question 
ibe  accepted  authority  of  the  great  man. 

The  growing  political  reaction  in  Ger- 
many presently  produced  acts  of  revolu- 
tionary violence  which  in  return  led  to 


the  Ausnahnigestttr,  or  Exceptional  Laws, 
of  Bismarck,  involving  the  complete  sup- 
pression of  all  political  liberties  and  the 
expulsion  of  prominent  Socialists.  Though 
Most  was  in  prison  at  the  time,  the  order 
reached  him  as  well  as  those  at  liberty. 
After  his  release  in  1S78  he  was  forced  to 
leave  Berlin  within  nvent)'-four  hours. 
He  went  to  London,  and  the  first  period 
in  his  public  career  was  thus  dosed.  ^ 


Here  a new  phase  begins,  no  less  intense 
and  even  of  greater  importance,  in  the 
process  of  Most's  development,  than  what 
had  gone  before.  For  it  was  in  England 
that  he  eventually  broke  away  completely 
from  the  Marxian  State  idea  and  from  his 
former  political  acrivicics.  The  leading 
lights  in  the  Social-Democratic  ranks 
never  looked  very  favourably  upon  Most. 
He  was  too  independent,  too  impatient  of 
discipline,  too  forceful  and  biting.  He 
could  not  make  peace  with  shams  and 
compromises.  He  spared  no  one  in  whom 
he  detected  either.  Therefore,  he  was 
never  ptrsona  grata  with  the  Socialist 
leaders  of  Germany. 

When  he  came  to  London  and  started 
the  publication,  Die  Freiheit,  wherein  he 
could  give  full  expression  to  his  ideas,  his 
erstwhile  comrades,  permitted  to  remain 
in  Germany  on  promise  of  good  behavior, 
sensed  danger.  He  was  beginning  to  unfurl 
new  sails,  more  and  more  he  was  leaning  f 
towards  anarchism.  This  situation  could 
not  be  tolerated.  So  the  old  methods  em- 
ployed by  Marx  and  Engels  against 
Bakunin  were  set  to  work  against  him. 
Scurrilous  stones  were  circulated,  the  man 
and  his  character  were  attacked,  and 
cverj”thing  was  done  to  discredit  him  with 
the  workers  in  Germany  and  the  refugee 
in  England.  Most  went  his  way,  did  his 
work  and  turned  the  Freiheit  into  a fighting 
revolutionary^  organ.  It  was  original  in 
method  as  well  as  in  language;  for  pun- 
gency and  imagery",  for  force  and  humor  it 
had  no  rival.  His  enemies  hated  him  for

Daring  the  trial  at  Chicago  and  the 
anxious  time  between  the  conviction  and 
execution  of  Parsons,  Spies,  Fisher,  Engel 
and  Lingg,  Most  was  still  in  prison.  Per- 
haps it  was  his  good  fortune  that  he  was 
not  at  Urge,  otherwise  he  too  would  have 
undoubtedly  fallen  a prey  to  the  blood- 
thirst  that  gripped  the  country'.  Later  on, 
upon  his  r lease,  he  addressed  the  weekly 
gathering  of  the  International  Workers' 
Association,  dealing  with  the  Chicago 
tragedy  and  the  heroic  last  moments  of 
his  martyred  comrades.  He  laid  the  guilt 
not  only  at  the  door  of  the  enemies  of 
labor  but  to  the  workers  themselves,  the 
great  majority  of  whom  had  remained  so 
cowardly  inert  in  the  face  of  the  calamity. 
The  next  day  the  New  York  IVorlJ  con- 
tained a grotesquely  garbled  account  of 
Most’s  talk.  He  immediately  wrote  to  the 
paper,  calling  attention  to  the  misrepre- 
sentation. But  the  report  had  already  been 
copied  by  other  publications,  producing 
the  intended  effect.  Most  was  arrested. 
The  testimony  of  the  State  witnesses  at 
his  trial  was  so  obviously  false  that  the 
case  was  on  the  point  of  breaking  down. 
At  that  juncture  the  prosecuting  attorney 
produced  a pamphlet,  “The  Science  of 
Warfare,"  wTitten  by  Most  some  time  prior 
to'^the  Chicago  events. -On  that  alleged 
evidence  he  was  found  guilty.  Though  the 
case  was  appealed,  the  Supreme  Court  sus- 
tained the  conviction,  and  he  was  again 
sent  to  Blackwell’s  Island. 

His  tremendous  power  of  endurance 
enabled  Most  to  emerge  from  this  experi- 
ence still  strong  in  body;  but  he  was  no 
longer  so  buoyant  in  spirit.  His  faith  in 
the  emancipatory  possibilities  of  American 
labor  had  become  weakened.  He  began  to 
doubt  the  efhcacy  of  direct  individual 
rcvolutionar)-  action.  It  was  partly  this, 
as  well  as  the  revolutionary'  weariness  of 
a man  who  had  been  hounded  for  nventy- 
five  y'ears,  that  colored  his  view  of  the 
signihcance  of  Alexander  Berkman’s  act 
of  July,  1891,  when  the  latter  attempted 


the  life  of  Henry  C.  Frick,  the  man  re- 
sponsible for  the  slaughter  of  the  Home- 
stead steel  strikers  by  Pinkertons.  Most 
repudiated  the  act. 

There  had  been,  even  before  this,  an 
estrangement  between  the  group  of  young 
people  to  which  Berkman  and  myself 
belonged  and  Most — an  estrangement 
owing  to  differences  of  conception,  experi- 
ence and  ' temperament.  Wc  were  at  the 
height  of  enthusiasm,  of  religious  zeal,  of 
passionate  faith.  Wc  had  not  yet  been 
tried  in  the  crucible  and  did  not  know 
agony  of  spirit.  Most,  though  still  deeply 
devoted  to  the  cause  of  humanity,  had 
gone  through  fierce  conflicts.  Berween  us 
there  was  thus  the  abyss  which  separates 
youth  and  latter  middle  age.  Wc  owed 
much  to  Most,  I more  than  the  others.  It 
was  he  who  had  been  my  teacher,  my 
guide  into  a new  world  of  social  ideas,  to 
new  beauty  in  art  and  music.  Most  loved 
both  intensely  and  helped  me  to  learn  to 
love  them.  We  had  been  friends  for  two 
years  and  we  spent  much  time  together, 
during  which  I learned  to  know  the  lights 
as  well  as  the  shadows  in  his  character, 
his  childlike  faith  in  people  who  were  kind 
to  him,  his  susceptibility  to  subtle  flattery, 
his  quick  impatience  with  opposition. 
"VVho  is  not  with  me  is  against  me,"  he 
would  frequently  say — and  that  was  the 
key  to  his  attitude.  Most  was  intense  and 
extreme  in  his  loves  as  well  as  in  his  hates. 
He  gave  freely  and  demanded  much  in 
return.  Life  had  struck  him  many’  blows, 
but  it  had  also  let  him  drink  deeply  from 
the  well  of  glory,  homage  and  intellectual 
adulation  He  could  not  content  himself 
with  less.  And  wc  were  young  and  im- 
patient. Youth  is  cruelly  impatient  and 
critical.  Therefore  the  gradual  estrange- 
ment. Still  Johann  Most  continued  to 
stand  high  in  our  esteem  and  affection. 

But  when  he  turned  his  back  on  the  act 
of  Alexander  Berkman,  an  act  of  the  "prop- 
aganda by  deed"  that  he  himself  had  so 
ofren  and  enthusiastically  glorified  in 
others,  the  blow  was  staggering  to  us.  I 
could  then  neither  understand  nor  forgive 
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what  scetn.  1 to  me  a betrayal  of  all  that 
the  man  had  so  eloquently  and  passion- 
ately advocated  for  years,  I became  em- 
bittered against  my  former  teacher,  and  I 
added  my  stone  to  the  many  that  were 
hurled  at  him.  One’s  own  spiritual  Cal- 
vary makes  one  understand  things,  and  the 
complexity  of  human  nature  becomes  much 
clearer  with  the  accumulating  years. 

In  when  Leon  Czolgosz  killed 

President  McKinley,  Most  again  became 
the  target  of  police  persecution.  The  issue 
of  the  Frciheit,  which  appeared  on  the  day 
of  the  act,  contained  an  article  on  the 
general  question  of  tyrannicide  by  the  old 
revolutionist,  Carl  Heinzen,  then  dead  for 
a number  of  years.  It  had  no  bearing  what- 
ever on  the  particular  act  of  Czolgosz.  Had 
Most  not  omitted  the  signature  of  the 
author  and  the  date  when  the  article  was 
originally  v\Titten,  the  attempt  to  send 
him  to  prison  again  could  not  have  been 
based  on  that  issue  of  his  publication.  As 
it  was,  he  was  condemned  to  Blackwell’s 
Island  for  the  third  time.  Thus  for  thirty 
successive  years  he  was  bounded. 

vn 

Johann  Most  was  essentially  a leader  of 
masses.  He  had  hardly  any  personal  life; 
his  whole  being  was  consumed  by  his  work 
for  humanity.  Narurally,  there  were 
women  in  his  life.  He  was  married  in 
Germany  when  quite  young  and  later  on 
there  were  other  emotional  experiences. 
He  had  much  attraction  for  women  and 
they  for  him.  But  his  real  mistress  was  his 
work,  and  that  led  him  through  thorny 
paths,  and  over  heights  and  depths  which 
excluded  domestic  peace  or  bliss.  In  his 
later  years,  after  the  tide  of  his  followers 
receded,  the  woman  who  bore  him  t\vo 
sons  may  have  been  a soothing  factor  in 
his  life,  though  even  that  is  doubtful  in 
the  case  of  such  a restless,  roaming  spirit. 


In  the  early  part  of  1906,  in  poor  physical 
condition  as  a result  of  his  numerous  im- 
prisonments, he  saw  himself  compelled 
to  undertake  a lecture  tour  to  maintain 
his  paper.  But  he  did  not  get  very  far.  In 
Cincinnati  he  fell  seriously  ill,  dying  on 
March  17.  With  him  went  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  and  unique  characters  of  our 
time. 

The  pathos  of  Most’s  last  years  is  the 
tragedy  of  all  leaders  vs’ho  arc  carried 
away  by  numbers  and  intoxicated  by 
applause.  He  joined  the  labor  movement 
at  the  period  of  its  idealistic  beginning. 
Owing  to  his  extraordinary  oratorical 
gifts,  his  powerful  and  unique  pen,  his 
passionate  faith  and  personal  magnetism, 
he  was  able  to  rouse  the  masses  as  few 
before  him,  but  in  his  onrush  tow'ard  the 
heights  he  took  no  time  to  look  behind 
him,  to  see  whether  the  masses  could  or 
would  keep  pace  with  him. 

Until  America  became  sealed  to  political 
refugees,  the  radical  elements  forced  to 
flight  by  the  tyranny  of  their  own  lands 
continued  to  seek  asylum  in  the  United 
States.  They  furnished  fertile  soil  for  w’hat 
Most  so  brilliantly  brought  to  them.  But 
the  time  came  when  the  quality  of  immi- 
gration changed.  The  revolutionar}’  refu- 
gees of  Germany,  after  the  abrogation  of 
the  Exceptional  Laws,  were  replaced  by 
green-grocers  and  butchers,  who  flocked 
to  America  for  her  gold  and  not  in  search 
of  her  imaginary  freedom.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  earlier  German  immigrants  be- 
came w’eary  of  the  struggle,  and  their 
children  were  Americanized.  They  had 
nothing  of  the  independent  quality  of  their 
parents  and  were  quickly  absorbed  by  what 
is  coarse  and  common  in  the  new  land. 
Gradually  Most  found  himself  a general 
without  an  army,  a prophet  without  dis- 
ciples, an  alien  in  his  environment.  Yet 
the  man’s  spirit  could  not  be  broken.  He 
died  a fighter  to  the  cod.

T'lieri'  is  no 
reason,  of  rourse,  wliy  a man  of  his 
eharaiter  should  not  eommit  sueh  an 
art.  On  tlie  eontrary,  the  majoritx  of 
known  t I'l'rorist s,  part leiilarly  thosi’  in 
Kussia  of  former  ilays,  were  just  men 
and  women  of  Sholem  s type,  most  ten- 
tier  luartiil  aiitl  idealistic.  It  is  the

Rut  in  France 
it  is  different,  Ui  a great  extint.  \\  « 
iii-eil  hut  recall  the  casi-  of  (lermaim 
Rerton,  the  voiing  Anarchist  woman, 
who  .siniglit  to  kill  nauilet . t he  notorious 
react ionarv  ami  Anarchist  baiter.  By 
niistako  she  killed  another  man.  It  was 
a deliberate  and  ])remcdiat»d  act,  ad- 
mitteil  as  such  by  Uenimine  Rerton. 
Yet  a French  jury  acipiittcd  lu  r.  And 
(juitc  recently  —only  a few  wreks  agi» — 
a similar  case,  or  even  a more  dt  sperate 
one,  was  tried  in  the  courts  of  Paris, 
d'wo  coii)iminist.s  had  killed  four  iiicm- 
hers  of  the  French'  fascist!  and  were 
facing  a jury.  The  eviiiciico  against 
them  was  overwhelming  ,aiul  their  at- 
torneys did  not  even  attempt  to  deny 
the  act.  Moreover,  the  killed  fascist! 
had  no  arms,  and  no  case  of  self-de- 
fence could  be  maile  out  even  hy  the 
cleverest  lawyers.  The  defi-neo  had  no 
“legal"  ground  whatever  to  stand  on. 
Vet  the  trial  was  tiirneil  into  a struggle 
between  react  ionisni  and  radicalism, 
and  great  political  issues  raised  and 
discu.ssiil  in  tlu-  court  room  thanks  to 
the  Mieial  attitude  in  these  matters  in 
France,  as  well  as  because  of  the  cx- 
ecViiiiiglv  intclligi-nt  and  ahh  efforts  of 
d'orris,  one^  of  the 
attoriu-ys  in  this  country, 
of  tlu-  trial  was  surprising  i ven  to  the 
most  o])tmilstie  friends  of  the  eom- 
muni^t  prisoners.  Sentences  of  long 
Mars  til  prison  wi  n-  expected,  and  even 
possible  execution  was  feared.

It  i>  111  peiatiM  to  do  this,  and  it  i» 
pussJil*  tlur  are  no  great  difficultiis 
in  tin  way.  dhe  case  itself  gives  a 
s]iiii.did  (ippiirtunity  for  such  an  un- 
dertaking. IVtlura  being  known  every- 
whi  n-  as  one  of  the  most  fiendish  haters 
of  the  Jtw  one  who  was  responsible 
for  the  torture  and  slaughter  of  thous- 
ands of  Jiw>  all  over  the  Ukraine,  and 
whose  fit  ndishness  spared  neither  young 
girls  nor  even  babes  iii  the  cradle.  All 
thrmigli  the  South  of  Russia  we  came 
upon  frequent  evidence  of  Petlura’s  de- 
vastation of  Jewish  towns  and  villagi  s 
and  the  inassucre  of  tlieir  inhabitants. 
We  met  numbers  of  women  and  girls, 
repoatedlv  outraged  by  Petiura’s  bands 
—tortured  and  crippled  beings  that 
succeeded  in  escaping  with  their  lives. 

We  say  tliat  it  is  imperative  to  turn 
the  trial  of  Sholem  into  an  effective 
protest  against  the  spirit  of  anti- 
semitism, and  that  is  particularly  ur- 
gent and  vital  now,  at  the  present  mo- 
ment, when  the  hatred  and  persecution 
of  the  Jew  is  becoming  more  and  more 
active  and  outspoken  in  almost  every 
Kuropeaii  country,  and  particularly  in 
Germany  and  France.  Moreover,  such 
a protest  against  anti-seinitisni,  taking 
place  ill  France,  will  also  not  fail  of 
liaving  a salutary  effect  in  America 
where  reaction  al.so  draws  considerable 
of  its  stniigth  from  the  feudal  spirit 
of  racial  jirejudicc  and  persecution. 

We  suggest  to  the  Freic  Arbeit cr 
Stimme  to  initiate  this  campaign  in  the 
United  States,  a campaign  based  not 
on  national  or  mere  racial  grounds,  but 
on  till-  wider  and  revolutionary  inter- 
mit imml  hrotlierhood  and  solidarity  of 
iHiniaiiitv.  Naturally,  Jews  and  Jewish 
orgaiii/at  ions  must  be  jiarticularly  in- 
terested in  this  case,  and  vc  hope  that 
they  will  not  neglect  this  opportunity 
to  respond  in  the  jiroper  manner.  In 
this  connect  ion  it  would  be  desirable  if 
the  Freie  Arheiter  Stimme  would  im- 
mediatelv  start  a fund  for  the  defence 
of  Sliolem  Scliwartzbard,  for  the  de- 
friice  i-ommittee  is  urgently  in  need  of 
financial  aid  to  carry  on  its  work  effec- 
tively.

America  by  Comparison 

By  Emma  Goldman 


I HAVE  been  asked  to  write  about 
the  “good  points”  of  America  as 
seen  by  me  “now  from  Europe.” 
Surely — I am  told — tlie  United  States 
must  appear  “better”  to  me  now  than 
when  I was  in  that  country.  It  may  be 
true  that  those  wlio  have  gni**})ed  the 
.remote  are  better  equipped  to  under- 
stand the  near,  and  if  that  be  so,  my 
five  years’  travel  through  strange  lands 


ought  to  enable  me  to  see  both  the  good 
and  the  evil  of  America  in  much  sharper 
outline  than  before. 

In  my  cliildhood  I was  taught  that 
people  arc  imbued  with  two  conflicting 
imjjplses:  one  which  make.s  for  good,  the 
otlier  for  evil;  and  he  wlio  is  strong 
enougli  to  overcome  “evil”  i.s  gootl.  In 
that  conception  the  saints  and  holy  men 
were  good,  for  which  they  were  to  be 


rewarded — if  not  on  earth,  surely  is 
heaven.  The  others  were  bad  and  would 
suffvr  dire  punishment.  . 

In  later  years  I realized  that  the  im- 
pulses which  move  the  individual  as  well 
as  the  masscs-^are  not  .quite  so  simple 
and  easily  defined  as  L was  led  to  be- 
lieve by  my  well-intentioned  parents 
and  teachers,  I have  found  that  there  -/ 
is  no  straight  and  clearly  marked  line  ~ 
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good  «ml  evil.  Both  are  inter- 
woven, they  overlap  each  other,  rro#§ 
ami  rt'croie,  and  can  friHjuently  not  he 
diatingtiiahtHi  one  from  the  other. 
Surely  neither  good  or  evil  can  he 
ehoHon  hy  one’s  mere  "frt'e  will.”  I 
have  found  that  good  and  evil  are  ttgmib 
for  human  actions  eomlitiontHi  by  vari- 
*»U8  forces  outsitlo  of  man.  Their  mean- 
ing and  content  are  sid>ject  to  moditica- 
lions  and  ilevelopment  in  aecordance 
with  the  changes  constantly  going  on  in 
the  social  and  ethical  values  at  various 
periiais  of  human  life. 

'Pile  im»st  important  lesson,  however, 
which  life  has  taught  me  i.s  the  relativity 
of  things.  Kvei  V institution,  he  it  ever 
.St)  evil,  may  yet  iH'come  worse.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  la'st  in  man  ami  socittv 
can  Ihh'oiiu'  better.  That  is  the  law  of 
evolution  ami  growth  without  whicli  life 
w't»ultl  tiecay,  and  soeiet y become  ex- 
tinct. In  this  sense  every  saitd  was  also 
a sinner  ami  the  greatest  sinner  has  the 
making  of  the  saint  in  him. 

Now,  I cheerfully  admit  that  .\merica 
is  a very  great  sinner,  indeetl.  For  this 
very  reason  I fiml  much  in  the  ITnited 
Slates  that  has  “saintly”  ipialilies.  Mv 
faith  in  the  good  potentialities  of  the 
country  has  not  been  dimmed  or  les- 
sened by  my  European  experience  and 
“vantage  ground”.  On  the  contrary,  it 
has  been  strengthened.  But  similarly 
has  also  grown  my  realization  of  the 
evil  things  in  z\merica,  and  the  neetl  of 
speaking  out  frankly  and  fearlessly 
again.st  them. 

I think  I can  best  characterize  both 
si<les  of  the  Atnerican  make  up  bv  con- 
trasting that  country  with  I'.urope. 
Since  the  “generous”  treatment  ac 
corded  me  by  my  erstwhile  a<lopted 
land,  I had  occasion  to  pitch  mv  tent 
in  various  countries:  in  Russia,  Lett 
land,  Sweden,  Gennany,  France,  Hoi 
land,  and — at  present — in  England.  In 
some  of  those  pluce.s  I lived  for  periods 
long  enough  to  make  a thorough  study 
of  the  forces  that  have  imuie  for  the 
nR*ntaI  and  spiritual  (juaiity  of  their 
people,  the  structure  of  their  social, 
political  and  economic  institulioijjs. 
Other  countries  I knew  from  previous 
visits,  from  my  familiarity  with  tlieir 
literature  and  the  political  and  eco- 
nomic struggle  of  the  masses.  Every- 
where 1 found  that  the  fundamental 
difference  between  them  and  America  is 
mostly  a difference  of  age.  The  differ- 
ence between  juvenility  and  maturity 
with  all  the  peculiar  traits  and  charac- 
teristics that  go  to  make  up  tlie  two 
stages  of  human  and  social  develop- 
ment. 

Russia,  lK‘cause  of  its  gt'ographical 
position,  its  centuries  of  'J'sHnlom,  and 
the  unique  psychology  of  its  people  has 
alv^ays  stoml  as  a land  a)>art  from 
Kuro|K*.  And  now  more  than  ever  it 
stands  apart  and  can  not  lie  used  for 
comparison.  Unusual  events  create  un- 
usual  conditions,  and  vice  vena.  The 


two  gigantic  upheavals  of  February 
and  October,  1017,  coming  un  top  cif 
years  of  war,  min  have 

brought  about  a state  of  affairs  <pidt 
unlike  anything  else  in  lumti  rn  tiiiti^. 
For  the  prt  smt  the  grvat  loolutionar  v 
tide  which  swept  over  Russia  and  hi  r 
people  has  Ix^en  dammed  by  ttu-  auto 
cratic  regime  of  a small  politi<  al  gMiup, 
by  means  of  despotism  and  ti  rror. 
Hut  the  great  potentialities  of  Rus- 
sian masses,  become  active  in  t),<-  two 
revolutions,  will  never  again  b«  put  to 
sleep.  The  fud  ^n  Hu»iu\  is  fu  * yet. 

No,  it  is  not  Rus.hih  that  can  1m-  ton 
lra>ti'»l  with  z\meriea.  It  l^  l.tirojM, 
or  that  )>art  of  Europe  whirh  I can 
di.sruNs  with  some  kmiwleiige.  M<ist  of 
the  Europiaii  lamls  I Hud  not  onl\  nui 
ture  hut  well  ingh  am'ii'iit  in  tluir  life 
amt  civilization.  Ovi  r caiititMiH,  con 
servative,  >et  ami  not  easily  nio\ed. 
But  ceiiturii'.s  of  struggle  for  |■oht^cal 
and  economic  freeiioiu,  for  ethical 
ideaU,  for  cultural  and  artistic  values 
have  createil  certain  traditions  mon 
bimiing  than  any  man  madt-  laws. 
Among  those  traditions  the  most  po- 
tent is  the  realization  that  “man  dms 
not  live  hy  brt^ad  alone.”  In  conse- 
quence, the  achievements  of  Eufope  are 
mucli  more  of  the  spirit  than  of  the 
flesh.  ’Phis,  more  than  anything  else, 
has  established  certain  values  wliich 
even  the  groat  war  1ms  m^t  been  able 
to  destroy  altogvdher.  ^ 

To  use  a few  illustrations.  The  rich 
of  I'.urope,  even  as  thoir  American 
brothers,  ha\e  gotten  their  wealth  at 
the  expense  of  their  fellownien.  ^‘et  the 
exploitation  of  the  masses  is  nowhere 
in  Europe  (juite  so  intensive  as  in  the 
United  States.  Neither  are  the  rieh  as 
brazen  and  arbitrary  as  with  u<.  To 
be  sure,  the  line  of  demarkation  la  twtvn 
the  classes  ami  the  nms.ses  is  im»re  dis- 
tinct, the  millionaire  of  Europe  is  not 
the  poor  man’s  son  of  yesterday.  As  a 
general  rule,  wealth  has  been  Iiamled 
down  from  generation  to  generation. 
Not  iiavi^ig  personally  exfuriem « tl  the 
so*'diiI  struggle  for  wealth,  the  rich 
mail  of  Europe  is  less  prone  to  Haunt 
it  in  the  face  of  his  victim,  or  use  it 
only  to  bribe,  corru]>t,  ami  })ro>tituto 
the  sources  that  aid  him  in  im*n  asing 
and  keeping  his  fortune.  ^ 

'Pile  political  rights  established 
tfiroiigh  age-long  struggle  have  solidi- 
fied into  tra<litions  which  the  ]ihitoc- 
raev  of  Europe  can  not  so  easily  and 
brutally  set  aside  for  its  eonvi  nience 
and  benefit  as  is  done  in  the  United 
States.  'Po  he  sure,  most  ilenmcratic 
lilaTties  are  mere  makeshifts,  a cloak 
the  better  bliiidfohl  the  exphiited 
iiias.M-Sr  a whip  to  kei-p  them  in  cheek. 
Strange  as  it  may  seem,  this  is  yet 
iiiiieii  more  tnie  of  European  demoeru 
eies  and  rcpiiblicN  than  of  some  of  the 
monarchieH.  I have  found  much  more 
frmlom  of  Hjieech,  press,  and  assembly, 
greater  individual  rights  in  monarchi- 


a!  Sweden,  Holland,  and  hugloAd  tliao 
in  Franc*  or  (he  newer  repubbcfr  of, 
l,*t()ttfid,  Ksthonia  and  Germany.  Yet 

iiiUbt  not  la  forgotten  that  the  G^r- 
i<  an  rcwdution.  su]«erficia!  tliough  it 
V as,  has  (stahlistud  certain  libertie* 
lar  b«  vomJ  anithing  known  uoder  tfie 
\N'i)helm  ngim*. 

Howe\<r,  (t.ough  « acti  govermutnt 
grants  only  as  much  liberty  a§  its  in- 
(trusts  will  |armi(,  it  is  >*t  important 
fli  d (fjose  f*  w precious  achie^ejiients 
i*f  tlie  human  struggle  should  not  be 
a*  till  arbitrary  rnerc\  of  the  priviltgi*d 
J'k*.

Nowhere  in  Euro})*-,  except 
l.i  i^dand,  are  the  j)olitical>  considued 
criminals  or  tnatetl  as  such.  'I’hev  en- 
joy certain  j»riviKgis  in  j*rison,  and 
their  jirotcsts,  in  the  form  of  hungcr- 
strikis  ami  obstruction  tactics,  are 
formiiiahlc  weapons  in  the  fight  for  irn- 
prmcment  in  the  prison  rigimc  ami 
triatment.  and  cm‘ii  for  political  am- 
Me-ty.  All  this  is  entirely  lacking  in 
.America  bt'caiisc  the  revolutngmry  ami 
political  traditions  are  jaikirig.  Witli 
U'.  in  the  United  States,  tiu  political 
is  considered  a fool,  an  im)>ractical 
(In. liner,  or — worse  yet—  a eriininal. 

Hut  tradition,  like  everything  els<-, 
may  work  for  good  ami  for  i^il.  Wiiile 
tIu  tradition>  I referred  to  above  are 
the  MTV  hackhono  of  what  is  worth 
while  in  Kurojn*.  it  is  also  tradition  that 
serves  to  support  ttic  conservative,  sta- 
tionary, and  enslaving  teiulcncie.s.  Such 
trailition  is  the  }mralyzing  hand  of  the 
dead  upon  the  living.  Mature  countries, 
likt  mature  jieojde.  are  prone  to  walk 
in  a groove.  Having  pas.scd  their 
"Sturm  und  Drang”  period,  thev  re- 
sent the  adventurous  sjiirit  of  vouth. 
Having  had  their  “fling,”  the  mature  ^ 
cling  to  respeetahility ; Imving  lost 
faith  in  the  eoming  better  day,  thev 
dwi;Il  in  the  past.  'I'heir  livi's  and  tImiV 
tlioughts  crystalize  into  hard  moulds.

.\merica  it  can  justly  he  said  that  it 
lives  hv  bread  alone,  hence  its  worship 
of  material  tilings,  its  lo\e  of  ipiantity, 
of  hulk,  its  adoration  of  tlie  golden  calf. 
In  (juest  for  the  thiii^is  <d  the  body, 
Amei'ica  Im*'  rushed  on  at  a terrific 
.spei-d  s\\i'epin^  everything  in  its  way. 
'Tlie  n“'ult  is  that  .America  has  far  out- 
stripped I'.urope  ill  material  compiests 
and  can  now  boast  of  hein^  the  riclu'st 
and  most  powerful  country  on  earth. 
Anu  i'ica.  like  'J'opsy,  ^rew  ovit  ni^ht. 

It  is  conci'ded  that  America  stands 
foremost  in  material  development.  Hut. 
Ill  culture,  in  all  that  makes  up  the  lon^- 
in^  of  the  hnnian  spirit  for  lK*auty,  art 
and  iiiealisin,  America  la^s  far  hehimi 
Ihirope.  'J’her(  is  still  almost  no  iiiider- 
standiri;^  in  t In  I ’nited  States  for  social 
nil  als  arul  tlu  ir  exponents,  no  concep- 
tion of  the  for<MK  that  irrevocably  di- 
vide the  < lasHCh,  no  contact,  with  the* 
vital  iHHUcK  of  social  life.  Robust,  exu- 
laTant,  overflowing  with  jihysica!  en- 
<T|^v,  America  considers  cultural 
vubieK  as  so  much  waste.  It  has  no  )>a- 
tjericc*  wilb  the  social  pione<*r.  It  treats 


hin^vWT^scoi  n,  routriip*  and  bitter

HidMiMMa,  trying  to  show 
how  **peaoeloving"  the  General  Council 
had  b^n,  saidr  ^VVo  wanted  to  Biop 
week-end  speeches.  , . . I did  not  want 
any  epecches  from  the  mimrs*  side,  be- 
cause it  mi^t  have  rendered  it  more 
difilcaU  to  get  peace.  *Hie  suggestion 
we  mads  was  deliberately  designed  for 
the  purpose  of  creating  ttis  riglit  at- 
* moiphere." 

Thomas  did  not  mention  my  name, 
but  everyone  understood  he  was  refer- 
ring to  my  campaign  amongst  the  min- 
ers and  other  workers  urging  them  to 
prepare  against  the  capitalist  offensive. 
This  was  the  way  Tlioma*  was  speaking 
to  the  bitterest  enemies  of  the  working 
class,  at  a Hms  mken  a million  minen 
had  already  been  locked  out. 

Later  in  the  same  spetsh,  Thomus 
appealed  to  the  capitalist  members  of 
Parliament  "to  avert  what  I believe  is 
the  greatest  calamity  for  this  country." 
He  was  referring  (in  advance)  to  that 
magnificent  General  Strike  which  will 
go  down  to  history  as  the  greatest  ef- 
fort of  organised  labor! 

At  the  very  moment  when  he  knew 
the  Government  had  all  its  strike- 
breaking plans  prepared  and  even 
preparation  to  use  the  Constitution 
against  the  workers,  when  he  knew  that 
the  General  Strike  was  being  represen- 
ted as  "an  attack  on  the  Constitution," 
Thomas  was  presenting  the  Tories  with 
free  arguments  and  giving  away  the 
workers’  revolver  by  saying;  "I  have 
never  disguised  that  in  a challenge  to 
the  Constitution,  God  help  us  unless 
the  Government  won !” 

Then  J,  R,  MacDonald  made  one  of 
the  most  sickening  speeches  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  House  of  Commons.  He 
spoke  in  superior  tones  of  the  miners* 
fight  against  wage  reductions,  longer 
hours  and  district  settlements  as  a 
"dogma”;  he  assured  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter tearfully  that  the  General  Council 
had  spent  hours  in  private  trying  to 
persuade  the  miners,  “striving  to  get 
security,  to  get  confidence,  to  get 
people  to  believe  in  each  other."  He 
had  the  audacity  to  suggest  that  Her- 
bert Smith  was  ready  to  accept  even 
a reduction  in  wages  as  part  of  a 
settlement  on  the  basis  of  the  Coal  Com- 
mission’s Report,  and  calling  it  "a 
great  contribution  to  peace" ; and 
finally  he  declared  to  the  as^^embled 
( apitalist  M.P.’s  *‘iirifk  the  discussion 
of  general  strikes  and  Bolsher'ism  and 
all  that  kind  of  thing,  I have  nothing 
to  do  at  all.  I respect  the  Constitution 
as  much  as  Sir  Robert  Horne.” 

tVhai  a speech  for  the  leader  of  the 
Labor  Party  on  the  eve  of  a General 
Strike! 

Despite  all  the  humiliating  pleadings 
of  these  Ij^aders,  despite  the  attempts 
behind  the  Speaker’s  chair  of  Mr.  Mac- 
Donald and'J.  H,  Thomas  to  arrive  at 
a settlement  behind  the  hacks  of  the 


millers*  repreaentitives,  the  Prime 
Minister  and  the  Govenunetit  remained 
adamant,  deienmoed  that  the  strike 
notices  should  be  withdrawn  before  ne- 
gotiations could  be  re-opened.  No  lift- 
ing of  the  lock-out;  no  securing  a Itring 
wage  for  Uie  miners  was  thought  of; 
and  midnight  oa  llonday,  3rd  May, 
arrived  with  no  alternative  but  for  the 
workers  to  act  on  their  decision  of 
May  1st. 

This  ends  the  second  chapter.  The 
Executives  of  the  unions  had  given  the 
General  Council  d^nite  instractions. 
The  General  Council  had  pledged  theto- 
selvet  to  action,  and  the  Executive 
members  had  gone  back  to  prepare,  in 
the  short  time  left  to  them,  for  carry- 
ing oui  that  action.  Meanwhile,  the 
Negotiating  Committee  of  the  T.U.C. 
had  twice  teen  the  Government  in 
secret,  in  spite  of  their  pledge  to  the 
miners  only  to  negotiate  together  with 
them;  they  had  twice  tried  to  get  the 
miners  to  accept  formulae  which  would 
have  meant  reductions  in  wages,  in  spite 
of  their  declared  opposition  to  reduc- 
tions. No  other  facts  are  needed  to 
show  the  state  of  mind  in  which  some 
members  of  the  General  Council  faced 
the  test  of  real  action. 

Tuesday,  May  4th,  started  with  the 
workers  answering  the  calL  What  a 
wonderful  response ! What  loyalty ! ! 
What  solidarity!  From  John  O’Groats 
to  Land’s  End  the  workers  answered 
the  call  to  arms  to  defend  us,  to  de- 
fend the  brave  miner  in  his  fight  for 
a living  wage. 

Reflections  of  the  General 
Strike  in  England 

By  Emma  Goldman 

SINCE  the  British  Press  has  re- 
gained its  freedom  to  speak  au- 
thoritatively on  subjects  it  knows 
least  about,  the  papers  have  been  filled 
with  long  desertations  on  the  merits 
and  defects  of  the  General  Strike.  Most 
w riters  have  little  to  say  in  its  favor, 
nor  have  they  shown  much  understand- 
ing for^he  nature  and  meaning  of  the 
subject.  This  is  as  it  should  be  as  re- 
gards the  Bourgeois  press.  It  is  either 
ignorant  of  the  historic  mission  of  the 
(ieneral  Strike,  or  it  cannot  afford  to 
interpret  correctly  the  sins  of  our 
times.  Naturally,  the  Bourgeois  press 
is  too^  deeply  concerned  to  tell  the 
truth.  We  need,  therefore,  not  be  sur- 
prised to  read  all  sorts  of  rubbish  about 
the  great  event  which  for  nine  days  so 
disturbed  the  placidity  of  the  British 
middle  class.  . 

Much  more  surprising  is  the  lack  of 
understanding  displayed  on  the  sub- 
jects by  many  writers  on  the  Labor 
press  of  England.  Especially,  the 
writers  who  choose  to  pose  as  the  Left 
Wing  section  in  the  British  Trade

MacDonald, 
Thomaa  and  their  colleaguea,  one  could, 
without  being  a prophet,  predict  ei- 
actly  their  atand  in  auch  a vital  event 
aa  a General  Strike.  Hut  to  lav  the

entire  blame  for  the  collapae  of  the 
strike  upon  them  may  be  an  easy  wav 
out  for  those  who  are  equally  respon- 
sible, but  it  does  not  explain  the  share 
in  the  muddle  of  the  ultra  red  leaders, 
the  1-eft  Wing  Trade  l^nioniats  in 
England. 

If  only  these  good  people  would  look 
into  themselves  they  would  have  to  ad* 
mit  that  they  have  aided  and  abated 
the  growing  centralization  of  British 
Trade  Unionism,  which  excludes  the 
initiative  on  the  part  of  the  workers  in 
any  great  economic  issue.  And  thev 
would  have  to  admit  that  they  have 
never  taken  the  slightest  pain  to  ac- 
quaint the  workers  of  England  with  the 
historic  significance  of  the  General 
Strike  nor  have  they  prepared  the 
masses  for  the  moment  when  the  Gen- 
eral Strike  will  be  imposed  upon  labor. 
Far  from  doing  that  the  so-called  “red” 
Trade  Unionists  have  always  joined  in 
the  cry  of  their  conservative  colleagues, 
pointing  to  the  General  Strike  as  “im^ 
practical  syndicalist  or  Anarchist  non* 
sense.”  They  have,  therefore,  them- 
selves to  blame  for  what  they  now  con- 
sider a betrayal  on  the  part  of  the 
Right  Wing  elements. 

While  British  Trade  Unionism  de- 
serves the  credit  for  having  been  the 
pioneer  in  .^stabbshing  the  right  of 
workers  to  organize,  and  in  having 
built  up  a powerful  institution  in  the 
economic  struggle,  it  must  at  the  same 
time  be  pointed  out  that  British  Trade 
Unionism  has  remained  stationary  and 
is  hopelessly  out  of  date  as  a fighting 
organisation.  Trada  Unionists  in  Eng- 
land have  laid  much  more  stress  on  the 
Kecessity  bf  rigid  centralization,  of 
huge  trade  union  funds,  of  the  anti- 
quated idea  of  contract  between  labor 
and  capital,  than  on  the  fighting  spirit 
of  the  workers.  6o  that  at  the  present 
lime  Ti'Ada  Unionism  has  become  ultm 
respectable.  It  owes  its  position  in 
Clreat  Britain  and  the  consideration  ac* 


On  the  other  handt  tlie  Left  Wing  nacm- 
bera,  who  art  such  devotees  of  the  Moo- 
cx>w  Dictatorship  for  Hsuno,  were  also 
not  very  eager  to  aee  the  General  Btifike 
lead  to  a possible  dictatorship  ia  Great 
Britain.  Ketiher  tbe  our  nor  the  other 
realized  that  there  is  a third  way  out. 
A General  Strike  can  be  truly  effective 
only  if  a new  spirit  will  penetrate  Brit 
ish  Trade  Unionism,  tbe  spirit  of  syn- 
dicalism which  is  after  all  the  only  basis 
for  economic  organization  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  modern  economic  struggle, 
liesides  that,  syndicalism  prepares  the 
mastoes  for  fundamental  social  changes 
on  a federative  libertarian  basis,  away 
from  the  state  and  its  crushing  dicta- 
torship. 

A General  Strike  which  has  its  roots 
in  syudicalibiu  and  free  initiative  as  a 
vision  for  the  workers,  is  the  only  strike 
which  ib  likely  to  compel  the  enemy’s 
attention.  'I'he  strike  in  England  was 
not  of  that  nature,  hence  it  could  not 
achieve  «hat  it  had'^  set  out  to  do, 
nanjely,  tr>  force  the  mine  owners  to 
met't  the  demands  of  the  miners,  and  to 
pave  the  >»uy  for  greater  economic  im- 
provements for  all  the  workers  of  Eng- 
land. As  it  is,  the  miners  were  betrayed 
and  the  Labor' leaders  are  now  engaged 
in  recriminations  of  each  other,  a sor- 
rowful spectacle  after  such  a great  be- 
ginning. 

And  yet,  the  General  Strike  was  not 
in  vain.  That  it  should  have  happened 
at  all  in  England  is  among  tbe  wonders 
of  our  day.  Still  greater  is  the  spirit 
of  solidarity  so  admirably  demon- 
strated by  the  workers.  One  had  to  be 
in  London  during  the  nine  historic  days. 
One  had  to  see  their  fine  fortitude  and 
their  joyous  abandon  to  the  situation, 
their  utter  disregard  of  the  hardships 
the  strike  entailed  for  them,  to  realize 
that  the  General  Strike  was  not  in  vain. 
No  amount  of  political  wire-pulling,  of 
constant  talk  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
nor  yet  endless  discussions  on  socialism 
in  the  labor  press,  has  struck  so  deeply 
into  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  Eng- 
lish mas$e.s,  nor  have  they  aroused  pro- 
found interest  in  the  social  question. 
On  the  other  hand  the  General  Strike 
hits  demonstrated  to  the  ruling  class 
how  very  close  to  the  abyss  it  stands, 
how  great  the  menace  it  has  escaped — 
this  time.

The  conditions  of  the  miners  in  Eng- 
land fiave  become  so  appalling,  and  the 
mine  owners  so  detenniniHl  to  incrt*ase 
the  woe  of  the  miners  life,  that  a gt*n- 
eral  strike  was  inevitable  because 
loibor  at  large  was  made  to  realize  that 
a reduction  of  wages  and  increase  of 
hours  for  the  mim^rs  must  i>eeds  effect 
their  own  economic  conditions. 

1 insist  that  a clear  cut  understand- 
ing of  the  nature  and  scope  of  an  issue 
is  indispensible,  especially  if  the  issue 
is  to  1k‘  met  adequately  and  fought  sui  - 
cessfully,  and  it  is  prtH-isely  becauM 
British  Trade  Unionists  have  neglected 
to  instruct  the  rank  and  file  along  such 
lines  that  they  were  not  able  to  meet 
the  issue.  But  for  this  neglect  the  Gen- 
eral Strike  would  from  its  very  incep- 
tion have  been  truly  general  which  the 
recent  event  in  England  was  most  as- 
suredly not.  Neither  would  the  Trade 
Union  Council  have  failed  so  eompletelv 
in  utilizing  the  splendid  spirit  demon- 
strated by  the  workers  during  the 
General  Strike. 

The  Trade  Union  Council  hpwever, 
showed  both  ignorance  and  lack  of 
vision.  That  was  best  demonstrated  by 
the  way  the  men  were  called  out  after 
the  General  Strike  was  decided  upon. 
Instead  of  bringing  about  a complete 
stoppage  of  production,  the  .strike  was 
inaugurated  on  the  installment  plan, 
the  workers  being  called  out  bit  by  bit. 
Thus,  while  the  printers,  not  nearly  so 
important  to  the  success  of  the  General 
Strike  were  called  out,  the  men  em- 
ployed in  the  power,  light  and  food  sup- 
plies were  allowed  to  go  on.  A ridicu- 
lous situation  which  many  of  the  work- 
ers realized,  but  bereft  of  a voice  or 
decision  in  the  matter  they  were  forced 
to  submit. 

Of  course,  the  Trade  Union  Council, 
knowing  that  the  rank  and  - file  have 
never  been  prepared  to  face  an  issue  to 
its  last  consequences,  no  doubt  felt  that 
a complete  General  Strike,  if  not  settled 
within  twenty-four  hours  may  lead  to 
serious  results.  Most  of  them  had  bem 
trained  in  terms  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, in  closed  door  negotiations  and 
wire-pulling.  Besides,  they  were  much 
more  concerned  in  safeguarding  the 
Trade  Union itfunds  which  the  Tory 
Government  threatened  to  confiscate. 


We  Anarchists  who  have  always 
stood  the  brunt  of  ridicule  and  con- 
demnation bi'causc  of  our  stand  on  the

have  proven  that  we  stand  much  closer^ 
to  the  realities  of  life  and  the  social 
struggle  than  our  political  opponents.

This  was  but  one  of  the  tributes  to 
the  memory  of  Eugene  V.  Debs,  great 
Boclallst  leader,  paid  thle  morning  by 
hie  old  friend,  Emma  Goldman,  Yiow 
Mrs.  Jamee  Colton.  The  famous 
woman  revolutionary  who  was  deport- 
ed from  the  United  Btatfo  In  1019 
for  her  advanced  opinions,  and_  who 
is  now  .visiting  Montreal,  read  with 
sorrow  this  morning  of  her  friend’s 
death,  and  recalled  many  meetings  and 
letters  which  had  passed  between  her 
and  the  dead  Socialist  leader. 

*'I  met  Debs  for  the  first  time  at 
a labor  conference  which  took  place 
*tn  1897.”  ehe  recalled.  '*!  was  re- 
presenting girls  organized  in  the  needle 
trades,  and  he  was  representing  varl- 
other  organizations.  He  struck 
me  then  as  being  a remarkable  ^r- 
sonallty.  He  had  such  lovely  tender, 
luminous  blue  eyes.  We  had  dinner 
together  when  he-  made  a remark  1 
have  never  forgotten.  I was  arguing 
that  political  socialism  will  nrt  solve 
the  economic  problem,  and  he  bent 
over  the  table  with  the  kindest  sn^le, 
and  said.  'Well,  you  know,  socl^lsm 
l6  a stepping-stone  to  anarchism  ^Ich 
I consider  the  ultimate  goal.  It  rer 
malned  in  my  mind  very  vividly. 

HAD  DIO  HEART. 
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*‘He  was  considered  by  the  politic- 
ians In  tho  socialist  movement  as  a 
man  who  had  a big  heart,  but  di<m  t 
really  know  .enough  of  the  orthodox 
creed,  because  Debs  was  always  out- 
spoken and  went  with  the  under-dog, 
no  matter  what  tho  worker.*-,  demanded. 
T don’t  believe  that  Debs  thought  that 
by  the  machinery  of  government, 
thlnes  would  bo  changed. 

"But  I wa.s  mo-st  Interested  In  nim 
as  a groat  human  personality.  He  had 
n great  pn.sslon  for  everyone  In  dls- 
tres.s.  He  was  a Christ-like  man.  I 
don’t  believe  Debs  hated  any  human 
being,  either  In  wealthy  circles  or  out- 
ride but  he  deplored  the  fact  that  in 
our  pre.sent  social  system,,  tho  few 
«5houid  bo  given  power  and  wealth, 
which  he  thought  demoralized  the  pos- 
scsjsors  more  than  the  ^^ctlms.

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vhich  he  thougrht  dcmonillzed  the  po5- 
FM5H)rs  more  than  the  ^^ctlTn8.  He  had 
boundlpffs  tolerance  for  people’s  opln- 
lonf».  ^^'hen  I came  out  of  Husaia 
and  my  first  article  ajratnst  the  Rue- 
elan  Government  syndicated  and 

published  In  18(5  newspapers,  Debs 
was  provoked  like  many  others  who 
held  It  should  not  have  been  pubUsh- 
cd  In  capitalist  newspapers.  But  I 
saw  In  on  interview  ho  gave  t^ith  a 
SoclalLst  journalist,  that  he  said:  ‘I 
have  always  had  the  highest  faith  nnd 
respect  for  Kmma  Goldman's  Integrity, 
but  I think  her  Judgment  was  not  cor- 
rect In  allowing  her  article  to  appear 
In  the  capitalist  press  becau.so  it  would 
be  used  against  the  workers.'  There- 
upon I wrote  him  a letter  and  told 
him  of  the  actual  appalling  conditions 
of  tho  political  prisoners  In  Russia 
which  1 hnd  not  published  because 
they  were  too  appalling  to  print. 

WAS  PENNILESS. 

“I  also  told  him  that  though  I hofl 
come  out  of  Rassla  penniless  without 
a .suit  to  my  name,  1 had  offered  my 
article  to  the  radical  papers  for  no 
monetary  considerations  whatever,  and 
they  had  refused  to  take  It.  Debs 
wrote  mo  In  reply  a beautiful  letter 
saying  he  had  been  rash  In  his  pre- 
vious judgment.  I cherished  that  let- 
ter very  much.  I then  stood  between 
two  fires,  the  radicals  attacked  me, 
and  the  reactionaries  while  they  were 
willing  to  print  my  interviews  about 
Russia  were,-  nevertheles.s,  antagonis- 
tic to  me.” 

Debs,  in  her  opinion,  thought  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  con- 
servative and  reactionary,  but  he  be- 
lieved tho  workers  should  be  reached 
wherever  they  were,  and  he  believed 
moreover  that  tho  workers  were  not  .so 
reactionary  as  their  leaders.  He  knew 
Oompers  well  and  thought  him  reac- 
tionary, especially  during  the  war 
years,  when  he  felt  that  Gompers  had 
gone  out  of  his  way  to  break  faith  with 
the  workers  and  had  backed  the  Gov- 
ernment though  he  knew  the  workers 
did  not  want  war. 

Mrs,  CJolton  lo  leaving  It  to  her 
friends  In  tho  United  States  to  make  a 
move  on  her  behalf,  to  ascorrtain  whe- 
ther it  will  be  possible  for  her  to  get 
into  the  United  States.  Sho  is  now 
a British  subject  and  points  out  that 
her  stay  In  the  United  States  would 
only  be  about  four  months.  She  In- 
tends to  stay  in  Canada  for  some  time 
and  in  duo  course  will  endeavor  to 
get  Into  the  United  States  through  tho 
usual  channels  in  on  open  and  above 
board  manner. 

“If  a democratic  country  like  the 
United  States  can  give  such  a weloorne 
to  tho  Queen  of  a reactionary  and  de- 
spotic state  like  Rumania.,  surely  they 
will  admit  mo,”  she  said.

Tl-eoe  good  people  '■re  evidentl/  confusing  bittameas 
wit  1 the  iwcatiance  of  the  Idealist  for  the  inroediate  result  in  tl\s 
otrug£le  he' is  -^agin"  against  dei'inite  cocial  wrongs.  I confess  I v;as 
very  i.ipatient  in  the  past  and  if  law  leas  so  nev  it  is  not  beci,use  I 
no  longer  see  tire  evils  I have  h^an  fi^itirv;  ocainst  all  lai'  life,  rathej“, 
is  it  because  the  \rcrld  ahatteri.-ig  events  since  IT- 14  hare  convinced  ae 
that  the  huwin  nind,  in  the  bullc,  is  slvggisli-not  easily  r.x)ved. 

Then  I cane  to  tire  United  States  in  I.'So,  the  country  was  an  i.ntellectual 
desert.  People  lived  by  bread  alone,  cirinp  no  tiling  for  the  things  of  the 
spirit.  Social  vTongs,  econonic  injuctice,  and  political  abuses  %7ent  un- 
challeged  oi  if  they  were  questioned  it  van  by  the  very  few  vdioae  voices 
sounded  like  tlic  cxy  in  the  wilderness.  It  was  only  after  nany  years  of 
bitter  efforts  to  awaken  vdiat  I kne»  nsist  be  potent  in  the  country  beside 
the  ’TOrship  of  raaiarton  that  I saw  prooise  of  good.  - « 

I wish  1 could  say  that  the  prociise  had  been  entirely  fulfilled.  Alas, 
tlie  social  evils  are  still  at  hoToe  in  the  world  and  the  United  States 
has  a large  sliare  of  than.  The  reaction,  as  an  afteraath  of  the  war,  is 
every-vhere  attempting  to  crush  the  best  thet  hen  been  achieved.  In  .Azaerica, 
reaction  seems  to  be  the  order  of  tire  day,  the  social  Babbits  continue 
to  be  a dead  weight  upon  the  free  efforts  of  Arserica's  creative  spirit. 

But  the  seeds  of  Ideolisa.  of  econoisic,  of  the  quality  cf  the  human  spirit 
planted  in  the  soil  by  the  few  are  bearing  fruit  ir.  every'’  field  of  thought 
and  action.  .And,  as  I flatter  vyEslf  in  haring  had  a part  in  the  pioneer 
-•ork  of  the  cultural  life  of  the  United  States,  it  is  but  natural  I shculd 
7/ant  to  cone  back  to  sc'i  v/ith  ay  ctiv.  ''yes  the  progress  made* 

I know  full  well  how  crude  and  unccutli  the  United  States  still  is.  But 
I also  knov  that  adcleccence  be  aught  else.  And  Arserica  is  still  ex- 
ceedingly young,  rasri,  expeuiraental,  brutal  and  TOrshipful  cf  every  kind  of 
tin  idol.  It  persecutes  ’tire  idealist,  goes  7/ild  ever  a jrize  fignt,  a Rtoa^ 
anian  C’uecn,  a sensational  nurder  trial  or  sone  scandalcua  divorce  pro- 
ceedings with  the  sane  abandon  as  the  adcleocent  boj  'Tho  ties  a tin  can  to 
the  tail  of  a cat.  Ke  loves  to  play  the  game  of  the  wild  Indian  viio  tortures 
and  kills  his  enemies.  But  over  and  above  its  wild  esmarks,  Azaerica  has  the 


boldne: 


daring  of  youth  which  countries,  held  in  the  groove  of  tradi- 


tion so  •voefully  lack.  Yas,  indeed,  .\nerica  is  very  young  but  as  long  as  it 
reatins  its  fascinati-g  spirit  of  advanture  and  das.i83  headlong  into  the  un- 
known, chere  is  hope  for  the  country.  ISie  future  is  with  the  creative  spirit 
of  the  .Vierican  people,  with  those  wiio  toil,  wi’th  tiie  idealist  atriving  for 
ecor.oivio  a,nd  social  ireedon;  net  with  those  ^idio  w'ish  to  bind  the  future 
with  the  dead  hand  of  the  past. 

These  factors,  togetiier  witii  the  many  staunch  friends  and  comrades  I 
have  lel’t  bcliind  and  ray  fa.mily  so  beautifully  devoted  alJ.  through  the 
drecixy  year’s,  bind  lae  to  -Azaerica  and  aa  by  a thousand  threads  pull  lae  back.

But  the  fact  remains 
that  the  Emma  Goldman  of  old  re- 
pute would  long  since  have  waived 
all  invitations  and  burst  over  the 
‘^’anadian  border — ^whlch  is  not  a 
difficult  feat.  She  would  have  ap- 
peared eventually  In  some  prominent 
place,  flanked  by  lawyers,  mass 
meetings,  habeas  corpus  proceedings 
-and  Invited  all  and  sundry  to 
t.hrow  her  out. 

In  the  fuss  that  followed,  a dozen 
issues  could  be  faced  and  fought: 
all  the  deportation  and  free  speech 
arguments  dragged  out  and  such  a 
fracas  as  the  ’’red  Emma"  of  yes- 
teryear delighted  In  reenacted. 

Inste.ad  there  came  recently  a po- 
lite and  familiar  rap  at  this  particu-

Somehow,  the  graying  hair  be- 
comes symbolic  of  ashes;  the  old 
flres  were  allowed  to  burn  low. 
There  has  even  been  compromise 
to  comfort.  Hence  her  recent  mar-  l 
rlage!  I have  no  doubt  that  Emma 
Goldman  believes  as  sincerely  os 
ever  all  her  preachments  against 
marriage,  but  she  admits  the  cus- 
tom protects  one  from  interference 
and  from  peeping  toms.  And  so 
she  married! 

The  cold  fact  is  that  Emma  Gold- 
man has  become  old-fashioned. 

Don’t  laugh!  The  things  that 
seemed  revolutionary  when  she 
preached  them  a score  of  years  ago 
are  commonplace  today. 

She  says  she  still  is  an  anarchist, 
.Anarchism  is  out  of  style.  There  was 
a definite  anarchistic  group  in 
America  about  the  time  of  the  Hay- 
market  riots  .in  Chicago.  Today  the 
movement  Ismail  but  defunct.  It 
flourishes  slightly  in  South  Amer-

Rochester,  N.  Y.,  for  she  Is  basical- 
ly, a tender,  motherly  and  affection- 
ate person. 

But  one  felt  she  wanted,  too.  to 
find  out  what  Is  going  on;  wanted  to 
catch  up  to  the  times. 


"I  was  a pioneer  In  the  nation's 
culture  and  I would  like  to  see  how 
the  seeds  have  grown,'  she  admit- 
ted. "The  European  countries  are 
so  stagnant;  the  United  States  rep- 
resents youth.  There  are  many  things 
to  find  fault  with— but  I aizv*  most 
interested  in  youth.  It  haa  kept 
me  young.  Youth  !s  cruel  and 
thoughtless— which  accounts  for  so 
many  things  in  America.  But  youth 
is,  also,  malleable  and  there  1 
hope  for  It," 

Three  years  of  revolution  In  Rus- 
sia and  several  more  of  ineffectual 
wanderings  have  brought  her.  ft 
would  seem,  to  the  question  of  so 
many  liberals:  What  can  one  expect 
of  governments  when  the  people  ar 
so  slow  and  Ineffectual? 

"They  need  not  worry,"  said 
Goldman.  "I  want  to  get  back  but 
I will  not  compromise.  I will 
promise  nothin^.-  If -they  ask  me  to 
be  a 'good  girl'  I shall  have  to  say, 
I cannot  promise.  If  they  ask  ma^ 
whether  or  not  I shall  keep  silenti 
on  injustices  I see,  I shall  have  toi 
say  I cannot  do  that. 

"What  amuses  me  Is  that  so  many 
of  the  things  that  eeemed  terrible 
not  so  many  years  ago  are  now  ac- 
cepted. Of  course,  that  is  the  pen- 
alty of  being  a pioneer  and  prophet. 
What  I should  be  damned  for  to- 
day will  be  accepted  ten  years  hence 
— and  so  It  goes,  I might  have 
sneaked  in  many  times,  but  I won’t. 
I will  not  use  deceptive  methods. 
It  must  be  open  and  above  board. 

"Oh,  I know,  the  average  good 
citizen  pictures  me  carrying  a bomb 
in  each  hand.  Will  you  please  tell 
them  I'm  as  afraid  of  bombs  as  they 
—that  I never  threw  one  and  never 
will?  ’ 

"Yes,  I married.  What  about  It? 
It  doesn't  mean  that  I have  changed 
my  views.  Since  the  State  pokes 
its  nose  Into  private  lives  it  becomes 
more  comfortable  to  make  the  ges-  ^ 
ture  than  not.  The  ceremony  can 
never  make  any  difference  In  two 
lives."

relaUons  between  the  sexes.  To- 
day. no  Intelligent  feminist  would 
Indulge  In  such  silly  talk.  They 
have  learned  first,  that  agelong 
abuses  cannot  be  done  away  with 
by  the  easting  of  a vote. 

And  what  is  more  Important, 
they  have  learned  that  woman's 
eoonomlc  and  social  emancipation 
is  closely  bound  with  the  general 
struggle  for  human  emancipaUon 
— that  complete  Independence 
for  man  as  well  as  woman  will 
come  only  with  the  entire  change 
of  our  present  social  structure  and 
a proper  economic  revaluation  of 
Individual  and  collective  worth. 

Nevertheless,  the  herolo  strug- 
gle made  by  women  for  so  many 
years  in  America  and  Europe  has 
certainly  not  been  in  vain.  If  she 
< is  denied  equal  renumeration  for 
the  work  she  is  doing  she  has  been 
able  nevertheleaa  to  prove  that  she 
can  make  good.  There  i^  no  pro- 
fession or  trade,  not  even  swim- 
ming across  the  English  Channel, 
which  is  alien  to  woman. 

Finer  !>exterity. 

Thus  I learned  while  in  Germany 
that  women  in  the  metal  Industry 
during  the  war  showed  finer  dexter- 
durtng  the  war  showed  firm  dex- 
terity In  the  making  of  delicate  in- 
struments than  men.  That  women 
during  the  w'olrd  cataclysm  not  only 
could  but  did  perform  the  most  dif- 
ficult tasks  w'hlle  the  men  were 
bleeding  on  the  battlefield  need 
hardly  be  emphasised  at  this  late 
date. 

Yes,  women  have  made  good.  No 
longer  will  anyone  dare  to  insist 
that  her  only  place  is  in  the  home 
to  waste  her  substance  as  domestic 
drudge  or  sex  commodity.  She  has 
broken  through  her  gilded  cage  and 
la  now  out  in  the  world  to  take  her 
chare  of  responsibility  as  well  as  to 
demand  her  right  to  its  achieve- 
ments. 

Advanced  American  women  have 
done  that  long  before  the  war,  but 
It  is  only  aince  then  that  the  women 
abroad  are  coming  into  their  own. 
There  are  very  few  "Oretchena.*’ 
clinging,  yielding,  obedient  and 
submissive,  in  Germany  today.  Nor 
are  W'omen  in  England  learning  of 
life  and  social  conditions  by  means 
of  secrecy  and  subterfuge.  Openly 
and  frankly  do  they  declare  their 
right  to  whatever  knowledge  and 
experience  there  Is  in  the  world. 

And  even  in  France,  women,  be- 
sides the  right  of  love,  in  which 
they  have  claimed  mastery,  are  be- 
ginning to  appreciate  that  life  is 
more  than  idle  flirtations,  that 
there  are  grave  social  problems 
which  demand  tbe  attention  of 
women  as  well  as  men.  In  other 
words  women  the  world  over  have 
become  keenly  alive  to  the  need  of 
playing  the  part  in  the  world's 
•truggle

It  has  social  Ideas  In 
common,  literature,  the  drama, 
painting,  music.  All  speak  a com- 
mon language'and  sing  the  same 
inspiring  songs.  The  foremost 
dramatist  In  the  English  language 
Is  the  young  American.  KuRine 
O'Neill.  With  him  are  scores  of 
young  men  and  w'omen,  who  do 
vital  and  telling  work  in  the  coun- 
try* They  have  Imagination,  fire, 
daring.  And  the  same  holds  good 
of  the  young  generation  In  the  rest 
of  the  world.  Even  in  China,  the 
youth  is  helpl.og  to  uproot  f^a 
paralyzing  traditions  and  custonui 
in  the  land. 

Prlvolity  Fortunate. 

*’But,“  say  the  wiseacres,  “youth 
is  reckless,  frlrolous,  without  sta- 
bility.

become  a factor  for  progress  and 
innovation?  Only  those  grown  gray 
and  stale  would  attempt  to  dampen 
the  ardor  of  youth— censure  and 
suppress  all  that  makes  for  breadth 
of  vision,  gaiety  of  spirit,  keen  de- 
light tn  the  danger  of  life,  and  Ip 


the  Intense  struggle  for  greater 
freedom  and  beauty. 

The  young  generation  will  have 
no  interference.  It  Is  not  only 
“knocking  at  the  door,"  It  Is  break- 
ing It  with  the  flourish,  the  crfuih 
and  the  bang  of  jazz  which  by  the 
way  Is  itself  the  symbol  of  youthful 
folly  and  abandon. 

Those  of  us  who  have  retained  a 
youthful  spirit  will  rejoice  in  the 
regeneration  of  youth  In  the  world , 
and  will  bid  It  hall  and  godspeed.'

Emma  Goldman  Speaks  Again !

FUKSH  from  a aumnior  spent  upon 
literary  work  in  Southern 
France,  Emma  Goldman  has  ar* 
riveii  in  Canada  for  a brief  lecture  tour 
of  tiu'  Kastern  Provinces. 

lliT  first  public  appearance  since  her 
ruthless  deportation  from  the  United 
States  in  1921,  occurred  on  Sunday, 
Octobt‘r  31st,  in  His  Majesty’s  Thea- 
tn',  Montreal. 

She  spoke  to  an  extremely  attentive 
audiencf^  numbering  between  700  and 
800  people,  on  “The  Recent  Crises  in 
Russia.”  Prior  to  her  address  rumors 
8ew*  thick  and  fast  that  the  Communists 
would  make  it  interesting  for  her. 

Evidently,  the  local  defenders  of  the 
piH'scnt  reign  of  Russian  terror  tliought 
better  of  their  plans  at  a late  moment 
and  instead  of  employing  their  usual 
tactics  of  rowdyism,  they  organized  an 
opposition  meeting  for  the  ostensible 
purpose  of  eulogizing  Eugene  V.  Debs, 
than  whom  Emma  Goldman  had  no 
stauncher  friend. 

Emma  Goldman,  despite  her  fifty- 
seven  years,  forty-one  of  which  have 
iK'cn  spent  at  the  very  forefront  of  the 
Proletarian  cause,  spoke  with  all  her 
inimitable  force  and  ardor.  Verily  does 
Emma  Goldman  deserve  the  mantle  of 
a imxlern  Lysistrata,  for  she  ha.s  faced 
Kitnations  ami  conquered  obstacles  well 
calculated  to  break  the  spirit  of  any 
revolutionary  protagonist. 

She  gave  the  lie  to  those  groundless 
stories  which  have,  from  time  to  time, 
been  circulated  to  discredit  her  among 
friijid  and  foe  alike.  Emma  Goldman 
has  not  changed  in  any  mann<*r  except 
that  she  has  learned  the  lesson  that  the 
iin)>re|Mtn‘ilneHH  of  the  workers  spells 
disaster  to  u valiant  cause.  She  has 
not  repudiated  one  iota  of  her  revolu- 
tionary fire  and  zeal. 

In  the  o|;>ening  remarks  of  her  Mon- 
treal addre»«,  she  said:  “I  owe  to  the 
advanced  Miction  of.  Montreal  an  ex* 
planalHtn  of  my  critical  attitude 
towards  the  present  regime  in  Russia,

During  the  course  uf  her  subsequent 
•tatameata,  ahe  quoted  freely  from  tlu.' 
/trgrrfia  and  Provda»  as  well  a^fmu 
other  ofBcial  Soviet  papers  (o  prove 
her  contentions  that  under  the  present 
regime  the  Russian  workers  suffer 
atrociously.  Bhe  showed  that  count- 
less thousands  of  children  roam  from 
town  to  town,  little  better  off  than  tlu- 
beasts  one  meets  u}>on  the  Hiberiaii 
Rteppes;  children  reeking  with  prevent- 
able disease  and  steeped  in  every  man- 
tier  of  crime. 

Women  are  forced  to  work  niglits  in 
some  industries  under  conditions  which 
the  men  will  not  and  cannot  be  made 
to  endure.  In  the  mines,  chemical  and 
chlorine  works,  sanitary  conditions 
simply  do  not  exist,  and  in  the  mines 
particularly,  fifty  per  cent  of  the  work- 
ers have  the  hookworm,  and  fai'tory 
accidents  are  daily  on  the  inert'ase. 

“Soviet  Russia,”  slie  declared,  “is 
ryled  by  the  Tcheka  . . . the  most 
sinister  organization  the  world  has  ever 
seen.”  Instead  of  one  T/.ar,  the 
Tcheka,  now  known  as  the  G.  P.  I'., 
represents  a myriad  of  tyrants  who 
spread  terror  throughout  the  width  and 
breadth  of  the  land,  not  even  confining 
their  activities  to  Russia,  but  also  ex- 
tending them  to  other  countries  as  well. 

Under  the  formidable  dictatorship  of 
the  BoUheviki  minority,  all  semblance 
of  democracy  has  been  destroye<l.  The 
Dictatorship  is  not  even  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Communist  Party.  The 
destiny  of  Russia’s  millions  lies  now  in 
the  hands  of  Stalin — for  how  long, 
only  the  future  and  the  will  of  Rus.'iia 
can  decide. 

It  is  a sad  but  true  situation  that 
though  the  Communist  Party  membt'rs 
actually  believe  the  Dictator.ship  to  be 
a child  of  their  owrn  creation,  it  is  in 
reality  but  a legacy  of  the  late  Com- 
rade Lenin.  On  one  hand  they  uphold 
the  Dictatorship  and  on  the  other  they 
cry  out  for  “Party  Democracy,  the 
participation  of  the  worker.'^  in  the  in- 
dustrialization of  the  country.”  Trot- 
sky stood  out,  virtually  alone  in  1923 
fpr  this  very  issue,  but  the  membership 
was  too  stupid;  is  still  too  stufiid  to 
see  with  the  vision  of  this  cleverest  of 
all  Russian  leaders.  They  were  even 
too  steeped  in  party  mesmerism  to  sup- 
port Kallontai  and  Schlotnikoff  in 
1921  when  they  also  demanded  a share 
in  the  management  of  industry  with 
the  result  that  some  of  the  leaders  in 
that  party  revolt  were  escorted  to 
Siberia,  many  were  exiled  without  trial 
and  still  others  were  executed. 

Even  current  events,  such  as  the 
elimination  of  Trotsky,  Zinoviev  and 
Kamanev  byo^talin,  are  not  likely  to 
awaken  these  deluded  dupes  of  a party 


syotrm  into  the  conariousneoa  that  they 
have  U-en  betrayed  by  cruel,  designing 
murderers  in  the  name  uf  C^ommunism. 

Such,  however,  is  the  naivete  of  the 
uuthinking  zealot  * 

Out  of  tlie  whole  Russian  debacle, 
only  the  peasants  have  gained  a singU 
thing.  They  have  the  land  and  they 
had  it  tK-fon*  the  BoUheviki  came  into 
power - aUu  they  wtll  stiU  have  it  Wlien 
the  BoUheviki  arv  but  a sad  and  bloo<i\ 
memory,  l^^nin,  in  all  hit  greatness, 
was  not  great  enough  Xq.  tahe-tRe-iaOd 
from  the  peasantry,  nor  even  force 
them  to  ft'ed  the  industrial  population. 
He  tried  hard  enough,  but  was  eventu- 
ally made  to  concede  them  what  they 
already  had.  It  was  this  unyielding 
rv‘solutiun  that  finally  forced  I.A’nin  to 
introduce  his  New  Economic  Poliev, 

s 

and  is  still  wringing  other  concessions 
from  Stalin  and  his  minions.  It  is  in 
cTcnd  to'the  (>easaDtt  that  Russia  owes 
its  very  life  and  because  of  them  no 
Dictatorship  can  long  endure,  despite 
the  ruthUssness  of  the  Cotiununists  and 
their  despicable  Tcheka  cutUiroats.

The  overthrow  of  one  reign 
ing  power  that  another  may  rise  in  it^ 
stead,  brings  its  own  reward  in  tin 
tragedy  of  countless  lives  uselessly  sac- 
rificed upon  the  altar  of  greed. 

The  Russian  crises  vindicates  the 
position  of  the  Anarchists  who  decry 
all  Government  as  a child  of  violence 
and  centralization  as  a weapon  where- 
with to  club  the  opposition  into  sub- 


mission.

The  lies  which  have  b en  spread  about 
her  have  not  embittered  her  soul — she 
only  pities  those  JuJas  friends  who 
have  more  regard  for  Uieir  own  especial 
prejudices  than  thev  have  for  the 
truths  about.  Russia,  for  she  is  an 
Anarchist  woman  and  she  dares  to 
stand  alone!

! the  audience  who  profoundly  dls- 
I agreed  with  the  earlier  revolu- 
I tionary  methods  of  the  speaker,  but 
none  could  gainsay  the  courage  and 
earnestness  of  her  appeal  as  an  ad- 
vocate of  social:  reform.  Although 
hampered  by  a slight  foreign  ac- 
cent, Miss  Goldman  possesses  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  English  and 
can  send  her  arguments  home  to 
the  hearts  of  her  hearers. 

The  works  of  Henrik  Ibsen 
were  directed  against  the  social 
evils  of  the  age  in  which  he  lived, 
and  although  the  lessons  which 
ho  taught  are  now  almost  univers- 
ally accepted  as  a matter  of  course, 
he  was  a pioneer  in  his  field  and  as 
such  suffered  the  Inevitable  ostra- 
cism. _ 

The  lecturer  dealt  chiefly  with 
three  of  the  author’s  greater  plays. 
"Ghosts,”  "An  Enemy  of‘  Society 
and  "The  Doll’s  House."  In  the 
former  shei»  pointed  out  how  Ibsen 
exposed  the  evils  of  a bad  marriage, 
in  the  second  she  drew  the  attention 
of  the  audience  to  the  mercenary 
greed  of  society,  while  in  the  third 
she  stressed  the  emancipation  of

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Less  than  a hundred  years  a£0  Londoners,  both  men  and  women,  never 
even  ventured  through  the  city  park  save  in  groups , and  at  nightfiall 
they  moved  under  govennment  guards^  But  things  are  so  different 
even  to-day  that  much  of  the  current  feminine  feeling  for  masculine 
protection  is  born  of  convention  and  etiquette  rather  than  of  per- 
sonal instinct.  And  as  civilization  refines  and  as  the  women  come 
universally  into  their  careets  and  education  and  consequent  self- 
dependence  and  Self-respect,  all  the  subserviencies  and  menialities 
of  t,heir  position  will  vanish.  And  everything  that  is  now  done  bt 
servant,  maleor  female,  will  then  be  achieved  by  machinery  or  by 
experts  of  rank||j  The  nurse  and  the  cook  will  have  the  same  social 
standing  as  the  teacher  and  the  physician.

nations  are  oldj  senile  decay  is  at  hand.  In  them  oreatiTS  erolntion  has 
ceased  to  function.  And  they,  in  their  wain  yearnings  for  iimnortality.  forget  ,

how  they  learned  to  hehare  like  human  beings  and  how  life  itself  in  human 
beings  renews  its  youth  and  speeds  up  the  race  for  freedom." 

In  other  words  modern  science  as  wellas  modern  thou£^ , in  art, 
literature  and  drama,  now  advances  adiat  anarOhists  have  always  held  and  for 
which  they  were  condemned  and  repudiated;  namely  that  It  is  the  unit  out  of  «hic] 
society  gains  its  life,  end  that  the  life  of  the  aggregate  wlU  be  healthy  and  - 
free  in  proportion  as  every  unit  coofisislng  it  will  be  free  economically, 

yelltieiBlly,  socially  and  aesthetically* 

"In  it*  critique  of  the  present  system  of  eq^itallst  exploitation  - 

of  excessive  wealth  side  by  side  with  excessive  poverty,  Anarohlsm  is  at  one  wltl 
all  Socialist  schools.  Only  most  of  the  Socialists,  having  reached  the  neention 
of  capitalism  and  of  our  economic  and  social  organixaticn  based  upon  the  exploit^ 

ation  of  labor,  go  no  further.  They  do  not  oppose  what  in  our  opinion  con- 
stitutes the  chief  bulwark  of  capital,  namely,  government  and  its  chief  supports 
centralisation,  lawa  and  courts  of  Justloe  established  mainly  for  the  defoiu>e  of 
authority  and  capitalism". 

So  long  as  the  controversy  between  the  oarious  socialist  schools  and  t 
Anarchists  reading  the  funetlon  of  the  State  and  the  evils  of  governments  was 
merely  theoretical  it  was  difficult  to  get  people  to  realise  the  logic  of  the 
Anarchist  position. 

As  Kropotkin  so  truly  pointed  out  in  "Conquest  of  Bread". 

"Ve  have  all  been  brought  up  from  our  childhood  to  regard  the  State  a 
a sort  of  Providence;  all  our  education,  the  Roman  history  we  learned  at  school, 

the  Bysantine  code  which  we  studied  later  nn,i 

the  hame  of 
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Bot  flooUlirt  in  a maaber  of  conntrioa  ana  aspeoiai-xy  xn  iw.  x*, 

stand  as  a living  nxmxi^lB  of  ths  truth  of  Anarchist  opposition  to  the  Stats. 

In  Russia  the  State  is  as  supreme  as  it  is  in  Anerloa.  In  fact  more  so  be- 
oause  it  has  usurped  , added  to  Its  political  power,  the  ooii9>lete  economic 
Mnopoly  of  the  vast  country,  which  means  the  ooiqslete  power  over  life  and 
death.  Of  course  the  Russian  State  has  clothed  Itself  in  a fancy  mantle,  the 
**l)lotatorshlp  of  the  Proletariat**.  Karnes  often  do  have  hypnotic  power  over 
the  unthinking.  But  those  of  us  vho  know  the  real  nature  of  the  Russian  State, 
•r#  BK>re  coarlnoed  ever  that  vhether  governaent  is  capitalistic  or 
socialistic,  it*s  ala  is  always  the  same  - to  coerce,  snpress,  enslave, 

'j 

fbere  is  one  difference  between  the  Bnssian  and  other  governments,  thoneh  it 
be  a difference  with  little  distinction.  In  Russia  not  only  non-oonmuLists 
are  gagged.  That  was  Ihe  case  in  ttie  past#  The  exclusion  from  the  Party  of 
Trotsky  and  his  oosorades  and  the  iaqpriaonnient  of  members  of  the  rank  and  file,, 
are  proof  positive  that  the  Anarchists  are  right  when  we  insist  that  any 
economic  or  political  change  which  merely  drives  out  one  set  of  tyrants  and 

dictators  to  rsplaoe  them  by  another,  set  is  no  change  at  all. 

Sven  if  the  Russian  people  had  really  all  the  glories  sreported  by  so 

I would  ft, 


many  travelling  salesman  of  the  Russian  political  business  concern, 
still  insist  that  the  people  are  enslaved  because  they  mst  eat  out  of  the 
hands  of  their  masters  and  mast  do  their  bidding.  How  prophetic  mas  Kropotkin

V / *he  State  is  ^ite  different  from  the  enq;>hasis  that  sonle  be  placed 
n^n*n  by  the  interest  of  Society | for  the  interest  of  the  State  is  nnmer- 
ioal,  while  the  interest  of  Society  is  qualitatire.  The  State  requires  as 
Dvny  subjects  as  possible,  both  as  labour-motors  and  as  fightsrsa  The  interest  . 
of  iiooiety,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the  interest  of  ciTlllsation;  if  a connunlty 
is  to  be  wjwlesorae  snd  inteHigent,  it  is  necessary  .not  that  the  individuals

Where  you  have  a handful  of  people  forming  a community, 
there  you  have  Society,  and  if  the  Individuals  are  enlightened  and  humane  it

loanin'  a real  politic  haa  proven  that  the  method  waa  a wild  Utopia  and 

had  to  be  abandoned  in  the  end. 

The  really  practical  oourae  of  action,  in  our  wiew,  would  be  that 
the  people  ahould  take  innediate  poaaeaaion  of  all  the  food  of  the  Inaurgmat 
oonaunea,  keeping  atriot  account  of  Itall,  that  none  might  be  waated,  and  that 
by  the  aid  of  theae  accumulated  reaonroea  every  one  might  be  able  to  tide  over 
the  orlela.  During  that  time  an  agreement  would  have  to  be  madev  with  the 
factory  workera,  the  neoeaeary  raw  material  given  them,  and  the  meane  of  aub- 
aiatenoe  aaaured  to  them,  while  they  worked  to  aupply  the  needa  of  the  agric- 
ultural population. 

We  muat  offer  to  the  peaaant  in  exchange  for  hie  toil  not  worthleaa 

paper-money,  but  the  manufactured  art  idea  of  which  ho  atanda  in  innediate 
need.

minutes  from  London#  It  was  a wonderful  trip  In  the  clear, cold  nighty

“Freedom's"  Fortieth  Anniversary. 

Freedom  certainly  lias  a wmulrrful  history  hcliinft  it — a 
history  of  storm  and  stress,  strife  ami  struggle.  However,  it 
held  its  banner  of  light  and  lilierly  aloft  steadily  and 
tenaciously.  Nfany  a time  it  looked  ns  if  lack  of  funds  was 
about  to  force  it  to  go  under  fur  good.  Hut  again  ami  again 
it  manifested  its  strength,  showing  that  the  iieroic  stiihliornnesH 
of  our  English  comrades  was  not  to  N*  downed.  In  its  terrific 
struggle  for  existence  it  somehow  managed  to  survive,  in  spite 
of  all  difficulties  and  im|iediments. 

] have  been  following  its  course  for  the  last  thirty^fivc 
years.  Whenever  a cofiy  arrived  it  always  acted  u}K>n  me  like 
a ray  of  sunshine  in  a gloomy,  <lark  world. 

In  looo  1 had  the  extreme  pleasure,  as  a delegate  frrrm 
the  U..S.A.  to  the  Anarchist  (‘ruigress  in  Haris,  to  meet  one 
of  Freedom’s  editors,  Alfred  Marsh.  Peter  Kro|»otkin  was 
also  exfiected.  but  the  French  Goieminent  sitw  to  it  that  lie 
should  not  get  a chance  to  deseiratc  the  sacred  soil  of  France 
by  his  unholy  presence. 

That  Congress,  by  the  way,  reminded  me  a great  deal  of 
Nihilist  gatherings  in  the  Dark  Russia  of  my  younger  days. 
It  seemed  to  me  extremely  ridiculous  for  the  |Mmerfiil  French 
Government  to  go  to  all  this  trouble  because  of  a handful  of 
Anarchists.  I rememlier  when  (\»nirade  t'lersky  and  tiiyself 
were  about  to  enter  the  narrow  street  where  our  sessions  were 
to  be  held,  wc  found  a scpiadroti  of  police  in  full  siege.  A 
number  of  Anarchists  who  tried  to  gel  into  the  hall  were 
arrested.  Fortunately,  Txersky  and  1 turned  abruptly  amund 
the  minute  wc  saw  the  gendarmes.  Tl>c  sessions  wore  held, 
however,  in  a private  house  of  a famous  Paris  physician,  the 
last  session  being  held  in  the  wcmkIs  <»n  the  outskirts  of  Pans. 

In  1878,  Germany  made  a law  against  the  .Social- 
Democrats  which  lasterl  iweKe  years.  Since  then  the  various 
countries  are  considering  the  Soc ial-Denux rats  )>crfcctly 
all  right.  Now  it  is  the  ( f>nminnists  and  thc'AnarchisIs  who 
are  a menace  to  society,  and  must  l>e  placed  outside  the  law, 
the  same  as  heretics,  blasphemers,  and  religious  noncon- 
formists who  were  jailed  or  burnt  at  the  stake  a couple  of 
centuries  back.  Society,  it  seems,  must  always  have  its  sca|ie- 
goat.  We  happen  to  he  the  scafi^oat  !o-day. 

It  is  really  surprising  that  FREEDOM  manngcfl  to  keep 
afloat  somehow,  in  spite  of  all  the  obstacles,  privations  and 

Cersecutions.  The  Anglo-Saxon  countries  afford  extremely 
arren  soil  for  our  ideas.  The  ullra-ccmservalive,  slow- 
thinking,  unemotional  John  Hull  is  tlic  incarnation  of  stand- 
pattism  and  stolidity. 

I asked  of  a British  comrade  some  years  ago,  “Why  is 
it  that  we  see  so  few  articles  in  Freedom  signed  "?  He  said : 
“ Because  there  are  too  many  foreign  contributors,  and  ihc 
Englishman  is  extremely  prejudiced  against  everything 
foreign." 

FREEDOM  had  the  good  fortune  of  having  as  collaborators 
almost  all  of  our  devoted  and  learned  Anarchists  of  the  past 
two  generations,  such  men  as  Peter  Krojiotkin,  Elisee  Reclus, 
W.  Tcherkesoff,  Max  Xetllau,  Enrico  Malatesta,  Nieuwenhtiis, 


Cornelissen,  John  Turner,  William 
and  a host  of  others. 


Morris,  Louise  Michel, 


Among  its  other  contributors,  I remember  Comrades 
Marsh,  Harry  Kelly,  Frank  Kitz,  Owen,  and  Keell,  the  lut 
two  still  at  the  helm,  holding  on  as  if  for  dear  life  through 


all  these  years  of  black  reaction  and  fiersecution. 
at  the  helm  of  FREEDOM  and  Ihe  Anarcliist  movement  in 


Were  it  not  for  the  few  sclf-sacrihcing  pioneers  who  stood 


England  in  general,  there  would  have  been  by  this  time  no 
sign  of  Anarchist  life  there.  FREEDOM’S  attitude  toward  the 
War  and  the  Russian  Revolution  was  certainly  a most  logical 
and  courageous  one.  The  martyrdom  in  the  prisons  and  con- 
centration camps  of  comrades  Rudolf  and  Milly  Rocker.  S. 
Linder,  Alex.  .Shapiro,  KccII,  and  a great  number  of  others 
during  the  War,  has  only  served  to  strengthen  our  convictions 
that  government  is  a curse  under  all  circumstances  and  con- 
ditions. 

They  tell  us  Anarchy  spells  chaos.  The  last  War  insti- 
tuted by  the  Governments  and  law-abiding  citizens  was  the 
result  of  perfect  order,  was  it  not  ? If  anything,  this  terrible 
catastroj>he  should  be  pror>f  to  all  intelligent  minds  that  it  is 
government  and  not  the  absence  of  government  that  is  really 
the  cause  of  disorder,  bloodshed,  and  chaos. 

Instead,  we  sec  our  ideals  scorned  and  laughed  at  on  all 

*11  ■ *''**’»  Pariahs  of  modern  times 

all  over  the  world;  the  dreamers,  visionaries,  and  Utopians, 
at  l^t;  but  often  thought  of  as  the  villains  in  the  drama  of 
modem  society. 


Our  own  ranks  have  suffered  considerably  even  in  the 
Latin  countries,  where  our  movement  mrior  to  the  War  has 
l»cen  intense  and  wirJes|»read.  Many  of  our  staorKh  comrades 
have  become  apathetic  and  indifferent,  some  even  turning  their 
l>ack  upon  the  cause  that  was  part  and  parcel  of  their  very 
life. 

But  shall  we  despair?  Have  the  Mussolinis.  De  Riveras, 
Poincar^,  and  Zinovieffs  come  to  slay  for  ever  and  anon? 
Shall  hyixxrisy,  militarism.  Big  Business,  and  black  reaction 
continue  ihrir  .Satanic  reign  fir  fttpelUMm}  Is  it  true  what 
we  hear  said  arrmnd  us.  that  there  will  always  he  war  among 
the  nations?  Ilia!  war  is  bom  with  us,  tlie  same  as  grrid, 
cupidity,  srlhslincss,  and  hatred?  Will  things  always  remain 
as  they  are?  Is  it  an  axiom  that  one  can  never  go  against 
Ihe  current.''  Thai  all  notions  of  the  millenium  are  vain? 

I ntiiinkiible ! f annihalism  had  its  day.  So  had  slavery 
that  followed  it.  So  had  feudalism  and  chattel  slavery.  So 
will  wage  slavery  inevitably  come  to  an  end,  together  with  all 
government  and  f*>rre  of  man  over  man. 

May  our  staunch  little  champion  FREEDOM  live  to  see 
the  glorious  day  of  Liberty,  Equality,  and  Happiness  for  all.

Patience  and  Postage  Stamps. 

My  old  friend  Bolton  Hall  used  to  say,  * If  you  want  to 
get  your  articles  a<xopted  in  the  magazines,  you  will  have  to 
inaclise  patience  and  |K>slage  stamps.  I do  not  know  whether 
that  w-ould  have  Im  l|>ed  me  to  a literary  career,  but  it  certainly 
l)cl|Mxl  me  to  come  to  Canada. 

\Vhen  the  first  sugg<-stion  of  our  comrade  Rudolf  Rocker's 
lour  through  ( anarla  was  made,  it  occurred  tome  that  perhaps 
I Pk>  could  try  ( anada.  After  I got  to  England,  and 
especially  after  Rcxrker  had  reached  Canada,  the  idea  of  a 
tour  in  this  pwrt  of  the  world  began  to  take  form,  and 
interc^d  a number  of  comrades  who  assured  me  that  Canada 
may  he  tried.  However,  in  August  the  plan  again  looked 
dubious,  the  means  to  carry  out  the  venture  further  away  than 
then  t^at  I remembered  the  good  advice  of  my 
friend  Felton  Hall.  I began  to  use  many  postage  stamps  and 
inrrea^^  my  p9tw>rw^,  hrtth  />f  w*si,-:h  were  not  easy  to  main- 
tain. In  tile  end  they  brjre  fruit.  A few  devoted  comrades 
came  to  the  TC«<ur.  and  on  October  7 I embarked  at  Cherboure 
for  the  " promised  land.'* 

The  journey  across  the  ocean  might  have  been  most  enjoy- 
able, especially  when  com|>ared  with  another  ocean  trip  the 
one  on  the  infamous  "Buford,*'  but  the  anxiety  of  whether 
I would  he  admitted  into  Canada  helped  to  mar  the  pleasure. 
However,  the  day  of  my  landing  arrived,  October  16.  when 
the  steamer  canic  into  .Montreal  Harbour  and  a few  friends, 
Baron,  Bernstein,  and  I.ena  Shlakman,  came  to  meet  and  greet 
me.  But  no  sooner  did  it  become  known  that  Emma  Goldman 
had  cf>me  to  disturb  tlie  complaccfKy  of  the  law-abiding 
1 *han  the  protectors  of  " law  and  order  ’*  began  to 

clchbcMtc  w'hctlier  or  no  she  should  be  allowed  to  remain.  In 
the  end,  the  ( anadiaii  authoritk*s  showed  more  sense  than  tlie 
AmorK-an.  They  realised  that  every  umx>pular  cause  is 
advanced  more  by  {lersecution  than  by  indifference,  and  I was 
allowed  to  remain. 

Montreal  is  essentially  a French  city;  75  jxr  cent,  of  the 
million  |K>ptilation  are  French,  body  and  soul,  under  the 
( atholic  Church.  I was  Ipld  that  during  the 
\Var  Montreal  and  all  of  the  Quebec  province  were  the  freest 
plates  on  the  American  continent,  wliere  one  could  speak 
against  the  War  all  one  liked,  because  the  French  Canadians 
were  not  interested  in  the  English,  and  as  tl>ey  hate  France 
for  her  Liberalism,  they  were  also  indifferent  to  the  cause  of 
France.  Anyway,  Montreal  is  French  Catholic,  and  as  far 
removed  from  the  cultural  efforts  and  life  of  tlie  English- 
sfwaking  tiail  of  the  city  as  if  tliey  lived  thousands  of  miles 
away  in  fact,  Montreal  is  French  in  language,  tradition, 
and  habits.  One  could  therefore  not  hone  to  draw  from  that 
part  of  tlie  city  for  English  lectures  or  affairs. 

Another  very  imi>ortant  drawback  is  tlwt  tliere  are  no 
Anaicnists  among  the  ('anadians,  and  even  the  few  Jewish 
comrades  arc  unorganised.  The  English  lectures,  of  which 
there  were  only  two,  were  arranged  by  a verv  broad-minded 
and  sjnntcd  .Scolcliman  at  the  head  of  tl»e  Open  Forum,  Mr 
Wm.  Fraser,  This  good  friend  meant  well  enough  and 
worked  hard  to  make  tl»c  first  lecture  in  His  Majesty's  Theatre 
a great  success.  But  he  over-estimated  the  interest  of  the 
English-speaking  section  of  Montreal.  At  any  rate,  the 
Iv*  J^faser  and  his  friends  with  a considerable 
deficit.  Yet  tltc  effort  was  well  worth  while,  for  the  reports 
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FHEKUUM 


of  U»c  lecture  the  next  duty  in  tlir  Montreal  papers  Hcrr 
accurate  and  dignified,  and  a^  they  were  read  by  a hundred 
thousand  |xx>(>le,  we  w^rc  able  to  reach  masses  which  no  hall 
could  possibly  hold. 

Ine  sc^nd  English  lecture  was  hjtidK'a|>)K‘d  by  a down- 
pour. and  just  about  covered  cx|ien<cs.  I liercu|K>n  ilic  Jewish 
comrades  decided  to  corKentrale  on  Jewish  audiencev  Hut 
here,  too,  tlicre  were  a number  of  factors  not  considered  by 
our  comrades  First,  there  wa.>  llie  great  1 hauv  iinstic  fcTliiig 
which  many  Jews  in  Xlonlreal  siifTcr  60111.  I ln'ir  Jewidi  prich- 
was  hurt  because  E.  G.  went  first  to  the  “Goim  ’’ (t  hrislian; 
and  the  '*  Fou*"  Hundred.*’  Ihat  a tliealrc  should  lie  con- 
sidered an  exclusive  place  attended  only  by  the  **  Four 
Hundred,"  or  that  pco|ile  could  lie  hurt  btsaiiscr  any  oim*  wh«» 
has  siient  35  years  on  the  English-s|ie.iking  platform  has  her 
first  let  lure  in  English,  is  so  utterly  alisurd  that  no  one  with 
sense  would  think  of  such  notions  as  iiaxnig  any  effect  on 
people.  But  it  did,  and  it  kept  inaiiy  of  die  Jews  away  frimi 
the  lecturc5L 

I ben  there  are  the  (.'ommunists,  who  did  their  utmost  t<» 
hinder  the  work  of  the  Montreal  comrades.  For  mhik:  in- 
c.xplicable  reav>n  they  failed  to  rai««  ’'rough  house"  at  tlie 
meetings.  Fliose  who  attended  my  lcx1urc*s  wvre  well-bcha\erl, 
and  a few  asked  intelligent  questions.  The  rest  in  their  great 
courage  stay^  away,  and  made  a hfuise-tivhousc  canv.iss  to 
poison  the  minds  of  the  fxrople  with  tlie  most  fantastic  stones 
about  E.  G.  It  is  the  usual  method  to  silence  r>|»|M.>nctits 
adopted  from  time  immemorial —calumny,  lies,  tnisrepr* sc'iita- 
tion.  the  methods  used  by  tlie  Allies  against  tlie  Germans 
and  vice  versa;  the  vile  stones  used  against  the  Halsitexiki 
theinseixcs  when  Uiev  begun  tln'ir  actuities  in  Kuvua.  And 
rK>w  the  followers  of  Mosciiw,  incap.ible  **i  any  new-  thought 
or  original  idea,  use  Uie  same  methods  against  every  one  who 
will  not  swim  in  their  muddy  waters.  iTiat  pcojile  should  lie 
influenced  by  such  sensational  stories  merely  goes  to  prtive 
that  very  few  think  for  themselves. 

But  in  spile  of  all  the  drawbacks,  difficulties  and  opfx>si- 
tion,  the  few  comrades  in  Montreal  succeeded  in  holding  seven 
Jewish  lectures  within  three  week.-*;  and  if  the  audiences  wire 

gfcat  in  quantity,  they  made  up  by  their  quality,  sincerity, 
and  earnestness.  This  was  proven  best  by  llic  response  we 
had  at  the  social  evening  arranged  for  me  for  Sunday, 
November  21,  wliere  I spoke  on  the  mndilions  of  tlie  Pi>iitira) 
Prisoners  in  Russia.  Only  forty  people  attended  tlie  simple 
banquet,  yet  $307  were  collected  for  the  unfortunate  victims 
in  Russian  prisons  and  exile,  an  extraordinary  thing  w!>en 
one  bears  in  mind  the  intense  work  done  by  ' the  .Nl^trcal 
Communists  to  blacken  every  Russian  Political  in  the  cvcn  of 
the  Jews  in  Montreal.  Out  of  ihc  banquet  grew  an  organisa- 
tion in  aid  of  the  Political  Prisoners  in  Russia,  a group  **f 
men  and  women  who  from  now  on  will  do  systematic  work  t*« 
help  the  cruel  lot  of  the  thousands  and  thousands  in  ^vk*! 
prisons  for  opinion’s  sake. 

Bearing  in  min<l  all  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  t)>e  Mon- 
treal comrades,  their  fir>c  efforts  for  llic  success  ot  my  lednres 
deserve  no  end  of  credit.  C^imrarU's  Baron,  Bernstein,  /.aider, 
.Shlakman,  and  a few  others  spared  no  lime  or  nKui<y  to  maki* 
my  visit  pleasant  and  the  meetings  worth  while.  For  this  ami 
otner  reasons  it  was  hard  to  leave  the  comrad<s,  but  we  ha\e 
made  a beginning  which  will  pave  tlie  way  for  my  .etiirii 
before  I sad  for  r.iir<ipc.  I said  gocxl-hyc  on  November  .Vi. 
and  went  further  on  my  quest,  to  IVironto.  Here  1 intend  to 
remain  until  the  end  of  the  year,  to  lerliire,  visit  with  our 
comrades,  and  greet  those  of  my  American  friends  who  will 
nave  the  lime  and  tlie  means  to  come  to  me,  since  it  is  reason- 
ably certain  that  I will  not  be  able  to  come  to  them. 

Before  closing,  I do  not  wish  to  forget  the  IxMutifid  Thbs 
Memorial  ^feeting  which  was  arranged  by  tJic  S^xialisls  ^>f 
.Montreal,  and  attended  by  a large  and  earnest  aiulienre,  whirli 
It  was  my  great  privilege  to  afidress.  Tliis  gathering  was  the 
more  remarkable  because  the  rommnnists  the  Snmlay  prcMous, 
partly  to  interfere  with  our  meeting  m the  riiealre  an<l  partly 
for  their  own  propaganrla  purposes,  us<d  the  dead  Eugene 
Debs,  whom  in  life  they  ridiculed  and  spurned.

At  the  order  of  the  Prosecutor  the 
kcrjuTs  atiaiked  iIm-  |iolitKai  prisoners,  because  the  latter 
refu'a'd  to  fullow  them  U#  the  G.P.U.  They  knew  that  it  was 
itileink-d  to  hide  lliciii  in  the  G.P.U.  dungeons,  so  that  the 
cx|wcle«J  (k-legatioiis  should  not  find  them  in  the  Kharkov 
priMUi.

1 Ik-  ji>#litn-ul>.  finally  finding  themselves  in  the  G.P.U.  prison, 
ikviarrd  a hunger  strike,  in  protest  against  the  official  outrage. 
{'••Ilowing  (Ins.  the  Labour  Youth  Delegation  of  Holland 
»i>ind  the  Kh.irkox  prison,  and  wlien  they  inquired  whether 
llicre  were  any  militicals  there,  the  Prison  Governor  replied 
emphalu  ally  : " Tlierc  arc  no  political  prisoners  hcTc." 

.Similar  " information  " also  received  the  American  stucient 
delectation,  wlien  they  \ isited  the  Kharkov  prison,  some  time 
Ix’forc  the  Holland  ilcicgalcs.  Again,  when  the  German  work- 
ing women  lielcgution  visited  the  prison,  on  September  14,  the 
|x#Iittcals  were  taken  into  il>e  prison  yard  for  a walk,  so  that 
the  delegates  could  not  see  them.  When,  however,  the 
prisrtiM-rs  learned  of  tlic  presence  of  the  delegation,  they 
iKiiiaiidcd  an  interview  with  Uic  latter.  1 he  prison  authorities 
assured  them  that  it  was  not  a foreign  delegation  that  was 
MsKiiig  the  prw)n.  “ It  is  merely  an  excursiem  of  Communist 
woim*ii  from  the  German  colonies  of  the  U.S.S.R.,"  the 
Goxernor  asserterj.  He  pn^miscd  to  bring  the  visitors  to  the 
iKditical  wing  of  U»c  prison,  but  of  course  he  did  not  keep 
Ins  promise.  As  we  later  learned  from  Ihc  papers,  the  delega- 
tion w,T.>»  really  that  of  the  Lal>our  Unions  of  Germany. 

I Ik*sc  arc  Uic  means  u.scd  by  the  authorities  to  " inform  *’ 
visiting  delegates  about  ctmditions  in  Russia!  And  that  in 
spite  of  llic  solemn  nromise  given  us  by  Chief  Prosecutor 
Krajrit  that  he  wouhl  |)criint  xisitiiig  l.af;  *ur  delegations  to 
M.V  the  iMiIiticaU,  even  in  their  cells.  Bui  of  course  Krajni, 
as  wr*ll  iis  the  pnsim  authorities,  know  x'ery  well  that  if  the 
rlck  gatcs  were  |ierinittcd  to  see  us  they  would  easily  convince 
tlioiiwlxcs  tliat  rcxolutionarx  5kicia1ists  are  kept  in  prison, 
that  they  are  cloomcd  by  adiinnistratix'e  process  (without  trial) 
to  long  years  of  imprisonment  and  exile  in  out-of-the-way 
plates,  that  Ihc  Iclicka  tries  to  compel  them  to  sign  statements 
lor  the  press  announcing  tlieir  resignation  from  the  parties  of 
<i(>(x»siti<m,  ami  that  the  (x>liticals  arc  persecuted  for  refusing 
tocximply  w ith  such  demands. 

\\c  protot  most  emphatically  against  this  vile  deceit 
practiscil  u|H»n  tlic  delegates  from  foreign  countries!  We 
ilenoiimc  the  arbitrary  and  brutal  treatment  of  the  political 
prisoners  I 

\Vc  consulcr  it  our  social  and  political  duty  to  rail  to 
this  the  attention  of  the  Presidium  of  Uic  All-Ukrainian  Central 
l•.xnullxc  of  the  .Soviets.

H definite  plin  which  mtereated  a quid- 
bt  r of  cororadea  and  which  gave  me  the 
akaurance  that  Canada  may  be  trwd. 

However,  jn  Auguft  the  plan  again 
louked  dubiuub,  the  meant  to  cafry  out 
the  venture  were  further  avay  than 
ever.  It  waa  then  that  1 refnecibfrv*d 
the  good  advice  of  my  friend  Bolton 
Hall.  I began  to  Ube  uiany  pottage- 
btariipk  and  jiicreated  my  patience,  both 
of  which  were  not  ea»y  to  maintain.  In 
the  end  they  bore  fruit.  A few  devott-d 
i-amradea  came  to  the  rescue  and  on 
(K’tober  7th  I embarked  at  Cherbourg 
for  the  ^pruini»ed*'  land. 

The  jourmy  acroat  the  ocean  might 
have  been  mobt  enjoyable,  eapecially 
when  coinpareti  with  another  ocean  trip, 
the  one  on  the  infamous  “Hufford/*  t>ul 
tlie  anxiety  of  whether  I will  b<*  ad' 
initted  into  ('anada  helpt^l  to  mar  the 
pltaaure.  Still  it  was  a tnnt  once  mure 
to  be  rocked  on  the  waveb  of  new  hojKk 
and  expectationK,  to  bi*  able  to  look 
forward ^to  new  activitieb  and  to  mei't* 
ing  comrades  one  had  not  M.*en  in  no 
many  years.  Besides,  Canada  not  U * 
ing  so  far  away  from  America,  I knew 
some  of  the  comrades  who  had  remained 
true  and  devoted  to  their  ideas  and  to 
me  would,  like  Mohammed,  find  it  easier 
t(»  come  to  the  mountain  since  the 
mountain  could  not  come  to  him.  Any- 
w-ay,  the  day  of  my  landing  arrived 
October  16th,  when  the  steamer  came 
into  Montreal  Harbor  and  a few 
friends — Baron,  Bernstein  and  Lena 
Shalkman — came  to  meet  and  greet  me. 

But  no  sooner  did  it  become  known 
that  E.  G,  has  come  to  disturb  the  com- 
placency of  tlic  law-abiding  Canadians, 
wlu’n  the  protectors  of  law  and  “order” 
in  their  “great  wisdom”  began  to  delib- 
erate whether  or  no  E.  G.  should  be 
allowed  to  rtunain  or  get  herself  hence. 
In  the  end  the  Canadian  authorities 
showed  more  sense  than  the  American, 
They  realized  that  every  unpopular 
cause  is  advanced  more  bv  persecution 
than  by  indifference.  E.  G.  was  allowed 
to  remain. 

Montreal  is  essentially  a French  city, 
75  per  cent  of  the  million  population 
are  French,  body  and  soul  under  the 
dominion  of  the  Catholic  ('hurch.  and 
as  far  rcunovod  from  the  cultural  ef- 
forts and  life  of  the  English  speaking 
part  of  the  city  a.s  if  they  lived  thou- 
sands of  miles  away.  In  fact,  Montreal 
is  French  in  language,  tradition  and 
habits.  One  could  therefore  not  hope 
to  draw  from  that  part  of  the  city  for 
English  lectures  or  affairs.  « 

Another  very  important  drawback  is

It  va«  not  at  all  eur- 
prifting  that  the  political  eycophaots  of 
the  United  State*  altould  pay  homage 
to  this  moat  alluring  Mari^;  it  waa  the 
attitude  of  complarrnce  of  the  general 
public  which  made  the  iprctacle  ao  dib- 
gusting.  It  i*  a paft  of  tlie  political 
incumbent’*  role,  from  the  presnlent 
down,  to  grovel  at  the  feet  of  tyranny 
robed  in  i^atever  garb,  but  for  a peo- 
ple boaating  of  poaaeafeing  a mo<hcura 
of,  liberty,  it  waa  too  much.  And  yet, 
what  more  could  juatiflably  be  expected 
than  that  a people  afraid  of  an  open 
ballot,  whoac  adult  education  in  confined 
to  picture<F*newa  of  murdern,  acandaU 
and  radio  jaxx  than  that  tluv  ahould 
. I kk  i I ioatle  one  another  to  secure  a look  at 

the  progeny  and  be<i-fellow  of  aenility. 
It  ia  to  their  everlasting  bhaiiie  that 
the  intelligenct*  of  organiied  Jewry  in 
.\merica  ahoultl  prove  »o  cowardly  as 
not  to  have  raised  its  voice  in  public 
proteat  against  the  adulation  of  thib 
haughty  publicity  adventuress. 

The  Jew*  have  suffered  most  excru- 
tiatingly  under  Fertlinand’s  misrule  and 
tliey  are  still  paying  the  price  exacted 
of  them  by  the  atrocious  murderers 
Morareacu,  Kourmaiov,  ct  ul:  Where 
were  the  heroic  leaders  of  American 
Judaism  when  thia  dominating  Tiarina 
flaunted  her  infamous  presence  upon 
the  stupid  citixens  of  these  fast  declin- 
ing United  States?  Has  western  ma- 
terialism shorn  the  successful  Jew  of 
all  semblance  of  honor  and  the  ability 
to  stand  erect?  They  give  generously 
of  their  time  and  money  for  the  relief 
of  Whole  populations  suffering  under 
the  brutality  of  the  much  pogromwl 
Balkans,  but  they  neither  deigned  to 
protest  her  public  receptions  nor  raised 
their  voices  in  audible  opposition  to  her 
blatant  presence  in  public  places. 

It  were  well  indeed,  that  Ferdinaml 
sunnuomd  her  back  to  the  bloody  pal- 
ace sustained  by  the  very  lives  of  the 


K.  Belfort  Bax,  who  died  the  other 
day,  waa  an  outstanding  figure  in  the 
great  <lays  of  British  Hocialiiin,  forty 
years  ago.  H*  was  a contemporary 
and  co-worker  of  Hyndman,  Morris, 
and  the  youthful  Bernard  Shaw.  A 
scholarly  »nd  analytical  historian  and 
a formidable  conlroversialiat.  Bax 
aihh^l  several  volumes  of  tasting  value 
to  the  literature  of  revolutionary 
science.  He  had  a most  un-Marxian 
independence  of  inimi  and  was  not 


Socialist  orthodoxy — as,  for  example, 
on  the  subject  of  feiiiiniHiii.  And  he  was 
never  deterre<i  from  saying  what  he 
thought  by  considerations  of  policy. 
Thus  he  optnly  and  savagely  attacketl 
Christianity  and  Christian  ethics,  to 
the  dismay  of  his  more  timid  associates. 

“'nierv  were  giants  in  those  days.” 
Contrasti'd  with  Bax  and  the  other  So- 
cialists of  the  ’eighties,  what  puny 

creatures  the  time-serving  jHihtical 
hacks  appear  who  tcxlay  disgrace  tlu 
nioiM^s  of  “Labor”  and  “Socialism”  in 


Following  not  long  after  the  collapse 
of  the  general  strike,  the  British  coal 
miners  rotiirnwl  to  work,  defeated  and 
demoruVif.wl.  Orpaniiod  labor  in  the 
United  Kingtibm  has  sustained  prob- 
ably the  .wbrst  disaster  of  its  history. 
And  such  a time  is  most  propitious  for 
a revaluation  of  mctho<ls  and  aims. 

Cowardly,  treacherous  and  incompe- 
tent leadership  accounts  in  part  for  the 
great  debacle,  but  only  in  part.  In  the 
masses  of  workers  themselves  lay  the 
fundamental  lack— that  WILL  TO 
FREEDOM,  without  wliich  the  most 
elaborately  conceived  and  powerfully 
supported  schemes  of  social  regenera- 
tion are  foredoomeil. 

The  fact  that  any  considerable  pro- 
orking  class  can  arrest

demonstratetl  by  general  strikes  in 
every  industrial  country,  including  tlic 
U.  S.  A.  The  intelligence  ami  strength

The  Jewry  and  Queen  Mane

WHEN  the  Berengaria  sailed 
out  of  New  York  on  Novein- 
bir  24th  with  the  comely 
Queen  of  the  Ruinanians  on  board, 
there  closed  one  of  the  most  nauseating 
chapters  of  public  events  in  American 
history. 

Tliis-bcautiful  woman  with  a buz- 
zard’s heart  was  feted  and  hosted  from 
oaf  sea  to  the  other:  north,  south,  east 
and  west  view  with  one  another  in  siclj- 
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Onadlftn^  and  rr«n  th«  hw  Jrvith  , 
roinnuk/ftre  onorg^niied.  Th«  F-nf- 
liah  kelurtt  of  which  thcr^  wrrt  only 
two,  wrrt  orroBg^d  by  « »cry  brood- 
minded  and  altogrthtr  iplcndid  •pirited 
Scotchman  at  tha  head  of  the  Open 
Forw"*,  William  Fraeer.  lliia  good 
friend  meant  well  enough  and  woAed 
hard  to  make  the  flmt  lecture  in  “Hi# 
Majoity'i  ll»eatpe“  a great  •ucceta. 
But  he  overestimated  the  interest  of  the 
English  speaking  section  of  Montreal* 
their  interest  to  pay  high  prices  of  ad- 
mission. At  any  rate,  the  meeting  left 
Mr.  Fraser  and  his  friends  a consider- 
able deficit.  And  yet  the  effo^  was 
well  worth  while  for  the  reports  of  the 
lecture  the  next  day  in  the  Montreal 
papers  were  accurate  and  dignified,  and 
as  they  were  read  by  hundred  thousands 
people  we  were  able  to  reach  such 
vast  masses  which  no  hall  could  possibly 
hold. 

The  second  English  lecture  was 
haiulicapjwd  by  a downpour  and  just 
about  covereil  expenses.  Thereupon 
the  Jewish  comrades  decide!  to  coni'cn- 
trate  on  Jewish  audiences.  But  here, 
too,  there  were  a number  of  factors  not 
considered  by  our  comrades  in  advance. 

. First  was  the  great  chauvinistic  feeling 
which  many  Jews  in  Montreal  suffer 
from.  Their  Jewish  pride  was  hurt  be- 
cause E.  G.  went  first  to  the  “Goyim” 
and  the  “four  hundred.”  That  a thea- 
tre should  be  considered  an  exclusive 
place  attended  only  by  “the  four  hun- 
dred,” or  that  people  could  be  hurt  be- 
cause one  who  has  spent  85  years  on 
the  English  speaking  platform  has  her 
first  lecture  in  English,  is  so  utterly  ab- 
surd that  no  one  with  sense  would  think 
of  such  notions  at  having  any  effect  on 
people.  But  it  did,  and  it  kept  many 
of  the  Jews  Away  from  the  lectures.  I 
myself  can  not  explain  such  freakish- 
noss  from  any  other  standpoint  except 
the  general  reaction  in  all  ranks  which 
has  taken  hold  of  people  everywhere — 

* the  Jews  included. 

Then,  there  are  the  Communi-sts  who 
did  their  utmost  to  hinder  the  work  of 
the  Montreal  comrades.  For  some  in- 
explicable reason  they  failed  to  raise 
rough  house  at  the  meetings,  perhaps 
they  had  not  received  the  necessary  in- 
struction. Tliosc  who  attended  my  lec- 
tures at  all  were  well  behavtHi  and  a 
few  asked  intelligent  questions.  The 
rest  in  their  great  courage  stayed  away 
and  made  a house  to  house  canvass  to 
poison  the  minds  of  the  people  with  the 
most  fantastic  stories  about  E.  G.  H 
is  the  usual  method  to  silence  opponents 
' adopted  from  time  immemorial,  cal- 
umny, lies,  miHrepresentations.  The 
^me  methods  used  by  the  Allies  against 
the  Germans  and  vice  versa;  the  same 
vile  stories  used  against  the  Holsheviki 
themselves  when  they  began  their  ac- 
tivities in  Rmsia.  And  now  the  fol- 
lower^of  Moscow  incapable  of  any  new 
^ thought  or  orfginal  idea,  use  the  same 


methods  ogaliul  every  one  vbo  viU  not 
be  terrorixad  or  •" 

thvir  muddy  Cr»Uri!TR!^«bpIe  should 
be  influenced  by  such  seiuatioiiai  stories 
merely  goes  to  prove  tliat  very  few 
think  for  themselves. 

But,  iii  spite  of  all  the  drawbacks, 
difficulties  and  opposition,  the  few  coni- 
mdes  in  Montreal  succeeded  in  bolding 
seven  Jewish  lecturva  within  three 
'weeks,  apd  if  tin:  audiences  were  not 
great  in  quantity  they  made  up  by  their 
quality  in  sincerity  and  earnestness. 
'I'his  was  proven  best  by  the  response 
we  had  at  the  social  evening  arranged 
for  me  for  Sunday,  Nov.  21st,  where  I 
spoke  on  the  conditions  of  the  Political 
Prisoners  in  Russia.  Only  foKy  people 
attended  the  simple  banquet,  yet  $807 
were  collected  for  the  unfortunate  vu* 
tiuis  in  Russian  prisons  and  exile,  an 
extraordinary  thing  when  one  l>ears  in 
mind  the  intense  work  done  by  tin*  Mon 
treal  Communists  to  blacken  every 
Russian  Political  in  the  eyes  of  the  Jews 
in  Montreal. 

Out  of  the  banquet  gr\w  an  organi- 
ration  in  aid  of  the  Political  Prisoners 
in  Russia,  a group  of  men  and  women 
who  from  now  on  will  do  systematic 
work  to  help  ^e  cruel  lot  of  the  hun- 
dreds and  thousands  in  Soviet  prisons 
for  opinion’s  aake.^ 

Bearing  in  mind  all  the  obstacles  in 
the  way  of  the  Montreal  comrades, 
their  fine  efforts  for  the  succe#>  of  my 
lectures,  deserve  no  end  of  credit;  they 
all  worked  faithfully  and  devotedly. 
Moat  active  were  the  wives  of  the  com- 
rades who  in  Montreal  present  some  ex- 
ception in  the  sense  that  they  art-  really 
interested  in  the  ideas  of  their  men. 
Then,  too,  the  women,  though  looking 
after  their  homes  and  families,  are  yet 
in  a position  to  give  more  of  their  time 
than  the  men.  Still,  comrades  Baron, 
Bernstein,  Zahler,  Shlakman  and  a few 
others  spared  no  time  or  money  to  make 
mv  visit  pleasant  and  the  nuvtings 
worih  while. 

For  this  and  other  reasons  it  was 
hard  to  leave  the  dear  comrades,  but  we 
have  only  made  the  beginning  which  will 
no  doubt  pave  the  way  for  my  return 
before  I sail  back  to  Europe.  With 
appreciation  for  all  that  was  done  for 
me  and  my  work  and  with  deep  affection 
for  the  comrades  I liavo  left  behind  in 
Montreal,  I said  good-bye  November 
26th  and  went  further  on  my  quest,  to 
Toronto.  Here  I intend  to  remain  until 
the  1 nd  of  the  year,  to  lecture,  visit  with 
our  comrades  and  greet  those  of  my 
American  friends  who  will  have  the  time 
and  the  means  to  come  to  me,  .since  it 
is  reasonably  certain  that  I will  not  be 
able  to  come  to  them. 

Before  closing  I do  not  wish  to  for- 
git  the  Ixautifui  Debs  Memorial  Mi'et- 
ing  which  was  arranged  by  tlie  Social 
istH  of  Montn>al  attended  hy  a huge  and 
earnest  audience  and  which  it  was  niy 
great  privilege  to  address.  This  gather- 
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ing  was  the  more  remarkable  because 
the  ComnamsU,  the  Sunday  prior, 
partly  to  iDtcrferr  with  tlw  iDrrtmg  io 
the  theatre  acki  partly  for  tbetr  own 
propaganda  purposea,  used  the  dead 
1 a gene  Debs,  whom  in  bfe  they  ridj- 
caled  and  spurned.  In  true  Jesuit 
fashion  tliey  adliere  to  the  formula,  ^he 
e/kd  justifies  the  means,**  even  rattling 
tfie  dead  bones  of  a great  human  bring 
wlio  was  as  far  removed  from  their  dic- 
tatorsliip  as  only  so  sweet  and  gentle 
a huDiso  soul  as  Eugene  I3eb*s  could 
possibly  be.

At'the-^end  she  announced  ner  ap  I 
proaching-^i  departure  for.;  a lecture 
course  'la  Winnipeg  and  added:  *'God 
and  the  poUce  'Willing,  when  I return 
in  March  tl  will,  ^hef ore  1 aail  back  to 
Englend,'^speak  -on  bittb  control,  an- 
. archism  and  other  Interesting  toplce.*'. 

She.  gave  a vivid  sketch  of  the  moet 
. Iragic -and  *2revoluUonary  of  all  Bus* 
elan  - drama^'^^S^tera  Jel^mpUi^ 

said,  the'cndieSs  round  of  destiny.  In 
"The  Xife  of  Man,"  "King  Hunger,"  I 
•‘Anathema,”  afad  all  this  author’s 
probing  of  the  bitter  core  of  human . 
fate,  man,  no  matter  how  he  strig- 
gled,  was-enubed  by  an  iron  iaw  of 
life  even  more  than  by  an  iron  law  of 
yrages.  • 

The  iron  of  life  early  entered  the 
dramatist’s  own  soul.  His  father,  a 
ecientist,  died  in  poverty.  His  own 
childhood  was  one  of  intense  penury. 
His  earliest  talent  was  for  painting, 
but  he  was  forced  to  sell  drawings  and 
portraits  for  four  or  five  roubles 
buy  food.  He  bad  terrible  years  as  a 
student.  Driven  by  hunger  he  wroie 
his  first  storj’,  but  when  an  editor  had 
perused  It  be  narrates  in  his  memoir-j: 
•‘I  was  greeted  by  a burst  of  comical 
laughter.  I was  assured  I nad  no 
taJent  and  ought  to  give  up  writing.  ’ 
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Critical  Bon*"oT  Contentlctf 
He  graduated  In  law.,  but  had  only 
one  caae.  which  ha  lost.  For  a cime 
he  reported  court  cases  for  a news- 
paper. But  when  in  1887  bl»  work  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  Maxim  Gorky 
his  success  was  rapid.  The  first  edi- 
tion of  his  ••King  Hunger”  was  sold 
out  Id  one  day. 

He  became  a critical  bone  of  cou* 
tention.  His  bizarre  styles  and  themes 
were  attacked  with  the  utmost  runcox 
by  many  critics.  The  most  savage  was 
the  Countess  Tolstoi,  who  declared  Uxar. 
no  self-respecting  magazine  should 
publish  anything  by  so  immoral  a 
writer. 

An  eminent  drltie..  Ivanoff  Kazun.k.. 
espoused  his  cause  and  wrote:  “Ail- 
\dreleff  represents  a transition  from 
"socially  ethical  to  philosophically  etni- 
problems,  a return  to  Dostoieffsky. 
which  is  a great  step  in  advance.  • 

ThVa  was  as  important  to  Eucopi>aa 
drama  as  the  famous  movement  ‘Bcxck 
to  Comte”  had.  been  tor.European  philo- 
soluble  thought. 

/AndreiefC  was  one  of  the  few  Hussian 
Writers  who  backed  the  autocracy  of 
the  czar.  Denouncing  both  the  Revolu- 
tion and  the  Bolshevist  governments, 
he  withdrew  to  voluntary  exile  in  Fin- 
land. where  he  died  in  1918  of  heart 
failure  accentuated  by  mental  and  , 
spiritual  agony. 

Uefense  Against  Charge 
The  lecturer  let  him  in  his  own 
words  defend  himself  against  the 
charge  of  pessimism  and  bizarrerte  in 
matter  and  style,  “to  denying*  all,” 
said  he..  ”onds  arrives  at  symbols  of  ; 
truth.  In  refuting  life  one  becomes 
an  involuntary  apologist  for  it.  1 never 
feel  so  much  in  love  with  life  as  when 
I read  the  father  of  pessimism,  Schop- 
enhauer. It  is  truth  which  justifies 
life.”  ' 

' “The  Life  of  Man’^  showed  a man 
lifted  to  the  pinnacle  of  success  and 
then  plunged  to  the  depths  of  misery 
and  misfortune  uatiL  he  ended  in  a ‘ 
filthy  hovel.  Yet  AndreieCf  did  cot  end 
in  a note  of  despair.  The  man  said 
to  the  figure  in  grey  that  hovered  over 
his  death  bed:  “Whoever  you  aie. 

God.  .devil,  fate,  destiny,  you  nave 
crushed  my  body,  you  have  taken 
away  ail  my  goods,  you  would  cow  toh 
me  of  life,  but  my  spirit  will  endure.” 

It  was  the  eternal  quest  for  truth 
which  in  the  end  would  fled  some- 
thing whereby  to  redeem  the  world.  « 
Miss  Goldman  ended  with  these 
words,  her  vivid  and  moving  sum- 
mary of  this  tortured  dramatic  genius' 
quest  for  ultimate  realities:  "It  is 

this  unconquerable  yearning  that  glori- 
fies man  and  gives  us  hope  that  he 
will  yet  be  able  to  climb  great  heights 
and  bring  back  truth  and  justice  to 
the  human  race.” 

• Describes  Creativq  Artist 
A questioner  asked  how  it  was  pos- 
sible to  call  .&  man  a creative  artist 
if  be  did  not  give  positive  solutions 
for  human  problems^  **A  great  many 
people  can  afford  to.  be  fools.”  replied 
Miss  Goldman,  "but  few  can  afford 
to  be  prophets.  A creative  artist  is 
not  obvious.  His  function  is  not  to 
betray,  but  to  portray,  life.  He  can- 
not graft  on  artificial  happy  endinga 
You  may  draw  conclusions.  If  be 
does,  he  ceases  to  be  a creative  artist 
and  hecome.H  a preacher.  He  tnakes 
people  lace  life,  and  most  run  away 
from  it.  ■ 

At  the  end  she  was  kept  busy  aufo- 
graphing  copies  of  her  books,  iahe 
said:  "The  peasants  of  Russia  think 

a piece  of  the  rope  that  hangs  a man 
brings  good  luck.  May  Emma  Gold- 
man's  signature  bring  you  the  same 
luck.  Who  knows  but  what  they  will 
hang  me  yet.” 

One  man  said  to  her:  "Miss  Gold- 
man. 1 have  come  all  the  way  from 
Los  Angeles  to  bear  you."

Emma  Goldman  Explains 
, Her  Beliefs  jind  How 
j She  Came  by  Thcm^ 


I Emma  Goldman,  IntarnatlonaUy 
ICnown  anarchist,  who  gained  world* 
wide  attention  on  two  successive  occa* 
eione  hj  going  to  in  the  United 
States  for  adherence  to  her  cause.  Is  In 
the  city  today.  She  arrived  by  Canadian 
Facldc  railway  Wednesday  morning  for 
a month's  stay.  Sunday  night  she  will 
lecture  at  the  Regent  theatre,  speaking 
on  the  subject,  "The  X^bor  Situation 
in  Europe."  . . 

Miss  Goldman,  is  56  years  old  and 
has,  spent  37  years  In  the  movement. 
Her  appearance  and  gentle  manner 
belie  her  flery  nature,;  which  has 
made  her  name  a by*word  on  three 
continents.  Miss  Goldman  lectured 
last  month  In  Toronto,  and  after  the 
completion  of  her  visit  here  she  wlU 
return  there,_and  thence  jto  Montreal. 
Early  In  May  she  expects  to  return  to 
London,  England,  her  home.  y 

Many  Excitements.  ' 

Her  life  has  been  one  long  list  of  ex* 
citing  events,  but  throughout  them 
ail  she  has  remained  true  to  the  prln* 
ctples  which  drew  her  Into  the  anar* 
chlst' movement.  v.  • 

Miss  Goldman  did  not  wish  to  be 
classed  with  those  who  threw  bombs 
and  endeavored  to  usurp  government 
control  by  violence.  Rather  she  be- 
lieves In  the  principle  of educating 
people  to  be  Independent  and  self- 
Jlant — to  carry  on  their  affairs  Inde- 
pendent of  a central  or  governing  or- 
ganization. The  world  passed  through 
successive  stages  of  autocracy  and 
democracy x^nd  now  It  should  be  ready 
for  the  Ideas  of  anarchlsmi  she  said. 

Not  Spreading  Sovietism. 

"I  certainly  have  not  coma  here  to 
spread  soviet  ideas."  she  said.  "My 
hood.  *My  DlalUustonment  In  Soviet 
Ruosla.'  has  not  endeared  me  to  the 
communists.  -I  have  come  to  Winni- 
peg not  under  their  auspices,  but 
under  the  auspices  of  the  ‘Workmen’s 
Circle,’  an  organization  doing  educa- 
tion work,  particularly  amongst  the 
Jews.  I spoke  to  large  audiences  in 
Toronto  during  the  month  I was  there. 

"One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  with 
.vhlch  anarchists  have  to  contend  is 
the  adverse  attitude  to  their  Ideals  the  | 
average  person  takes,"  Miss  Goldman : 
s^ld.  "Wo  believe  In  a well  ordered 
society,  carrying  on  their  buslness^and 
other  ' affairs  In  a sane/^  and  sensible 
way.  Anarchism  Is  not  a menace  to 
the  strength  or  solidity  of  a nation  as 
many^eopla  suppose,  but  rather  It  un- 
hampera  Initiative  and’-makes  people 
self-governing  and  self-reliant." 

Miss  Goldman  became  keenly  alive 
and  agog  withr  her  subject  wben  asked 
to  recount  the  events  which  led  to  her 
imprisonment  In  the  United  u States. 

. She  was  bom  In  Russia,  but  came  to 
I Canada  when  a little . girl  with  her 
parenU;  later  she^moved  tQ  the  United 
States-^v

She  was  alzt^an  In  1666,  when  five 
men  were  hang^  for  alleged  complicity 
in  an  America  n bomb  throwing  Inci- 
dent. Subaerbantly  whe^i  three  of 
their  tellow-ao^sed  bad  escaped  execu- 
tion. It  was  sated  that  they  had  been 
sacrificed  by  > a packed  Jury  to  the 
clamor  of  the  press,  and  that  the  five 
who  had  beehl  hanged,  were  Innocent;

"The  .wliole  ^affair  made  a deeo  Im- 
pression on  me;i  and  from  that  moment 
I began  to  study  anarchism."  she  said. 

In  1669  Emma  Goldman  went  to  New 
York  with  a desire  to  make  a career. 
Four  years  later  she  took  part  in  a 
cloakmakers’  strike  and  was>  charged 
with  Inciting  to  riot  and  was  given  a 
year’s  imprisonment,  which  she.  served, 
on  Blackwell's  island. 

She  confesses  to  gratitude  to  the 
American  authorities.  This  year  in  Jail 
tempered  and  hardened  her  rebel  In- 
stincts. gave  them  definite  direction^ 
and  In  addition  gave  her  a year  of  in- 
tense reading,  in  which  she  acquired

Study  In  Europe. 

, When  she  came  out  she  went  to  Eu- 
1 rope,  went  to  Vienna,  to  study,  and 
- again  threw  herself  Into  her  work.  Re- 
turning to  the  United  States,  she  tour- 
ed the  country  In  1897  from  New  York 
to  Santiago,  lecturing  on  all  sorts  of 
subjects.  This,  first  of  her  cross-coun- 
try tours,  made  her  an  American  na- 
tional flgWe,  not  because  of  her  lec- 
tures, she  said,  but  because  of.  the 
persecution  of  her  by  the  police,  who 
stopped  her  meetings  and  frequently 
arrested  her. 

Then  came  the  assassination  of 
President  McKinley.  In  Buffalo,  Miss 
Goldman  recounted.  Various  publi- 
cations declared  that  Emma  Goldman 
had  Inspired  the  young  man  who  shot 
McKinley.  Before  the  assassin  went 
to  the  electric  chair  ha  assured  the 
warden  that  sh^  bad  bad  absolutely 
nothing  to  do  wIUl  his  act. 

After  a temporary  absence  from  the 
metropolis,  she  again  returned  in  No- 
vember. 1901,  but  every  door  was  closed 
Against  her.  After  the  McKinley  af- 
fair she . went  abroad  and  took  up  a 
literary  career  forfa  time.  Then  the 
: war  came  on.  and  she  returned  and 
[ began  anti-war  talk.-  When  the  United 
‘states  entered  the. battle,  she  still  con- 
tinued her  propaganda,  so  the  authori- 
ties arrested  her.  She  was  tried  on  a 
charge  of  conspiracy  to  defeat  the 
operations  of  the^  government,  fought 
‘her  own  case  without  counsel,  but  was 
sentenced  to  two  years*  imprisonment 
and  deportation. 

Alter  serving  22 /months  of  her  sen- 
tence in  a Missouri  Jail  she  was  re- 
leased and  immediately  started  on  a 
lecture  tour  In  spite  of  the  deportation 
order.  But  she  had  not  been  free 
long  when  she  was  told  to  report  to 
EUls  Island,  and  from  there  was  de- 
ported to  Buaslai  M

Intematlonclly  known  an- 
archlat,  at  the  Regent's  theatre  last 
night,  when,  stung  by  the  question 
which  a rn^n  In,  the  hall  put  to  her. 
*‘Uow  much  are  you  paid  by  capital 
for  attacking  Soviet  Russia?"  she 
turned  upon  him  furiously  and  lashed 
him  unmercifully  with  her  tongue. 

"Don't  you  think  that  is  a chlldlah 
question?**  aha  asked.  "Don't  . you 
think  that  If  ■ I were  ^ald  by  the 
capitalist  class  for  lecttirlng.  I would 
not  have  to  speak  In  small  halls  and 
under  all  conditions  and  circum- 
stances? If  I were,  wouldn't  the  pre- 
mler  receive  me  with  open  arms?  It 
shows  the  evil  side  In  you  when  you: 
make  that  charge,  because  it  shows 
that  you  can  be  bought  by  money.*** 
Miss  Goldman  said  this  was  the  | 
’’cheapest  and  most  contemptible 
charge  that  she  could  think  of.  "Can* 
not  you  Imagine."  she  continued,  her 
voice  rising  In  anger,  "that  a person 
who  has  gone  to  prison  for  partici- 
pation In  strikes,  and  has  been  driven 
from  country  to  coimtry.  is  not  the 
kind  of  person  who  would  sell  her 
soul  for  money?’*  . / • 

Attacks  Questioner 
With  withering  scorn  she  told  the 
questioner  that  he  had  been  brought 
up  with  the  Idea  that  the  great  tlUng 
was  money,  whereas  there  were  men 
and  women  wha,  believed  In  the  truth 
so  much,  as  they  saw  it,  wl|ether  they 
were  conservatives  or  radlcads,  that 
they  would  dlA  on.  the  scaffold  rather 
than  deny  the  truth. 

"You  may  think  that,  money  can 
buy  everybody.**  Miss  Goldman  con- 
tinued. "If  do  you  are  welcome 
to  the  Ignoble  and  unkind  thought. 
If  you  get  the  facts  you  must  deal 
with  them.  Why  should  you  not 
, criticize  Russia?.  The  time  Is  coming 
when  Canada  and  other,  .countries 
must  understand  conditions  in  Rus- 
sia In  order  to  avoid  the  mistakes 
made  In  that  country,"  which  - she 
claimed. hsd  not  taken  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  presented,  by  the

That’s  why  he  is  still  unknown  in  Anr»er- 
ica,  and  even  little  read  in  his  own  coun- 
try, except  by  those  who  really  can 
read.  He  never  made  any  effort* to  com- 
mercialise his  works.  He  is  working  for 
a better  humanity  to  come.  His  books 

number  alreadv  about  thirtv-five.

For  readers  of  the  Roai>  to  Fbkbdom 
I translate  the  preliminaries  to  his  sub- 
jectivism under  title  of  “right  and 
wrong  uses  of  Logic”  in  which  the  light 
of  great  m'ss  shines  in  every  line. 

“Logic  is  perhaps  less  the  art  of 
thinking  than  it  is  the  art  of  speaking. 

“liOgic  is  a chapter  of  esthetics.  It 
teaches  the  moans  of  creating  that  sort 
of  beauty  which  we  call  unity.  It  pei^ 
mits  to  see  at  a glance  some  thoughts 
which,  without  it,  would  remain  far 
away  and  in  succeasion. 

“It  knows  the  happy  points  of  view 
which  gather  the  details  of  the  scenery 
and  shortens  the  apparent  distances. 
Because  of  this,  a few  naives  believe  the 
rt*al  distances  shortened,  and,  onward 
they  go.  . . . 

“Logic  obtains  certain  successes  — 
oratory,  pedagogical,  mnemotechmcal. 
The  pearls  from  which  it  makes  a neck- 
lace, which  I hold  in  my  hand  without 
losing  any,  whore  often  torn  from  the 
corals  in  the  most  divers  seas. 

“I  have  some  respect  for  logic,  hav- 
ing been  told  that  one  must  respect  the 
religion  of  people,  and  logic  is  the  last 
religion  of  many. 

“After  all,  the  string  is  visible,  and  it 
is  certain  that  the  pearls  are  all  to- 
gether; too  many  spirits  would  scorn 
me  if  I was  bold  enough  to  l)cIiove  that 
the  string  is  not  as  ancient  as  the  pearls 
themselves  and  that  drawing  them  to- 
gether is  only  human  work.  When  some- 
one believes  he  is  demonstrating.  I do 
not  let  him  see  that  I smile. 

“When  someone  wants  to  demon- 
strate, I do  not  confess  to  him  that  I 
suspyct  him. 

“Logic  it  an  instrument  of  discovery. 
The  men  who  arc  edifying  the  science 
of  the  concrete  know  today,  in  their  own 
domain,  now  to  use  it  with  profit.  It 
drives  them  to  some  hypothesis.  They 
verify  very  carefully,  and  then,  loyally

The  comrades  who  evinced  the 
greatest  inteicat  in  my  proposed 
tour  through  Canada  were  the 
Anarchists  of  Toronto.  Through  thdr 
secretary,  comrade  J.  Deaser,  they  be- 
gAn  at  a very  early  stage  to  negotiate 
with  me  about  my  comn^g  to  their  citg^ 
To  be  sure,  the  letters  I used  to  receive 
from  Toronto  were  few  and  far  between, 
t})eir  tardiness  used  to  tax  my  patience 
not  a littie  suid  awaRotr  up  no  of 
postage  stampa.  But  I sroold  ant  be 
daunted,  I wanld  hnri  two,  three  letters 
ta  eadi  one  I would  get  fpam  comrade 
Desser.  1 did  not  know  then  that  oar 
good  eamivade  waatiedaia  ihopallday 
and  that  be  was  engaged  in  various  ac- 
tivities daring  the  cvcniAgB.  I learned 
only  after  I reached  Toronto  that  nsost 
of  our  coBBrades  in  this  city  are  keeping 
up  intensive  local  work,  some  id  their 
unions,  others  in  the  Arheiter  Ring 
Branch  “Free  Society,”  sn  Anardii^ 
Branch.  Others  again  in  the  School 
ComiDUBioo  of  the  Perets  Schule.  That 
of  course  besides  their  of  wtaking 
their  firing.  But  when  I was  ^ France 
anxious  to  have  my  tour  organized  1 
knew  nothing  about  the  activities  of  our 
comrades,  hence  my  kopstienoe  with 
I^**cr  for  his  slow  but  sure  way  of 
writing.

“WTien  I speak  to  someone,  I do  my 
best  to  take  off  all  venom  of  afBmiatioo 
of  the  words  I use,  and,  if  it  happens 
that  I reason,  I like  that  my  reasoning 
1)0  void  of  all  tyranical  brutality.  With 
these  precautions  I cam  the  joy  of  be- 
ing insulted  by  all  the  weaklings:  cow- 
ards who  desire  to  be  proffed  by  others, 
or  poor  supermen  who,  at  least  in  the 
country  of  thought,  are  demanding  that 
I supply  them  with  the  instruments  of 
reign.” 

Once,  feeling  exhausted,  Ryner  told 
hi.s  friends  he  was  going  to  spend  three 
months  on  a farm.  Upon  his  return, 
his  friends  feted  him.  He  looked  still 
more  tired.  Digging  a new  manuscript 
from  his  pocket,  he  asked  permission  to 
read  it.

many  of  the  wives  of  the  comrades  at 
the  station  into  his  car  and  off  we  went 
to  the  Prince  Giferge  Hotel,  my  tempo- 
rary abode  in  Toronto.  There  I arms

aw'aited  by  a reprt*sentative  of  the  "To- 
ronto Star.**  All  the  pa)>erfl  had  been 
notiflod  of  my  arrival,  but  the  **Slar** 
alone  showed  interest.  In  fact,  this 
Liberal  paper  in  Toronto  was  the  only 
one  that  gave  my  activities  publicity. 
I was  cordially  ignored  by  the  rest,  ex- 
cept for  one  interview  in  the  "Trfr- 
gram.**  And  a ailJy  report  of  my 
“Ibsen**  lecture  in  the  same  paper  where 
the  Norwegian  bard  was  called  “a  great 
Russian  dramatist.**  The  **Star**  made 
up  for  all  the  rest,  in  fact  the  reports 
and  articles  in  that  paper  during  the 
six  weeks  of  my  stay  nuKst  have  filled 
many  an  artist  coming  to  this  city  with 
envy. 

Tfie  first  interview  on  the  night  of 
November  26th  with  all  the  comrades 
a’aiting  in  the  hotel  lobby  disclosed  a 
reporter  unusually  well  informed,  ad- 
vanced along^  every  line  of  modern 
thought,  and  with  a sense  of  humour,  so 
rare  in  news-paper  men.  And  what  was 
more  surprising  was  the  nian*s  knowl- 
edge of  Anarchist  thouglit,  his  knowl- 
edge of  the  most  magnificent  figure  in 
the  Anarchist  movement — the  stormy 
petrel,  Michael  Bakunin.  My  inter- 
viewer whose  name  I learned  was  C.  R. 
Rcgde  proui'd  a gri'at  boom  to  our 
work.  His  reports  of  all  the  meetings 
that  he  attended  and  his  interviews 
showed  much  skill,  understanding  and 
great  fairness.  In  fact  all  of  the  write- 
ups .in  the  **Star**  about  our  meetings 
were  perrdeatted  with  the  tone  of  good 
breeding,  and  with  a certain  amount  of 
knowledge  of  Anarchism  as  a social 
theory,  qualities  never  found  in  the  cap- 
italist press,  ' More  than  that,  the 
**/ftar**  carried  a full  page  character 


sketdi  by  omt  of  its  writers,  Mr.  Kred- 
rick  Oriiln,  wliirb  for  psyrhulugic  itrr- 
ceptioB  and  sympatliefic  uiiderataiMling 
it  unlike  anything  written  about  me,  yet 
tba  man  conversed  with  nir  not  morr 
than  an  hour. 

The  first  interview  on  tiie  niglit  of 
iny  arrival  ended,  Julius  Heltrer  again 
tumetl  bis  car  into  a roiiiiiiunity  auto 
bus  and  off  we  went  to  a re>taurant. 
'Hiere  I was  “fonnallv*!  iiitriHlund  to 
the  members  of  the  grou|>  and  tlu-ir 
families,  Hester,  the  l^ngbonls,  Sini- 
kin,  Steinbergs,  Gurian,  Judkin  aho 
turned  out  to  lie  “I'he  Kiiigb"  jester, 
(he  is  the  irrespressihle  jukt  r in  th<- 
group  who  lives  up  to  his  slogan  that 
one  must  either  “amuse  or  hang  one- 
self.** He  became  my  letter  carrier,  in 
• fact  he  fetched  and  carried  everything 
without  stint  that  hel|>etl  in  th«  least 
to  make  life  pleasant).  Tliere  was  aUo 
a radiant  creatXire  in  a lovely  Spanisli 
shaw’l,  Maria  INbotdo,  who  I was  toM 
would  preside  at  my  meetings.  We  talk 
ed  Yiddish.  Naturally  I thought  Maria 
understood  this  mosTInternational  Ian- 
guage.  But  I soon  discovered  that  kIw 
did  not  know  a word  of  it,  that  she  was 
an  American  born  child  of, Italian  An- 
archists, yet  Maria  set  there  for  several 
hours,  just  happy  in  the  thought  of 
being  with  dear  comrades.  I returned 
to  to  the  hotel  with  gayety  in  my  heart 
for  I knew  that  with  such  fine  comrade- 
ship one  can  face  possible  disappoint- 
ments.  But  there  were  none  in  Toronto. 

Sunday  tl»e  28th  of  November  all  the 
comrades  forgathered  in  Langbords 
house  to  a huge  repast.  This  marked 
the  beginnrffg  of  the  process  to  stuff  me 
for  slaughter.  The  comrades  evidently 
thought  I had  been  starved  not  only  for 
acthriiies  during  my  exile  of  seven  years 
but  also  for  food.  They  viewed  with 
one  another  who  is  to  do  the  feeding 
best.  And  so  like  an  old  time  Voshive 
bochcr  (Talmud  student)  I was  given 
kast,  (board)  each  day  in  a different 
homo. 

But  let  no  one  think  the  'Poronto 
comrades  do  aught  else  but  oat.  Far 
from  it,  when  the  time  came  to  arrange 
the  meetings  everyone  unfolded  no  end 
of  energy,  especially  for  the  Yi<ldish 
meetings.  If  less  was  done  for  tlie  Eng- 
lish lectures  it  was  only  becau5»<‘  the 
Yiddish  comrades  had  no  previous  ex- 
perience whatsoi'vcr  in  reaching  the 
English  population.  Thi.s  bi'ing  their 
first  effort  the  result  was  remarkahle. 
Since  my  two  brief  visits  to  l\>ronto 
twenty  and  nineteen  years  ago  T doubt 
whether  our  ideas  had  again  Ix'en  touch- 
ed upon.  Yet  here  I come  along  hold 
eleven  English  lectures  in  six  weeks  and 
am  able  to  retain  the  interest  of  atidi- 
onres  to  the  very  end.  This  is  proof 
enough  for  the  work  done  by  the  com- 
rades and  the  ff>iritual  hunger  tln'cc 
must  be  in  this  cUy  among  thinking 


l«eople  for  somrtliiug  that  will  agaio 
rrarue  ibr  ideal  of  freedom  as  tftw  only 
goal  worth  striving  for  at  againtt  the 
madnrtt  of  dictatorship  which  has  in 
ft-fted  tlM*  world  since  thr  war. 

'j'he  "II>M-ri“  lecture,  though  certain- 
Iv  nut  att«iidtd  by  sixteen  huodrtd  p«^- 
ple,  broiiglit  out  a large  and  n'pfwaeii- 
tative  audit-nrr  and  marked  a splendid 
U-ginning  of  the  rest  that  followed,  lec- 
tures on  “Dic'tatorship-Bolslievist  and 
Fascist,”  ‘^rtodmeirs  in  Modern  Edu- 
ratiou,**  s*%en  lectures  on  tlie  “Fore- 
inovt  Russian  Dramatists,  T^wir  Life 
and  Works”  a lecture  in  the  I.,abor 
Temple  (the  headquarters  of  Canadian 
i»rganixed  UI>or),  on  “Thi*  European 
].nbor  Situation.”  In  short  eloen  meet  - 
irigs  with  paid  admission. 

Sotne  of  the  meetiogs  did  not  bring 
out  more  than  a hundred  and  fifty  peo- 
ple, those  close  to  the  Christmas  holi- 
days were  especially  small,  but  others, 
like  the  “Ibsen.”  ‘Tolstoy,”  “Andreev” 
talks  and  thr  lecture  on  “Dictatorship” 
were  attendee)  by  large  audienct's,^D 
I xtsaurdinarv  achievement,  I think,  of 
which  the  comrades  in  Toronto  have 
reasons  to  be  well  proud  of. 

Then  then*  were  the  \'iddish  meetings 
in  The  Labor  Lyceum,  the  headquarters 
of  organized  Yiddish  workers,  at  the 
IVretz  Schule,  and  the  huge  meeting 
in  the  Standard  Theatre.  Our  com- 
rades are  past  masters  in  reaching  the 
Yiddish  population.  Desser,  I^ng- 
bord,  Judkin  and  the  rest  worked  like 
beavers  for  these  meetings,  covered 
every  public  affair,  onions,  Arbeiter 
Ring  and  what  not,  I only  know  where- 
cver  I went  E.  G.  posters  in  Yiddish 
starred  me  in  the  face.  The  result  was 
splendid. 


A Letter  from  Japan 


Dear  Comrades : 

Aft  IS  known  to  you,  we  founded,  a 
federation  of  Anarcliists  in  Jap- 
an called  the  Black  Youths.  Its 
organ  is  the  ‘‘Black  Youth.”  The  mem- 
bers go  among  the  peasants  to  propa- 
gate anarchist  ideas  and  to  prepare  for 
ihe  Social  Revolution.  The  name  Black 
^ outh  is  taken  to  distinguish  ourselves 
from  the  reactionaries  and  Bolshevik 
red>.  For  the  .same  reason  we  call  di- 
rect action  ‘black  action,’  and  carry 
the  black  flag  as  symbol  of  rebellion, 
destruction  and  reconstruction. 

After  founding  the  Black  Federation, 
the  Anarcho-Syndicalists  also  became 
very  active  and  founded  the  Free  Fed- 
eration of  Japanese  Trade  Unions.

French 
government  wa*  doing,  nothing  to  al- 
leviate unemploymentr  and  here,  too, 
the  workera"  wages'Were  too  low,  al- 
though the  coat  of  living  wa*  not  so 
‘high  as  in  Germany. .. The  Independ-^ 
ent  labor  movement  in-  France  was 
the  mainspring  of  progress  In  France 
and  an  entirely  new  organization  will 
be  effected  there.  ' 

Turning  to  Italy,  the  speaker  de- 
clared that  all  the  good  things  claim- 
ed for  Mussolini  were  such  only*  on  | 
paper/  so  far  as  the  workers,  were  i 
concerned.  He  had  done  nothing  for 
labor,  and  the  workera  were  virtually 
in  chains,  deprived  of  all  liberty, 
under  the  present  rule  of  Italy’s  die-

Problems  in  England 

Passing  to  England,  the  problem  of 
that  country's  shrewd  . statesmen 
seemed  to  be,  said  Mrs., Goldman,  bow 
to-keep  the  workers-  in  such  a state 
where  they  could  neither  Uve  nor  die. 
The  government  system  ot  the  dole 
Iwas  described  by  the  speaker  aa  a 
• most  terrible  Insult  to  self-respecting 
r rorlcren.^  The  recent  general  strike 
1 in  IX'.wn.  declared*  Mrs.  Goldman. 


was  the  greatest  demonstration  of 
labor  solidarity  ever  seen.  It  had 
been  called  at  the  very  moment 
victory  was  Imminent  and  the  oe- 
trayal  of  the  miners  by  their  co- 
workers  was  the  most  terrible  thing 
oCall. 

la' regard  to  Russia;  Emma  Gold- 
man chose  to  quote  from  the  Sovlot 
press  and  from  a- report  Issued  by 
Ruth.  Fisher,  noted  communist,  as  the 
basis  of  her  statements.  According  to 
these  sources,  the  condition  of  the 
workers  at  present  was  no  bettw 
• than  In  any  of  the  countries  named. 
There  axe  2.000.000  unemployed, 
among  them  members  of  professions, 
such  as  teachers.  Owing  to  poor 
machlnerj*.  Inefllclency.  accidents  had  I 
Eireatly  increased  since  the  war  ' 
Housing  conditions  were  deplorable.

She  expressed  her  conviction  that 
the  strSagt-h  Of  the  present  policy  In 
Russia  was  due  in  lante  measure  to 
the  United  States,  Rngland  and 
France,  which  nations  had  furnished 
money  and  suns  to  bring;  back  the 
ola  regime,  Miss  Goldman  stated. 

“Foolishly  they  thought  that  only 
the  bolshevik!  were  opposed  to  their 
rule,  and  did  not  realize  how  com- 
pletely all  the  people  were  emanci- 
pated from  it.“ 

Miss  Goldman  commented  on  the 
fact— ^ne  of  the  amazing  things  of 
the  two  Russian  revolutions  in  Feb- 
jlruary  and  October,  1917 — that  there 
Ijhad  been  practically  no  bloodshed. 
Hln  the  first  case,  the  old  regime  was 
thrown  out,  and  there  w*as  abso- 
lutely no  civic  violence— only  against 
military  forms.  The  Russian  sol- 
dier’s life  was  a bondage,  and  he 
' was  in  the  same  category  as  the 
cattle.  The  soldiery  rose,  and  some 
of  the  officers  were  thrown  into  the 
Volga.  Had  the  soviet  regime  been 
accepted,  there  would  have  been  no 
j bloodshed.  Finally  the  terror 
{started  as  a measure  of  defense.

All  to  all  1 felt  that  my  visit  to  Winnipeg 
was  worth  while,  that  much  propaganda  was 
done  among  the  Caifadlana.  besides  tbe  oppoi^ 
tanlty  H gave  me  to  meet  again  our  old  com- 
radas  and  to  make  the  acgt^atotance  of  tbe  new. 

Emmu  Winnlitoi  I went  to  Edraontoo,  Al- 
berta. 1 was  Invited  to  come  by  E.  Hansohs, 
who  I was  assured  by  our  friend  Praaow  was 
• very  active  and  reliable  person.  He  certainly 
Hved  up  to  his  reputation.  1 went  to  Edmon- 
ton for  two  English  and  two  Jewish  lectures. 

1 ended  up  by  speaking  fifteen  times  in  ooe 
week.

The  Fiat  of  the  State 

Recently  » debate  wa§  held  in 
tbe  L W.  W,  heudqugrien  be- 
tween A.  Winukour,  a member 
of  The  Roap  to  Freedom  group  and 
Oscar  Peterson*  repretentative  of  the 
Proletarian  Partjr. 

The  arguments  advanced  dupQg  the 
course  of  the  debate  were  not  new.  A« 
in  every  debate*  the  victory  rests  with 
ihe  opponent  presenting  the  strongest 
argument  rather  U»an  with  he  who  holds 
closest  to  the  truth.  Mr.  Peter- 
son stated  that  his  opponent  held  that 
the  State  came  into  being  as  an  instru 
ment  of  coercion-  This  is  properly  the 
Anarchist  point  of  view  and  the  Anar- 
chists hold  that  since  the  Slate  is  an 
instrument  of  coercion*  it  can  never  be- 
come one  of  liberation. 

The  French  revolution  was  lost  be- 
cause the  revolutionary  elements  took 
over  the  State  by  force  and  necessarih 
had  to  maintain  it  by  force.  As  an 
instrument  of  oppression,  therefore,  it 
could  not  become  one  of  harmony  and 
frcixlom  since  it  has  its  very  roots  in 
tyranny  and  despotism. 

Peterson  proved  this  very  well  in  his 
statement  that  all  governments  must 
rely  on  power,  judges,  courts,  jails, 
prisons  and  henchmen.  By  virtue  of 
this  admission,  he  showed  that  the  gov- 
ernment of  man  is  neither  sound  in 
principle  nor  humanitarian  in  purpose 
becauB*}  it  docs  not  rely  upon  per 
suasion  but  rather  upon  violence,  ag- 
gression and  force.  This  is  quite  in- 
disputable. 

The  irformatioD  of  the  State  resolves 
itself  into  a question  of  degree,  for 
fundamentally  all  authority  is  basetl 
upon  arbitrary  violence  and  is  therefore 
mbrally  wrong.  All  laws  to  become  ef- 
fective must  necessarily  rest  upon  the 
fiat  of  police  powers  and  police  powers 
are  contrary  to  natural  law. 

A n.atural  law  punishes  the  offender 
only  in  the  degree  that  the  law  is  dis- 
obeyed. But  man  made  laws  may  be 
violated  with  impunity  just  in  the  de 
gree  that  the  violators  escape  punisli- 
ment  by  deceit  and  cunning.  Thus  are 
the  laws  of  men  mocked  and  held  jn 
slight  esteem. 

I.enin  says  in  his  book,  ‘‘State  and 
llevolutioh**  th»t  the  State  will  remain 
in  power  until  rdl  classes  are  almlished 
and  with  the  abolition  of  class  distinc- 
tions the  State  will  disappear.  This 
fallacy  is  continually,  repeated  by  the 
supporters  of  Lenin. 

The  ei^Hriencc  of  history  demon 
strates  that,  any  institution  based  upon 
force  must  necessarily  maintain  itself 
by  virtue  of  the  principle  which  brouglif 
it  into  being  and  its  development  rest* 
also  upon  the  measure  in  wbich  this

on  Pu^et  Sound.  We  had  known  that  these  two  had  been  wanted  In

ly  must  have  been  blind.  Netwr  would  she  have  sent  him  to  our 
house  if  she  had  had  the  slightest  inkling  of  these  twisted  degen- 
erate traits  in  her  son.  I hesitated  for  se-verai  days  to  dis- 
close the  truth  about  Donald.  At  the  same  time,  I felt  tnat  the 
■blindness  of  thio  unfox-t'unate  mother  must  have  contributed  to  the 
marring  of  her  child.  Sooner  or  later,  she  would  have  to  face 
the  tragic  facts,  and  there  was  so  much  involved  in  Donald’s 
relation  to  us  and  to  our  work  that  I could  not  keep  the  matter 
under  cover.  Without  further  delay,  then,  I wrote  an  article  for 
our  magazine  giving  the  whole  history  of  the  case.  Before  the 
article  was  set  up,  I received  word  from  the  people  connected  wltn 
the  defense  or  tne  two  men  to  wait  with  the  disclosure  until  the 
trial,  whon  Donald  would  most  likely  be  called  into  court  to 
testify.  I had  always  hated  subterfuge  of  any  kind,  bux  I could 
not  go  against  the  wishes  of  the  people  in  charge  of  the  Schmidt- 
Caplan  case.  I sought  some  means  of  relief  from  the  ghastly  Vose 
experience  in  immediate  activities  to  arouse  interest  In  and. to 
raise  funds  for  the  accused  men. 

During  my  illness,  Matthew  Schmidt  had  been  sacrificed  to 
the  Merchants*  Manufacturers'  Association,  the  Los  Angexes  Times 
an.  tile  State  of  California.  Among  the  most  important  suppox-ws 
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of  the  stauo  to  convxoi;  hxm  was  the  evidence  given  by  Donald  Voae. 
In  open  coxiri,  face  to  face  with  hie  vlotxm,  he  aomi  uxed  having 
been  in  the  employ  of  William  J.  B\una  sxnce  May,  i914.

1 ’ One  hundred  and  Iwonty-fivc  persons 
were  -arrested  there  for  picketing  on 
January  4.  Charges  had  not  been  died 
. against  them  at  the  time  of  the  report. 
Tl*e  City  Council  of  Walsenberg  de- 
' clannl  the  mayor  dictator  of  Walsen- 
berg  and  ruled  that  no  public  meetings 
should  be  held  without  his  permission. 
The  strikers  plan  to  continue  their 
meetings  despite  this  order,  it  is  under* 
^ . stood,  and  further  arrests  are  to  be  ex* 
pected. 

Comrade.s  in  Mexico 

OME  inontliB  ago  The  Road  to 
FarKDOM  rcporte<l  the  arrest  of 
Librado  Rivera  and  other  com- 
rades in  Mexico  by  the  Cnlles  “labor” 
government.  After  seven  months  of 
arbitrary  imprisonment,  most  of  this 
time  awaiting  trial,  Librado  Rivera  was 
unconditionally  released  on  November 
4 by  order  of  the  t rTaFjudge,  although 
in  reality  by  order  of  Calle?«  himself, 
as  Rivera’s  imprisonment  had  aroused 
nuich  protest  in  the  Spanisli  radical 
pres.s  of  different  countries  and  parti- 
t cularly  from  “Cultura  Proletarin”  of 
New  York.  It  is  a bit  of  irony  that  at 
times  there  is  more  freedom  of  express- 
I ■ ion  in  prison  than  on  the  outside,  and 
^ this  being  so  in  Rivera’s  case  lie  lost  no 
i time  in  getting  busy  with  his  pen  while 
there,  sending  his  writings  to  the  Span- 
ish labor  press  in  different  countries. 
This  made  him  an  uncomfortalde  pris- 
oner and  Calles  decided  to  ^ot  rid  of 
him  by  putting  his  prisoner  where  he 
had  to  stop — on  the  outside!  Calles 
and  his  man  Friday,  Morones,  know 
how  to  do  this. 

The  other  two  comrade.s  impri.soned 
with  Rivera  had  been  released  a short 
time  previously.  One  of  them,  Ibarra, 
was  kept  in  prison  for  six  months  for 
the  crime  of  selling  “Sagitario”,  the 
paper  in  which  Rivera  attacked  Calle.s 
and  Obregon  for  their  barbarous  war- 
^ fare  on  the  Yaqni  Indians.  Ibarra  did 
not  even  know  how  to  read.  Tl)c  other 
comrade,  Flores,  a well  read  man,  was 
also  imprisoned  for  six  months  l)ecAtise 
he  openly  expressed  his  sympathy  for 
tile  work  of  Rivera. 

After  being  held  in  prison  nearly  six 
months  without  a trial,  Rivera  was  tried 
and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  pen- 
itentiary for  “Inciting  the  People  to 
Anarchy,”  “Making  a Public  Apology 
, of  Anarchy,”  and,  “Insults  to  the  Presi- 
d'*nt.”  Rivera  stood  for  an  iincondi- 
{C^ntmuid  on  fagt  6) 


tic  peraonaliVy  that  amarfa  most  under 
bur  social  injustice  and  tyranny,  per- 
sonalities who  find  in  tlie  act  the  only 
bberating  outlet  for  their  harassed 
soul,  who  must  cry  out,  even  at  the  ex- 
pense of  tlicir  own  lives,  against  the 
apathy  and  indifference  in  tlie  face  of 
our  social  crimes  and  wrongs.  More 
Uian  must  revolutionists,  Peter  Kropot- 
kin felt  deeply  with  the  spiritual  hun- 
ger of  such  men,  which  culminatrs  in 
the  individual  act  and  which  is  but  the 
forerunner  of  collective  insurrection— - 
the  spark  that  heralds  a new  Dawn. 

Hut  IMer  Kropotkin  did  more.  He 
also  felt  with  the  social  pariah,  with 
him  who  through  hunger,  drudgery,  and 
lack  of  joy  strikes  down  one  of  the  class 
rt'sponsible  for  the- horror  and  despair 
of  the  pariah’s  life.  Tliis  was  particu- 
larly demonstrated  in  the  case  of  Luc- 
cheni,  who  was  denounced  and  denied  by 
nearly  all  other  radicals.  Yet  no  one 
could  possibly  have  had  such  an  ahhor- 
ence  of  violence  and  destruction  of  life, 
as  Kropotkin;  nor  yet  be  so  tender  and 
sympathetic  to  all  pain  and  suffering. 
Only  tliat  he  was  too  universal,  too  big 
a nature  to  indulge  in  shallow  moral 
censorship  of  violence  at  the  bottom, 
knouing  as  he  did — that  it  is  but  a re- 
flex of  organized,  systematic,  legal  vio- 
lence on  top.

Those  who  constantly  prate  of 
conditions  as  the  omnipotent  fac- 
tor in  determining  character  and 
shaping  ideas,  will  And  it  very  difficult 
to  explain  the  personality  and  spirit  of 
Peter  Kropotkin. 

Bom  of  a serf-owning  family  and 
reared  in  the  atmosphere  of  serfdom  all 
about  him,  the  life  of  Peter  Kropotkin 
and  his  revolutionary  activity  for  al- 
most sixty  years  stand  a living  proof 
against  the  shallow  contention  of  the 
superior  potency  of  conditions  o\er  the 
latent  force  in  a man  to  map  out  his 
own  course  in  bfe.  And  that  foi«'i-  in 
our  comrade  was  his  revolutionary 
spirit,  so  elemental,  so  impelling  that 
it  |)enneated  his  whole  being  and  gave 
new  meaning  and  color  to  his  • ntire 


It  was  this  all-absorbing  revolution- 
ary fire  that  burned  away  the  barriers 
that  separated  Kropotkin,  the  aristo- 
crat,^ from  the  common  people,  and 
flamed  a clear  vision  all  through  his  life. 
It  filled  him,  the  child  of  luxury,  of  re- 
finement, the  heir  of  a brilliant  < areer, 
with  but  one  ideal,  one  purpose  in  life — 
the  liberation  of  the  liumaii  race  from 
serfdom,  from  all  physical  as  wi  II  as 
spiritual  serfdom.  How  faithfully  he 
has  pursued  that  course,  only  those  can 
appreciate  who  know  the  life  and  work 
of  Peter  Kropotkin. 

Another  very  striking  feature  char- 
acteristic of  this  man  is  that  he,  of  all 
revolutionists,  should  have  had  the 
deepest  faith  in  the  jwople,  in  their  in- 
nate possibilities  to  reconstruct  society 
in  harmony  with  their  needs.  Indeed, 
the  W'orkers  and  the  ]>easant8  an-,  to 
Kropotkin,  the  onc.s  to  hand  down  the 
spirit  of  resistance,  of  insurrection,  to 
posterity.  They,  unsophisticated  and 
untampered  by  artificiality,  have  al- 
ways instinctively  rc.sentod  oppression 
and  tvrannv. 

Possibly^  Kropotkiir.s  faith  in  the 
people  springs  from  lii.s  own  simplicity 
of  soul  — a simplicity  which  was  the 
dominant  factor  of  his  whole  make-up. 
It  ■ is  because  of  this,  even  more  than 
because  of  his  powerful  mentality,  that 
Revolution,  to  Peter  Kropotkin,  signi- 
fied the  inevitable  sociologic  impetus  to 
all  life,  all  change,  all  growth.  Even  as 
Anarchism,  to  him,  meant  not  a mere 
theory,  a .school,  or  a tendency,  but  the 
eternal  yearning,,  the  reaching  out  of 
man  for  liberty,  fellow Nbip,  and  expan- 
sion. 

yoBsibly  tliis  may  also  explain  the 
truly  human  attitude  nf  Peter  Kropot- 
kin toward  the  propagandi.sts  of  deed. 
Never  once  in  all  bis  revolutionary 
career  has  our  coiura<lc  passed  judg- 
metit  on  those  whom  most  so-called  rev- 
olutionists bad  only  too  willingly  shak- 
en off — ])nrtly  liocnuse  of  ignorance, 
and  partly  because  of  cowardice — those 
who  hftd  committed  pfilitical  arts  of 
violence.  \ 

P|^er  Propotkin  kn«-w  that  it  is  gen- 
erally the  most  sensitive  and  sympathc- 


WK  Anarchists,  whatever  our 
particular  interpretation  of 
radical  doctrines,  we  are  the 
heirs  of  Peter  Kropotkin,  and  we  are  all 
ins})ired  by  a strong  sense  of  gratitude, 
of  affection  and  admiration.  It  is  bc- 
cau.se  of  his  labors  that  Anarchism  has 
won  the  “right  of  citizenship”  among 
modern  sciences  and  philosophie.s — we 
owe  it  chiefly  to  him,  and  we  say  this 
without  tlie  least  wish  to  disparage  the 
great  services  to  the  cause  of  liberty 
given  by  other  comrades  the  world  over. 

E.'ipecially  do  we  love  and  admire 
Kropotkin,  because  he  has  most  unsel- 
fishly devoted  his  whole  life  to  the  cause 
of  human  emancipation.  He  has  given 
his  great  talents  and  all  his  wonderful 
energy  to  the  service  of  the  proletariat: 
his  poverty  was  his  greatest  crown. 
He  could  have  been  one  of  the  powerful 
of  the  earth,  one  of  the  privileged  of 
the  bourgeoisie.  He  preferred  to  cast 
in  his  lot  with  the  oppressed  and  disin- 
herited, preferred  to  be  persecuted  and 
impri.soned,  rather  than  to  be  “the  darl- 
ing of  Hie  great.”  His  vast  learning 
and  all  the  power  nf  his  intellect  he  has 
eon.serrated  to  the  common  people,  and 
he  1ms  proved  the  greatest  thinker  and 
propagandist  of  Anarchism. 

Pardon  these  words  if  they  seem  like 
adulation.  Tlicy  are  the  spontaneous 
expression  of  our  deep  love  for  our 
great  teacher  and  comrade. 

When  we  speak  with  our  political  op- 
ponents, it  requires  hut  a few  words  to 
convince  oneself  that  even  the  bitterest 
among  them  speak  in  admiration  of 
Kropotkin.  It  is  with  a sense  of  justi- 
fied pride  that  we  say  to  them  and  to 
ourselves,  “He  is  one^of  us  I”

La  literatura  moderna  no  es  tampoco  un  factor 
desdefiable  para  suscitar  estados  de  alma  de  re- 
belidn  latente,  — ya  scan  sus  representanies  Tur- 
geniov,  Dostoyevsky,  Tolstoy,  Andreiev.  Gorki, 
Whitman,  Emerson  y muchos  otros. autores  que 
dan  forma  visible  al  espiritu  de  universal  descon- 
tento y a las  confusas  aspiraciones  de  cambios 
sociales. 

Pero  aun  de  mayor  alcance  results  el  teatro  mo- 
derno  como  una  constante  levadura  de  pensamien- 
tos  de  tinte  radical  y avanzado  y como  disemina- 
dor  de  nuevos  valores  morales. 

Puede  parecer  una  e.xageracidn  adjudicarle  al 
•teatro  tan  preponderante  rol.  Pero  si  se  estudia- 
se  el  desarrollo  y el  progreso  de  las  ideas  mo- 
dernas  en  la  mayorla  de  los  paises,  se  compro* 
baria  que  el  teatro  logrd  exponer,  encarnar  gran- 
des  verdades  sociales  y otras  \ierdades  general- 
mente  ignoradas  euando  fueron  presentadas  bajo 
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otras  vestlduras.  No  hay  duda  (jue  ex’isten  excep* 
clones,  como  pueden  ser  Rusia  y Francla. 

En  Rusia,  debldo  a la  terrible  opresidn  pollti- 
ca,  la  gente  fu^  obligada  a recogerse  en  si  mis* 
ma  y,  por  ende,  se  desarrolld  su  facultad  de  pen* 
sar.  lo  qtie  produjo  una  corriente  de  simpatia 
social  a causa  del  enorme  contra»te  Que  exisie 
entre  las  clases  intelectuales  y el  pueblo  y el  r4* 
glinen  despitico  que  desea  anlquilarlas.  No  obs- 
tante, las  grandes  obras  de  teatro  de  Tolstoy,  do 
Chejov  y de  Andre'iev,  siendo  un  flel  reflejo  do 
las  luchas,  de  las  asplracianes.  de  las  esperanzas 
del  pueblo  ruso,  todas  ellas  no  ejercieron  la  mis* 
ma  influencta  en  las  tendencias  avanzadas,  como 
sucedid  con  el  teatro  en  otros  palses. 

Sin  embargo,  ide  qu4  modo  se  podrd  negar  el 
poderoso  influjo  ejercido  en  el  comdn  sentlr  de 
la  gente,  con  el  “Poder  de  las  Tlnieblas"  o “La 
Posada  Nocturna”?  Tolstoy,  un  verdadero  cristla* 
no,  es  aalmismo  uno  de  los  mAs  grandes  enemi* 
gOR  del  cristianismo.  De  mano  maestra  traza  un 
cuadro  aleccionador  de  ese  poder  de  las  tinieblas, 
o sea  la  supersticldn  de  la  Iglesia  cristlana. 

jiCon  Qud  otro  medio  pudo  expresar,  con  mfi.s 
dram&tlca  fuerza,  la  responsabilidad  asumlda  por 
la  iglesia  por  los  crimenes  cometidos  con  las  in- 
numerables  vlctimas  que  engafid?  lY  de  qud  otro 
medio  pudo  valerse  para  despertar  la  indignacldn 
en  la  conciencia  del  hombre? 

Una  acusacidn  semejante  exlste  en  “La  Posada 
Noctuma“.  Los  parias,  detritus  social,  forzados  a 
la  pobreza  y al  crimen,  lodavla  tratan  de  aferrar* 
se  al  ultimo  vestigio  de  esperanza  y de  sus  gal* 
vanizadas  aspiraciones.  [Fracasadas  exlstenclas, 
doblegadas  y rotas  por  el  amblente! 

Francia,  por  lo  demds,  con  su  incesante  lucha 
por  la  Ubertad,  es  dertamente  la  cuna  de  las  ten- 
dencias avanzadas;  es  por  eso  que  tampoco  ella 
nccrsitd  del  teatro  como  un  medio  repulslvo... 
Asimismo  los  trabajos  de  Brieux:  Robe  Rouge 

(La  Toga  Roja),  retratando  la  terrible  corrupcidn 
Judicial;  “Les  affaires  sont  las  affaires",  de  Mir- 
beau,  pintando  los  deletSreos  efectos  del  bienestar 
en  el  esplritu,  es  una  forma  de  exponer  el  pen- 
samiento^  que,  no  hay  duda,  abarca  un  radio  mAs 
vasto  de  divulgacidn  que  todos  los  arllculos  y 
libros  que  se  pudieron  escribir  en  Francia  sobre 
las  cuestiones  socialee. 

En  palses  como  Alemania,  Escandinavla,  Ingla* 
terra  y aun  Norte  America  — aunque  en  menor 
grado  — el  teatro  es  el  vehiculo  que  realmentc 
hace  la  hlstoria,  difundiendo  Ideas  avanzadas  que, 
de  otro  modo,  no  podrlan  ser  expuestas,  ni  divul 
gadas. 

Por  lo  pronto,  tomemos  a Alemania.  Cast  du- 
rante un  cuarto  de  siglo  los  pensadores,  liombres 
de  ideas,  de  una  gran  integridad  moral,  dedica- 
ron  todo  el  trabajo  de  su  vida  a propagar  las 
vordades  de  la  fraternidad  humana,  de  la  justicia 
entre  los  oprimidos  y los  caldos.  El  soclalismo, 
el  torrente  revolucionario,  fu§  para  las  vlctimas 
de  un  inhumano  sistema  de  vida,  como  un  bafto 
primaveral  que  les  Infundla  nuevos  alientos  y es- 
peranzas. En  cambio,  las  clases  cultas  permane- 
cieron  indiferentes  e ‘impermeables  ante  ese  gran 
fendmeno  social;  para  ellos,  la  marea  revolucio- 
naria  s61o  significaba  el  murmurar  de  los  insa* 
tisfechos,  de  los  descontentos,  de  los  iletrados,  de 
los  peligrosoB,  de  los  agitadores,  qulenes,  todos 
juntos,  no  mereclan  otra  cosa  que  ser  encarce- 
lados. 

Con  la  pedante  suficiencia  de  los  cuUos,  no  pu- 


dieron comprender  que  se  hiciera  tantas  alhara> 
cas  acerca  de  miles  de  seres  que  se  mueren.  de 
hombre  — aunque  contribuyen  al  bienestar  del 
mundo.  Rodeados  de  lujo  y de  todas  las  comodi* 
dodes  imaglnables.  no  podfan  creer  que  al  lado 
suyo  viviesen  criaturas  humanas  en  una  degrada- 
cl6n  peor  que  las  bestias,  sin  techo  y cubiertas 
de  harapos,  sin  esperanza  y sin  ambicidn. 

Este  estado  de  cosas  resaltaba  con  mAs  singula- 
ridad,  partioularmente  despuds  de  la  guerra  fran* 
co-pruslana.  Ensimismada  en  la  jactancla  da  la 
victoria,  Alemania  se  engolfd  en  una  literatura 
sentimentaloide,  patriotera,  intoxicando  a la  Ju* 
ventud  con  los  sueflos  de  gloria  y de  conquistas 
y de  masacres  en  los  campos  de  batalla. 

La  vida  intelectual  de  Alemania  tuvo  que  refu* 
giarse  en  la  literatura  de  los  otros  paises,  en  las 
obras  de  Ibsen,  de  Zola,  de  Daudet,  Maupassant 
y especlalmente  en  los  trabajos  de  Dostoyevsky, 
de  Tolstoy,  de  Turgenlev.  Pero  como  un  pais  no 
puede  mantener  un  alto  n'lvel  cultural  sin  una  li- 
teratura y un  teatro  propios,  relacionado  con  su 
vida  contemporAnea,  Alemania  empezd  a crear 
gradualmente  un  teatro  que  reflejaba  las  existen- 
cias  y las  luchas  de  su  pueblo. 

Arno  Holz,  uno  de  los  jovenes  dramaturgos  de 
eete  periodo,  se  inicld  con  una  pieza  Familie  Se- 
lifcc,  que  hubo  de  promover  un  gran  revuelo  entre 
los  filisteos.  La  obra  trota  de  los  detritus  de  la 
sociedad,  hombres  y mujeres  que  viven  constan- 
temente  en  la  calle  y subsistep  alimentAndose  de 
lo  que  encuentran  entre  los  desprdicios  y la  ba* 
sura.  Un  argumento  teatral  un'  poco  truculento. 
Sin  embargo,  iquA  otro  mAtodo  se  puede  adoptar 
para  que  entre  la  verdad  ep  ciertaa  cabezas  y en 
las  almas  de  gente  que  nunca  supo  lo  que  es  el 
hnmbre  y la  miseria  y por  eso  presume  que  todo 
estA  perfectamente  organizado  en  este  mundo? 

Seria  ocioso  decir  que  esta  pieza  levantd  una 
tormenta  de  indignacldn.  Las  verdades  expuestas 
eran  un  poco  amargas  para  los  que  Vivian  en  la 
Quinta  Avenida  de  Berlin. 

No  es  que  la  Fami:ie  Selike  fuese  algo  extra* 
ordinario  que  no  se  hubiese  escrito  ya  antes,  lo- 
grando  iddnticos  resultados  literarios.  Pero  el  ta- 
lonto  dramAtico  de  Holz,  asl  como  la  poderosa 
inlerpretacidn  que  tuvo  la  obra,  le  bizo  obtener 
una  mAs  grande  resonancia,  obligando  a la  gente 
a meditar  sobre  las  terribles  desigualdades  de  que 
Se  halla  rodeada. 

Los  dramas  de  Suderman  Ehre  (El  Honor)  y 
Hcimat  ‘(Magda)  tratan  tambidn  de  temas  vita- 
les.  Ya  me  refer!  anteriormente  al  sentimentalis- 
mo  patridtico  que  le  habla  subido  a la  cabeza  «'i 
la  mayoria  de  los  alemanes,  infundidndoles  asl 
unn  falsa  concepcidn  del  honor.  Entonces  los  due- 
los  se  hallaban  a la  orden  del  dia,  costando  nume- 
rosas  Vidas.  Contra  ese  caprichoso  concepto  de 
lu  honra,  surgid  un  grito  de  admonicidn  y pro* 
te^ta  entre  los  escritores  de  ideas  mAs  avanzadas. 
Pero  nada  fuA  mAs  eficaz  y disolvente  para  esa 
epidemla  nacional  que  la  pieza  de  Suderman:  El 
Hemor. 

No  es  que  esa  obra  se  refiriera  solamente  a la 
mania  de  los  duelos,  sino  que  analizaba  el  sign!- 
ficado  esencial  del  honor,  comprobando  que  no 
era  un  sentimlento  fijo,  nato  e inamovible  sino 
que  variaba  con  cada  pueblo  y con  cada  Apoca,  de- 
pendiendo  particularmente  de  cada  etapa  de  la 
vida  social  y econdmica.  Se  desprende,  pues,  del 
argumento  de  esta  pieza,  que  un  hombre,  en  esta 
especie  de  casa  cerrada  a cal  y canto,  define  el 
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honor  que  ser&  dlferente  para  cada  uoa  de  sms 
vlctimas. 

La  familla  Heinecke  se  halla  bajo  la  proteccidn 
filantrdpioa  del  mlllonarlo  Mtlhllng  y dl  le  per- 
mlte  que  ocupe  su  casa  do  campo,  en  ausencia  de 
un  hijo  de  aqu^lla,  Roberto.  Este,  como  emplcado 
y representante  del  ricacho,  ae  halla  en  la  India, 
acumul&ndole  una  vaata  fortuna.  A su  regreso 
deacubre  que  su  hermana  fu£  aeducida  por  un 
hijo  de  Bu  amo,  quien  le  ofrece  40.000  marcoa  pa- 
ra arreglar  el  Infortunado  aaunto.  Roberto  ae  re- 
8<ente  por  el  insrulto  inferldo  al  honor  de  au  fa 
milia  e increpa  Indignado  al  mlllonario  y 6ate 
reauelve  despedirlo  por  Inaolente.  Entoncea  Ro- 
berto le  lanza  a la  cara  do  eate  prdaunto  fil&n- 
tropo  eatas  palabraa  de  amarga  acuaacidn: 

*’|Noa  eaclavlzamoa  por  ustedea,  nos  aacrifica- 
mos  haata  agotarnoa  miaerablemente  en  el  traba- 
jo,  mlentraa  que  aeducen  a nueatras  hijas  y her- 
manaa,  para  que  luego  bondadoaamente  Jntenten 
reraedlar  sua  desdichaa  con  el  oro  que  noaotros 
lea  hemoB  ganado!  lA  eeto,  ustedea  le  llaman 
honor!” 

Incidentalmente  se  habla  de  la  conoepc*I6n  del 
honor  por  uno  de  los  principalea  pcraonajea,  el 
conde  Trast,  un  hombre  muy  veraado  en  las  cos- 
tiTmbres  de’varioa  climas  y razaa,  quien  relata 
que  en  uno  de  sua  muchoa  viajea  caaualmente  ao 
encontrd  con  una  tribu  de  salvajea,  los  Que  ae 
conaideraban  mortalmente  ofendldos  si  se  lea  re* 
husaba,  junto  con  la  hoapltalldad,  los  encantoa 
de  la  mujer  del  jefe. 

I.a  obra  itfopdol,  trata  de  la  lucha  entre  las  vie 
jae  y nucvas  generaciones.  Aaunto  que  ocupa  un 
lugar  permanente  en  la  literature  teatral. 

Magda,  la  hija  del  tenlente  coronel  Schwartz, 
ccmetid  un  pecado  Imperdonable:  rechazd  el  pre- 
tcndiente  que  le  eacogiera  el  padre.  Por  haberse 
atrevido  a desobedecer  el  mandate  de  aua  mayo- 
reti,  se  la  arroja  del  hogar.  Magda,  llena  de  vida 
y de  un  pronunciado  eaplrltu  de  Independencla. 
ae  va  por  el  mundo  para  regresar  a su  ciudad 
natal  deapuda  de  dooe  afloa,  convertlda  en  una  fa- 
mosa  cantante.  Ella  conslente  en  visitar  a su  fa- 
mlliR  con  la  condlcidn  previa  que  se  respete  au 
paaado.  Pero  su  padre,  hombre  eminenteraente 
prActlco,  comlenza  a molestarla  con  aua  derechos 
patemaies.  Magda  ae  Indlgna,  mas  au  progenitor 
inalste  tanto  que  llega  a conocer  la  tragedia  de 
su  vida.  Sabe  las  relacionea  omoroaaa  que  data 
mantuvo  con  el  respetable  conaejero  von  Keller  en 
sua  diaa  de  estudiante,  cuando  ella  bregaba  poi 
independizarse  social  y econdmlcamente.  La  con* 
secuencla  de  este  fugaz  romance  fud  un  niflo,  a 
quien  el  padre  abandond  antes  de  nacer.  La  mar- 
cial  rigidez  del  padre  de  Magda,  exige  de  von  Ke- 
ller la  reparacldn  de  la  falta,  legalizando  eaa  aven- 
tura  amorosa.  En  vista  del  6xito  social  y profe- 
aional  de  Magda,  el  conaejero  ae  slente  blen  pre- 
dlapueato  a acceder  a ese  pedido,  con  la  condicidn 
que  ella  abandone  el  teatro  y coloque  el  niflo  en 
un  orfellnato  o en  una  instltucldn.  La  lucha  en- 
tre 1o  Viejo  y lo  nuevo  culmina  con  estas  pala- 
bras  retadoras  de  Magda:  "Lea  dlrd  lo  que  pienso 
do  ustedea  — ustedea  que  conatituyen  la  muy  res- 
petable sociedad.  lYo  aerla  imicho  peor  ai  prolon 
gara  mi  exiatencia  entre  ustedea,  validndome  de 
una  mentira!  iPara  qud  quiero  este  oro  que  re- 
cubre  mi  cuerpo,  nl  el  blasdn  y el  lustre  que  ro 
dea  ml  nombre,  si  esto  no  harfi.  sino  acrecentar 
ml  infamia?  iAcaso  no  Irabajo  hace  ya  m&a  do 
dlez  afloa?  iAcaso  no  tej!  este  vestldo  durante 


mucbaa  nocbea  de  Insomnlo?  ml  carrera  no 
fu^  construlda  paso  a paso,  al  igual  que  muchas 
otraa  como  yo?  iPor  qud  me  be  de  ruborlzar  ante 
nadle?  Yo  aoy  yo,  y por  nds  propiaa  obras  llegud 
a ser  lo  que  soy'*. 

El  tema  general  de  Maffda  — la  lucha  entre  las 
viejas  y nuevas  generaciones  — no  ea  novedoso 
nl  original.  Rrevlamente  fud  desenvuelto  magis- 
tralmente  por  Turgenlev  en  Padres  e Hijos  al 
deacribir  el  advenimiento  de  una  nueva  dpoca. 
Mas,  aunque  artlsticamente  Inferior  al  trabajo  del 
noveltata  ruso,  Magda  — preaentando  a uno  da 
lea  dos  sexos  en  el  deapertar  de  su  nuevo  dere- 
cho  — logrd  ser  un  poderoso  factor  revoluclona- 
rlo,  principalmente  por  haber  sldo  expuesto  en  la 
tribuna  de  un  teatro. 

Un  dramaturge  que  no  aolamente  hubo  de  ser 
uh  pregdn  de  Ideas  radlcalea,  sino  que  literalmen- 
te  revoluciond  a la  Alemania  del  pensamiento,  fud 
Gerardo  Hauptnuinn.  Su  prlmera  obra  teatral 
fud  “Vor  Sonrunaufgang**  (Antes  del  Amanecer), 
la  que,  rechazada  por  todos  los  principalea  dlrec- 
tores  de  com-pafllaa,  pudo,  flnalmente,  aparecer 
en  eacena  en  el  teatro  Lessing.  Pud  como  un  re 
l&mpago  que  ilumlnara  todo  el  horizonte  social. 
Su  argumento  trata  de  los  grandes  latifundiataa 
lletradoa,  Ignorantea  y de  aus  esclavos,  del  mlamo 
calibre  mental.  El  Influjo  embrutecedor  del  bien- 
eatar  material  en  amboa,  en  la  victima  y en  el 
amo,  ae  hace  resaltar  con  los  colores  mAa  vlvldoa 
en  BUS  consecuencias  de  embriaguez,  de  ldio(tez  y 
degeneracidn.  Pero  la  parte  mAa  sallente  de  Vor 
Soiinenaufgang  ea  cuando  se  auscita  la  cuestldn 
sobre  los  padres  corrompidos  y degeneradoa,  quie- 
nes  condben  hljos.  sin  preocuparse  nl  por  un  ins- 
tan  te  por  la  salud  de  datos. 

En  la  aegunda  representacldn  de  esta  pieza  uno 
de  los  cirujanos  mAs  conocldos  de  Berlin  causd 
un.  gran  escAndalo  al  enarbolar  sobre  su  cabeza 
un  par  de  forceps,  gritando  a voz  en  cuello:  “La 
moralldad  y la  decencla  de  Alemania  pronto  ha- 
brA  de  hallarae  por  los  sueloa,  ai  desde  el  tablado 
de  un  teatro  ae  empleza  a diacutlr  ablertamento 
el  nacimiento  de  nuesitros  nlfios”. 

El  cirujano  ha  s’ido  olvidado,  mlentraa  Haupt 
man  quedd  ante  el  mundo  como  una  de  las  en- 
cwmbradas  figuras  literarias. 

Cuando  Die  Webern  ‘(Los  Tejedores)  fueron  lle- 
vadoa  a esoena  por  prlmera  vez.  se  produjo  un 
verdadero  pandemonium  en  la  tlerra  de  los  poetaa 
y de  los  penaadorea.  Los  moralistaa  ch'illaron: 
"iCdmo,  loB-  trabajadores,  eaos  inmundos,  esos  ea- 
clavos  apareciendo  en  la  escena  como  ijeraona- 
jea!  |La  pobreza  en  todos  aus  horrores  y su  repug- 
nante  fealdad  ha  de  sernoa  escanclada  como  una 
diversidn,  despuda  de  cenar!  Esto  es  ya  dema- 
aindo!” 

En  verdad,  era  demaaiado  para  eaa  obesa  y re- 
chonchona  burguesla  que  ae  le  enfrentara  con 
todoa  los  horribles  y miserandos  episodioa  de  la 
exiatencia  de  los  .tejedores.  Era  demaaiado  para 
ellos  porque  la  verdad  y la  realidad  sonaban  co- 
mo un  trueno  en  los  sordos  oldos  de  esa  sociedad 
de  satisfechos,  en  su  T accuse  t 

Era  natural  que  en  esa  metrdpoll  todos  supic- 
ran,  antes  que  se  publlcase  ese  drama,  que  no  se 
puede  engordar  sin  devorar  el  producto  del  tra- 
bajo ajeno,  que  el  bleneetar  no  puede  ser  ateso- 
rado  sino  a travAs  de  los  conductos  de  la  pobreza, 
del  hambre  y del  frio;  mas  esas  cosas  es  mejor 
rclegarlas  a la  obacuridad.  s'Ino  las  victimas  pue- 
den  deapertar,  comprendlendo  cuAl  ea  au  sUua- 
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t\6n.  Pero  ese  es  et  prop6sito  del  drama  modemo, 
elevar  la  condencla  e infundlr  una  nueva  fe  en 
lo8  oprimidoa  para  qua  reacclou/ea  contra  sub 
opresores.  Y este  tamblto  fu4  el  objetlvo  de 
Hauptmann,  al  pintar  la  vlda  de  los  tejedores  de 
Sileflla.  Estos  seres  bumanos,  que  trabajaban  die- 
ciocho  boras  diarias  no  ganando  siqulera  para 
pan  y combustible  con  que  calentarse;  seres  hu- 
nianos  condenados  a vlvir  en  desportllladas  y su- 
cias  cbozas  cubLertas  de  nieve  y sin  m^  que 
trapos  para  protegerse  del  frio;  nifios  de  tlerna 
edad  con  eecorbuto  debldo  al  hambre  y a la  de* 
bil'idad;  mujeres  prelLadas,  con  la  tlsls  prendida 
a los  pulmones.  Las  victlmas  de  la  benevolencia 
de  csta’4poca  cristiana,  sin  &nimo  para  vlvir,  sin 
esperanza  y sin  abrigo.  Ah,  si,  toda  esta  exhlbi- 
cidn  de  las  asquerosas  lacras  sociales  era  dema- 
slado  para  esa  burguesla  alemana. 


La  versatllldad  del  talento  dramAtico  de  Haupt- 
mann, le  babllitd  para  la  trasposicldn  a la  forma 


artlsUca  de  oualquler  estadlo  de  la  vlda  social. 
Aparte  de  baber  sabldo  retrotraer.  de  manera 
magistral,  los  lacerantes  efectos  de  las  condldo- 
nes  econdmlcas,  se  apllcd  a exponer  la  lucba  del 
Indlvlduo  en  el  logro  de  su  llbertad  mental  y es- 
plritual,  desprendididose  de  la  esclavitud  de  los 
ccnvencionallsmos  y de  la  tradlcldn.  As!  Heinrich, 
el  forjador  de  campanas,  en  la  obra  dramAtica. 
poema  en  prosa,  Die.  Verstinkene  Olocke  (La  cam- 
pana  sumergida)  fracasa  al  intentar  alcanzar  los 
picos  de  la  llbertad,  porque,  como  dice  Rautende- 
lein,  vlvl6  miucbo  tiempo  en  el  valle.  Lo  mismo  le 
Bucede  con  el  Dc.  Vockrath  y Ana  Maar,  quienes 
se  convlerten  en  almas  solitarlas  por  carecer  de 
fuerzas  para  derrotar  las  veneradas  tradiclones. 
Pero  aslmisnu)  la  tragedla  de  sus  existencias 
despiertan,  de  rechazo,  el  esplritu  de  rebeltdn 
contra  un  mtundo  que  contlniia  aberrojando  la 
emancipacidn  individual  y social.

Tha  faw  attampta  wa  made  on  Sunday  and  tha  increasad 
attandanoa  at  tha  paid  lacturas  went  to  tha  head  of  some  of  our  vary 
anthusiaetio  oomradas.  Thay  insisted  that  I must  tsamaln  in  Toronto 
for  anothar  yaar*  That  thay  would  raise  tha  naoassary  amount  to  haap 
ma  going  and  that  thay  wera  sura  of  evan  gi^eater  suooass  If  I will 
giTa  a new  aarias  of  lacturas*  I had  my  frobodlngs,but  as  I had  no 
particular  placia  to  go  to  and  it  seamod  reasonabla  to  want  to  giva 
Toronto  and  othar  oitlas  a more  systainatic  trial  I dalcdad  to  remain. 
Tha  two  savaral  American  woman, sculptures, friends  of  mine  re&dlng 
in  Toronto  offered  to  arrange  four  lectures  on  drama  thamasa  at 
admsiion  in  order  to  raise  anough  to  secure  ma  for  tha  sunimer* 
Their  intentions  were  certainly  admirable, but  tha  result  was  poor# 

Tha  attenanoa  was  hardly  worth  the  effort*  But  as  I was  datarmined 
not  to  lose  patience  and  to  try  all  the  potaga  stamps  I could  buy

Tha  summer  had  bearly  begun  whan  several  of  tha  Toronto

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Tli«  most  paioiful  boar  wasn't  laoir  of  fund  as  tha

In  thB  Saooo-VansBttl  caB«.  With  tha  oxcBpilon  of  a f®w  InBignif leant 
«#Btln«B  h*ld  by  th*  CoDuaunlBta  for  their  propxjfcanda  rather  than  to  Ba 
aid  our  heroic  oomradeB  nothing  waa  being  done*  Therewx  waB  no  one  to 
help  with  a meetlngo  and  my  repeated  attemptB  to  place  the  oaoe  before 
the  public  through  the  dally  preBB  met  with  failure*  Finally  In  Aug 
during  the  dreadful  ten  dayB  of  cruel  reBPlte  given  our  oomradoB  I 
did  manage  to  get  up  a very  good  meeting  In  the  Labour  ^emple  In 
Toronto*  The  day  after  every  paper  reported  the  meeting  quite  favoraby 
and  given  gave  the  reaolutlonB  aPBt  copleo  of  which  were  eent  to  the 
TorquomadoeB  of  MaBeachetto*  Aieo  Bome  money  wao  raloed  which  wae

The  murder  of  our  comradee  Sacco  and  Vanxettl  and  the 
paralyzing  indifference  to  the  crime  on  the  part  of  the  American 
woriterB  together  with  th#  anxity  of  my  fpthcomlng  lecturea  threw 
me  on  my  back  and  laid  me  up  for  weelcB*  In  wae  In  Buoh  condition  that 
I had  to  BUPervlB#  the  organization  of  the  Sacco  Vanzetti  kemorlal 
meeting  and  act  In  an  half  dozen  capacltieB'  becauee  we  could  find 
no  one  to  preBlde*  But  the  strain  and  pain  were  well  worth  while. 

The  »i«aorlal  meeting  waz  one  of  the  moot  ImpresBlve  affaire  Toronto 
ever  law.  People  are  always  willing  to  d more  for  the  dead  than  the 

living.  And  radloalB  make  no  exception  In  thlB  regard* 

The  flrBt  gathering  we  held  to  arrange  my  eerleB  of  imMXa. 
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Forty  Ptfoplo  for^ataorod  at  the  homo  of  my  good  friend 
and  "landlady"  Esther  Laddon  to  make  rini*!  arraaijementa  for  my 
saries  of  1 8 lectures*  But  when  It  oaioe  to  the  actual  work  there 
were  not  more  than  mi  hail'  aoxun  who  remalnod  active  and  vorlced 
Jualosuly  to  make  the  venture  a success  amon^  them  the  most  active 
and  faithful  were  a few  young  people, my  devoted  friend  and  eeoretary 
Mollis  Aokei^an,Kuth  Schwarts,  Jane  Cohen  and  a few  others*  While 
Mr  C.M.H,lsnt  hie  office  as  a head  qu  . ter, his  telephone  and  even  much 
of  the  time  of  hie  stenographc-.r#  ^f  course  the  Yiddish  comrades 
helped  with  the  distribution  of  cards*  But  the  expences  in  halls, 
printing  and  advertising  swalloed  up  most  of  our  receipts*  The 
latter  were  not  very  largo  because  most  of  the  subjects  attracted 
but  small  audlcnoes*  The  best  attended  were  the  lectures  on  G*B* 
um'mw  Shaw,  on  Sex,  on  ffnlt  vmiu.ia:i  : nc  even  more  so  on  Why  I am  an 
Anarchist*  This  lecture  also  nrouued  the  fiercest  and  most  Interestlnr': 
dlsouBBlcn#  This  _*;ocB  to  prove  that  even  in  Church  ridden  Toronto 

there  is  conflderable  interest  in  Anarchism* 

In  the  begining  of  the  talk  about  a winter  series  of 

lectures  some  money  had  been  subscribed  as  a guarantee  fuxid*  Of  that 
^5C  had  to  be  returned,  the  r»st  was  turned  over  to  me  as  the  only 
sum  left  over  and  above  the  expences  of  the  lectures*  In  all  many 
summer  months  of  stronuous  work  to  prepai’e  the  material  and  nine 
weeks  of  actual  lecture  work  luft  a surplus  of  about  $180«  But  as 
on®  does  not  live  by  bread  alone, one  bad  to  be  oontont  with  the  moral 
reeftlt  of  whloh  there  were  a plenty*  What  I could  not  do  at  my  meeting 
1 did  throueh  the  Toronto  Star  which  gave  very  favorable  repo/rte 
of  all  the  lecture a thus  making  It  poaalble  for  me  to  reach  large  ^

Max  Halbe,  autor  de  Jugend  (Juventud)  y We- 
dekind en  FruhUng*8  Erwachort  (Despertar  de 
primavera),  slembran  a manos  llenas  ideas  y no- 
clones  que  van  contra  la  moral  corrlente.  Tratan 
del  nlflo  y de  la  espesa  Ignorancla  y del  estrecho 
puiitanlsmo  coa  quo  so  afronta  el  despertar  de 
su  naturaloza.  Esto  es  partlcularmente  clerto  en 
Fruhling*s  Erwaohen,  Son  jdvenes  muchachos  y 
miichachas  a qulenes  se  sacrlflca  en  el  altar  de 
una  falsa  educacldn  y de  nuestra  repugnante  mo- 
ralldad,  prohibldndoles  los  plaoeres  proplos  do  Is 
juvonlnd,  una  cuestl6n  tan  Imperlosa  para  la  sa- 
lud  y el  bienestar  moral  de  la  socledad,  — lo 
quo  en  deflnltlva  constltuyo  los  orlgenes  de  la 
vlda  y de  bus  f unclones.  Ahl  se  demuestra  cdmo 
una  madre  — una  verdadera  madre  — mantlene 
en  absoluta  ignorancla  a una  jovencita  de  cator-

Heferente  a la  fatalldad  de  la  hlpocresla  pu> 
rltana,  en  esos  asuntos,  Wedekind  suglere  que  s^l 
la  mayor  parte  de  nuestra  adolescencla  precoz  es 
vfctlma  de  su  ignorancla  sexual,  se  debe  a los 
maestros,  a los  mentores,  qulenes  carecen  en  ab- 
solute de  sensatez  para  gularlos  cuando  despier- 
tan  BUS  naturalezas. 

Wendla,  la  herolna  de  la  obra  de  Wedekind, 
slngularmente  desarrollada  para  su  edad  y aler- 
ts de  esplrltu,  trata  d«  Inqulrlr  de  su  mamd.  de- 
seando  le  expllque  los  mlsteiios  de  la  vlda.  Dice: 

— Tengo  una  hermana  que  ya  hace  dos  ados  y 
medio  que  est&  casada.  He  sldo  tfa  por  dos  veces 
y no  poseo  la  menor  Idea  de  c6mo  sucede  eso. 
iNo  te  enojes,  querida  mamA!  4A  quldn  si  no  a 
ti  debo  preguntarte  estas  cosas?  No  me  retes  por 
lo  que  te  dlgo.  Dame  una  respuesta.  iCdmo  su- 
cede? Tu  no  puedes  engafiarte  ni  a mi  tampoco, 
que  ya  tengo  14  ados,  creyendo  en  la  clgUefta  co- 
mo  portadora  de  chicos... 

Esta  mam&,  si  ella  misma  no  hublese  sldo  vie- 
lima  de  las  nociones  de  una  falsa  moral,  con  una 
razonable  y afectuosa  expl'icacldn  habrla  salvado 
a su  hlja.  Pero  la  madre  convenclonal  trata  de 
esconder  su  flctlclo  pudor  y,  embarazada,  contes- 
ts con  una  evasiva: 

— Para  tener  nifios,  se  deberd  amar  al  hombre 
con  qulen  se  estd.  caaado.  Debe  am&rsele,  Wendla, 
aunque  td  no  te  halles  en  edad  de  comprender  lo 
que  es  amor.  Ya  lo  sabes,  querida. 

De  lo  muebo  que  saba  Wendla  la  madre  llega  a 
darse  cuenta  demaslado  tarde.  La  predez  de  la 
muchacha  le  parece  a dsta  hidropesla.  Y cuando 
la  madre,  desesperada,  le  grits:  “No  es  hidrope- 
sia  lo  que  tlenes,  slno  un  nlfio,  la  agon'izante 
Wendla,  despavorida,  exclama:  “Pero  no  es  posl- 
ble.  mamd,  gi  todavla  no  estoy  casada.  Oh,  mamd. 


ipor  qu6  me  ocultaste  la  verdad  y no  me  lo  dl- 
jiste  todo?” 

Con  igual  estupldez  un  rauchacho,  Morris,  es 
inducido  al  suicidio  porque  es  reprobado  en  los 
ex&menes.  Y a Melchor,  el  joven  padre  del  n’ifio 
quo  no  nacid  de  Wendla,  se  le  Interna  en  una  ca- 
sa  de  correccidn  para  que,  en  su  temprano  des- 
pertar sexual,  bajo  los  ojos  do  los  maestros  y ios 
parientes,  lo  lleven  a la  degeneracidn. 

Durante  muchos  aftos,  los  hombres  y las  muje- 
res  de  pensamiento  de  Alemanis,  abogaron  por  la 
Imperlosa  necesldad  del  desahogo  sexual.  Mutter- 
schutz,  una  publlcacidn  dedicada  a la  franca  e 
Inteligente  discus'idn  del  problems  sexual,  condu- 
jo  una  campafia  de  propaganda  en  eate  sentido 
durante  bastante  tiempo.  Pero  le  estaba  reserva- 
do  al  talento  dram&tico  de  Wedekind  ejercer  una 
influencia  preponderante  en  el  pensamiento  de  sus 
contemporineos  y a un  grado  que  se  obligd  a In- 
troduclr  una  clase  de  psicologla  sexual  en  las  es- 
cuelas  de  Alemania. 

Escandinavla,  lo  mismo  que  Alemania,  se  balls- 
ba  en  un  puesto  avanzado  en  su  actividad  teatral, 
m&s  que  en  otro  gdnero  literario.  Mucho  antes 
que  apareclera  Ibsen  la  escena,  BJorson,  el 
gran  ensayista,  trond  con  su  voz  contra  la  irrl- 
tanle  desigualdad  e Injustlcia  que  prevalecen  en 
esos  pafses.  Pero  fud  una  voz  que  predicaba  en 
desierto,  una  voz  que  alcanzd  a los  menos.  No 
sucedid  lo  mtsmo  con  Ibsen.  Sus  obras  Brand,  Ca- 
sa de  Mufiecad,  Las  Puntales  de  la  Sociedad,  Es- 
pectros,  Vn  Enemigo  del  Pueblo,  ban  minado  las 
antiguas  conoepciones.  reemplaz&ndolas  con  otras 
piodernas  y con  un  sentido  m&s  realists  y al  mis- 
mo  tiempo  Ideal  de  la  vida.  Baata  s61o  leer  Brand 
para  comprender  esta  concepcidn  mpderna;  pon- 
gamos,  por  ejemplo,  la  religidn  — la  rellgidn  co- 
mo  un  ideal  para  ser  realizado  en  la  tierraj  rell- 
gidn  de  la  fratemldad  humana,  de  solidarldad  y 
de  bondad. 

Ibsen  es  el  que  odl6  con  m&s  intensidad  los 
vergonzosos  males  sociales,  arrancando  el  velo  de 
la  hlpocresla  que  los  cubrls.  Su  trabajo  demoledor 
mds  notable  se  encuentra  en  los  cuatro  puntos 
cardinales  que  soportan  el  armazdn  de  la  socle- 
dad:  primero,  la  mentlra,  en  la  que  descansa  to- 
da  la  vida  contempordnea;  segundo,  la  futilidad 
do  los  sacrificlos  predlcados  por  nuestros  c6dl- 
gos  morales;  tercero,  las  conslderaciones  de  or- 
den  material,  resultando  de  ello  que  el  dnico  dios 
es  el  cuUo  de  la  mayorla;  cuarto,  la  deletdrea  in- 
fluenda  del  provincialismo.  Estos  cuatro  princl- 
plos  recorren,  como  un  leit-mctiv,  la  mayorla  de 
las  obras  teatrales  de  Ibsen,  sobre  todo  en  Los 
Puntales  de  la  Sodedad,  Casa  de  Muilecas,  Es- 
pcctros  y en  Un  Enemigo  del  Pueblo, 

{Los  Puntales  de  la  Socledad!  Qu4  formidable 
acusacldn  contra  la  estructura  social  que  descan- 
sa sobre  esos  podridos  puntales  — puntales  boni- 
tamente  pintados  y aparentemente  intactos,  ocul- 
tando  su  verdadero  estado  de  podredumbre.  iY 
cudles  son  esos  puntales? 
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LA  PROTESTA 


£1  consul  Bemlck,  en  la  cima  m&s  alia  de  bu 
earrera  financlera  y social,  es  el  benefactor  de 
EU  Ciudad,  el  fuerte  puntal  de  la  comunidad  Que 
logrd  llegar  a la  cima  a trav^s  de  los  conductoa 
de  la  mentira,  del  fraude  y del  dolo.  Le  hurtd  a 
8U  m&s  inttmo  amigo  Johann,  su  buen  renombre. 
traiciond  a Lona  Hessel,  la  mtijer  amada,  para 
rasarse  con  bu  hermana  por  razones  de  dinero. 
Estuvo  cnriqueci^ndose  con  turbias  transacciones, 
bajo  la  hola  de  parra  del  hicn  comtin  y luego  llega 
al  colmo  cuando  pretende  poner  en  peligro  unas 
ctianlas  Vidas  humanas  allstando  el  barco  Indian 
Oirl,  que  se  halla  en  p^simas  condiciones  de  na- 
vfgacidn,  para  hundirlo  en  alia  mar. 

Mas  el  regreso  de  Lona  le  induce  a meditar 
acerca  de  lo  vacia  que  es  su  vida,  encontr&ndola 
e&trecha,  mezquina,  desprovlsta  de  todo  sentido 
hvmano.  Trata  de  aplacar  su  conclendia  con  la 
esperanza  de  que  podria  despejar  el  camlno,  pro- 
piciando  una  existencia  mejor  para  su  hljo  y la 
nueva  generacidn.  Pero  esa  Oltima  esperanza  cae 
hecha  afiicos  al  comprender  la  verdad  de  que  na- 
d?,  puede  ser  construido  sobre  la  mentira.  En  el 
momenlo  culmlnante  en  que  todo  se  halla  prepa* 
rado  para  oelebrar  los  festejos  dedlcados  al  gran 
benefactor  de  la  comunidad  con  banquetes  de  ho- 
menajes,  dl  se  yergue,  poseldo  por  un,  arranque 
viril  de  espiritu,  y confiesa  al  pueblo  que  se  ha 
congregado  para  festejarle: 

“No  tengo  ningun  derecho  a este  homenaje.  Mis 
conciudadanos  deben  conocerme  interiormente. 
Dejad  que  todos  nos  examlnemos  por  igual  y per- 
mitidme  predecir  que  desde  este  memorable  aeon- 
teclmiento  comienzan  los  tlempos  nuevos.  Lo  Vie- 
jo, con  sus  falsos  oropeles,  su  hipocresia,  con  su 
vacuidad,  descansando  exclusivamente  sobre  la 
mentira  y su  lastimosa  cobardla  moral,  debe  que- 
dar  tras  nosotros,  como  un  muaeo,  abierto  para 
aleccionarnoB**. 

Con  Casa  de  MiiHecas,  Ibsen  fu6  un  precursor 
del  movimiento  femenino  emanclpacionista.  Nora 
desplerta  de  su  rol  de  mufieca  para  comprender 
la  injuslicia  realizada  contra  ella  por  su  padre  y 
su  esposo. 

“Mientras  que  me  hallaba  en  el  seno  de  la  fa- 
milia,  mi  padre  acostumbraba  inculcarme  sus 
principlos,  ideas  y oplnlones,  y yo  sustentaba  sus 
mismas  opiniones.  Si  hubiese  tenldo  otras  debla 
simularlas,  porque  ^1  jamfis  las  habrla  aprobado, 
Acostumbraba  llamarme  su  mufieca  y jugaba  con 
migo  como  yo  jugaba  antes  con  mis  muflecas.  En- 
tonc€s  vine  a tu  casa.  Tfi  arreglaste  todas  las  co- 
sas  de  acuerdo  con  tus  gustos  y yo  tuve  que  adqui- 
rir  tus  gustos  o pretendl  hacerlo.  Cuando  comien- 
20  a mlrar  tras  mio,  me  parece  que  vivi  siempre 
como  una  mendiga,  de  prestado.  VivI  a fuerza  de 
ficciones  y de  triquifiuelas  por  ti,  Torvald,  pero 
tii  quisiste  que  fuera  asi.  Tu  y ml  padre  me  hi- 
cisteis  un  gran  daflo". 

En  vano  Helmer  eraplea  los  antlg^ios  argumen- 
tos  del  repertorio  filisteo  — o sea  del  conserva- 
tlsmo  burgu^s  — acerca  de  los  deberes  de  la  es- 
posa  y de  sus  obllgaciones  soclales.  Nora  ha  cre- 
Cido  y sobrepasa  la  talla  del  vestldo  de  su  mufie- 
cn  en  toda  la  conciencia  de  sus  derechos  femenl- 
nos.  Se  ha  propuesto  pensar  y juzgar  por  su  cuen 
ta.  Ha  comprendido  que,  ante  todo,  es  un  ser  hu- 
mane, debl6ndose,  prlmero  que  a nadle,  a st  mls- 
ma.  Ella  espera  imp&vida  la  poslbilidad  aun  del 
ostracismo  social.  Se  ha  vuelto  esc^ptica  de  la  jus> 
ticia  de  la  ley  y de  la  sabiduria  de  lo  estatuldo. 
Su  alma  rebelde  insurge  y proteata  contra  lo  exis- 


tente.  Para  declrlo  con  sus  proplas  palabras:  **De- 
bo  meditar  sobre  lo  bueno  y lo  malo  y saber  si  yo 
o la  sociedad  tenemos  de  nuestra  parte  la  raz6n'*. 

Kn  su  candorosa  fe  puesta  en  el  marido,  ella 
espera  que  se  realizarfi  un  gran  milagro.  Pero  no 
fu^-  el  desahuclo  de  esa  esperanza  que  U ofrecid 
la  oportunidad  de  comprobar  la  falsedad  del  ma- 
trimonlo.  M&s  bien  'intervlno  el  contentamlc'nto 
pacato,  prudente  y alildado  por  parte  de  Helmer 
en  una  vida  a salvo  de  toda  contlngencia  molesta 
— una  existencia  que  gusta  de  sumerglrse  en  la 
quietud  para  que  no  peligre  su  rango  social. 

Cuando  Nora  oerrd  la  puerta  de  su  jaula  dora- 
da  y Se  fud  por  el  mundo  en  una  nueva  y rege- 
nerada  personalidad,  abrid  las  compuertas  a la 
libertad  y la  verdad  para  su  proplo  sexo  y para 
la  raza  a devenir. 

Mfis  que  alguna  otra  obra,  Espectros  tuvo  las 
mismas  prolongadas  resonancias  que  la  explosidn 
de  una  bomba  estremeciendo  la  estructura  social 
en  sus  cimlentos. 

En  Casa  de  Muflecas  la  justificacidn  de  la  unidn 
entre  Nora  y Helmer  descansaba  siqulera  en  la 
concepcidn  del  marido,  de  rlglda  e Integra  adhe- 
sidn  a la  moralidad  social.  Verdaderamente  era 
el  convencional  ideal  del  esposo  y del  padre  adic- 
to.  No  asf  en  Espectros.  La  sefiora  Alvlng  se  cas6 
con  el  capitfin  Alving  para  encontrarse  con  un 
hombre  en  franca  decadencla  fisica  y mental.  Una 
vida  en  comfin  slgniflcarla  para  ella  la  mfis  com- 
pleta  degradac'idn,  resultando,  adem&s,  fatal  para 
los  hljos  q*ue  pudieran  venir.  En  su  desesperacidn 
Be  dirigld  al  pastor  Manders,  quien  como  un  au- 
tdntico  Salvador  de  almas  para  el  cielo,  no  podria 
mostrarse  indiferente  a las  necesldades  y a las 
grandes  desventuras  de  la  tierra.  En  cambio, 
la  hace  regresar  a la  vergUenza  de  verse  degrada* 
da  durante  toda  su  vida  — a los  deberes  con  su 
esposo  y ama  del  hogar.  Para  ese  pastor,  la  d'icha 
no  era  mfis  que  una  pagana  manlfestacldn  de  un 
espiritu  rebelde  y la  esposa  no  podia  juzgar  sus 
deberes,  sino  “cargar  humildemente  con  la  cruz 
que  un  poder  omnisclente  para  su  bien  le  impuso'*. 

La  sefiora  Alving  cargd  con  esta  cruz  durante 
vcintis^is  afios,  bien  largos  para  ella.  No  lo  hlzo 
obedeciendo  a los  altos  poderes  sino  por  su  pe- 
quefio  Osvaldo,  a quien  aspiraba  a salvar  de  la 
ponzofiosa  atmdsfera  del  hogar  de  su  marido. 

Fud  tambi^n  en  gracla  del  hijo  amado  que  so- 
portd  la  mentira  y la  comedia  de  las  bondades  y 
virtudes  del  padre,  en  un  supersticioso  temor  de 
“deber  y decencia".  Muy  tarde,  si,  muy  tarde,  hu- 
bo  de  comprobar  que  el  sacrlficlo  de  su  vida  ente- 
rs habla  sldo  en  vano  y su  hijo  Osvaldp  fu4  vi- 
sitado  por  los  pecados  de  su  padre  y por  eso  irre- 
vocablemente  sentenclado.  Tambi^n  vino  a saber 
que  “todos  nosotros  somos  espectros.  No  es  sola- 
mente  lo  que  hemos  heredado  de  nuestras  madres 
y padres  lo  que  camina  en  nosotros.  Son  toda 
suerte  de  muertos  ideates  y ci'eencias  sin  vida. 
Elios  no  podrfin  tener  Vitalidad,  pero  se  aferran  a 
nosotros  y no  podemos  desasirnos  de  ellos.  Asl 
somos  todos  nosotros  lasttmeramente  miedosoa 
dc  cualquier  rayo  de  hiz.  Cuando  Vd.  me  forzd  a 
someterme  bajo  el  yugo  de  lo  que  llama  Deber  y 
Obllgacidn;  cuando  usted  me  prcdicaba  como  jus- 
to  y bueno  lo  que  hacia  rebelar  mi  alma  con  todas 
BUS  fuerzas,  considerfindolo  Infinitamente  aborre- 
cible,  fu4  entonces  cuando  comenc^  a darme  cuen- 
ta  de  la  futllldad  de  su  doctrina.  Quise  apresar 
en  un  solo  nudo  las  pretendldas  verdades  conteni-

cosa  pudo  arbitrar  esa  sociedad,  que  no 
e:^  m&s  que  una  inroensa  m&qqlna  para  tejer  fal- 
sedades  y prejulclos,  ante  este  fantasma,  ese  es- 
pectro  surgido  del  hervidero  de  las  paslones  hu- 
manas  de  la  obra  maestra  de  Henrik  Ibsen?  Ella 
jam&s  pudo  coraprenderlo  y de  abi  la  campafta 
venenosa  contra  su  gran  benefactor.  El  hecho  que 
nc  Be  amedrentd  lo  demostrd  su  replica  "Un  Ene* 
migo  del  Pueblo". 

En  esta  obra  Ibsen  lleva  a cabo  los  funerales 
do  un  slstema  social  decadente  y agonizante.  De 
sus  cenlzas  emerge  una  indlvidualidad  regenera* 
da,  el  audaz  rebelde.  El  doctor  Stockman,  un  idea* 
lista,  lleno  de  simpatia  y solidaridad  social,  es 
llamado  por  su  ciudad  natal  como  m^ico  de  unas 
tcrmas  que  ofician  de  baflos  medicinales.  Pronto 
descubre  que  no  son  mds  que  unas  ci^negas,  fo* 
coH  de  infeccidn  y que  los  pacientes  en  vez  de 
curarse  resultan  empeorados  en  bus  dolencias  por 
gdrmenes  nocivos. 

El  doctor,  siendo  un  hombre  honesto,  de  sdlldas 
convicciones,  considera  que  su  deber  es  hacer  pd* 
blico  su  descubrlmlento,  Pero  bien  pronto  se  P^r* 
cata  que  los  dividendos  y las  ganancias.  nadn 
tieuen  que  ver  con  los  princlplos  morales.  Aun 
los  reformistas  de  esa  ciudad  rcpresentados  por 
el  People's  Messenger  (El  mensajero  del  pueblo) 
siempre  dispuestos  a charlar  sobre  su  adhesidn 
a la  causa  del  pueblo,  le  quitan  su  apoyo  al  idea* 
lista,  al  conocer  que  su  descubrlmlento  puede  ha* 
cer  peligrar  la  reputaCldn  de  la  ciudad  y,  de  re- 
chazo,  perjudicarles  en  sus  bolslllos. 


El  doctor  slgue  conservando  la  fe  en  sus  con* 
cludadanos.  Mas  ellos  no  quieren  olrle,  y se  que* 
da  completamente  solo.  No  puede  tampoco  encon* 
trar  un  sitio  para  proclamar  sus  grandes  verda* 
des.  Y cuando  al  fin  da  con  el  lugar,  se  le  acosa 
y se  4 rldiculiza,  tratdndosele  como  al  enemigo 
del  pueblo.  Y este  hombre  tan  entusiasta,  contau* 
do  con  la  solidaridad  de  sus  conc'iudadanos  pa* 
r^  combatir  los  males  y los  errores,  se  ve  confi 
nado  a una  absolute  soledad.  La  propalacldn  de 
su  descubrlmlento  traerd  como  consecuencia  una 
gran  pdrdida  pecunlaria  para  la  ciudad,  y los  al* 
tos  empleados,  los  buenos  cludadanos  y las  almas 
bondadosas  de  los  reformistas,  ante  esta  situacldn 
resuelven  sofocar  la  voz  de  la  verdad.  Se  balls 
entonces  el  doctor  contra  una  mayorla  compacts, 
lo  suflc’ientemente  inescrupulosa  como  para  cons* 
truir  la  prosperidad  de  esa  villa  sobre  el  tremedal 
de  la  mentlra  y del  fraude.  Se  le  acusa  de  causar 
la  rulna  de  la  comunldad.  Pero  para  41  "nada 
imports  que  la  comunidad  se  reduzca  a escombros. 
Es  m&s,  debe  ser  arrasada.  Toda  agrupacidn  de 
hombres  que  viven  de  la  mentlra  debe  ser  exter* 
mlnada  como  un  atajo  de  animates  ponzofiosos. 
Ustedes  estdn  conduclendo  a esta  ciudad  a un 
punto  en  que  todo  el  i>a!s  mereceria  perecer". 

El  doctor  Stockman  no  es  un  politico  prdctico. 
Un  hombre  llbre  plensa  que  no  debe  comportarse 
como  im  plllo.  "No  debe  obrar  de  manera  que  se 
escupa  en  la  propia  cara".  Solamente  los  cobar* 
des  permlten  que  intervengan  las  pretendidas  "con* 
sideraclones"  del  bienestar  comun  o del  partido 
para  ahogar  la  verdad  o los  ideales.  "Los  pro- 
gramas  de  los  partidos  tuercen  el  pescuezo  a las 
verdades  Jdvenes  y vivas;  y las  conslderaciones 
del  expedinteo  toman  de  rev4s  la  moralidad  y la

rectitud,  hasta  que  la  vlda  se  hace  fea  y odlosa" 

Estas  obras  de  Ibsen  — "Los  IHmtaUs  de  la 
Socledad",  "Casa  de  Mufiecas”,  "Espectros"  y "Un 
enemigo  del  Pueblo”  — , constltuyen  el  mds  fuer* 
te  dlnamismo  dramdtlco  de  ideas  cuyo  poder  di* 
sipa  gradualmente  los  espectros  que  caminan  por 
ese  cementerlo  que  se  llama  la  clvil'izacldn.  Aun 
m&s;  los  efectos  destructivos  de  Ibsen  son  al  mis* 
mo  tlempo  altamente  constructlvos,  porque  no  so- 
lamente se  contenta  con  mlnar  esos  puntales,  sl- 
no  que  los  clmenta  con  la  flrme  base  de  un  sanu 
ideal  future,  que  descansa  sobre  la  soberania  del 
Indlviduo,  dentro  de  un  ambiente  de  solldar'idad 
y cordlalidad. 

Inglaterra.  con  sus  grandes  adalldes  de  las  ten* 
denclas  avanzadas,  los  peregrines  del  intelecto,  co- 
mo lo  fueron  los  Godwin,  Robert  Owen,  Darwin, 
Spencer,  William  Morris  y varies  otros;  o los  poe- 
tas,  las  alondras  de  la  I’ibertad  — Shelley,  Byron, 
Keats  — , es  otro  ejemplo  de  la  Influencia  del  ar- 
te teatral.  En  pocos  afios  las  obras  teatrales  de 
Shaw,  Pinero,  Galsworthy,  Rann  Kennedy,  dlfun- 
dleron  los  pensamlentos  m&s  radleales  entre  gen* 
te  que  fu4  sorda  a los  de  espp  grandes  poetas  brl- 
tdnlcos.  Un  pdblico  que  pudo  permanecer  Indlfe- 
rente  ante  la  publlcacldn  de  un  ensayo  de  Robert 
Owen  sobre  la  pobreza,  o ignoraba  los  folletos 
social'istas  de  Bernard  Shaw,  tuvo  que  Inclinarse 
y pensar  frente  a ese  Major  Barbara,  donde  a la 
pobreza  se  la  reputa  como  uno  de  los  m&s  gran- 
dee crimenes  de  la  clvllizacldn  crlstlana.  "La  po- 
breza debilita,  esclaviza  y sume  en  la  mezquindad 
a los  pueblos;  la  pobrera  crea  enfermedades,  cri- 
men, prostitucidn;  in  jine\  la  pobreza  es  respon- 
sable  por  todos  los  males  y desgrac'ias  de  este 
muiido’.  La  pobreza  tambl4n  exlge  las  socledades 
de  beneflcencla,  las  instltuclones  caritativas  quo 
abonan  y haoen  creer  lo  que  se  proponen  destrulr. 
El  ej4rcito  de  Salvacidn,  por  ejemplo,  combate  la 
ebriedad,  segdn  Major  Barbara;  sin  embargo,  uno 
de  los  mayores  contrlbuyentes  es  el  prop'ietario 
de  una  destilerla  de  wisky,  quien  actualmente 
hace  donaclones  de  varies  miles  de  libras  para  co- 
gar  lo  que  es  la  verdadera  fuente  de  su  prospe- 
ridad. Bernard  Shaw  deduce  de  esto  que  el  ge- 
nuine benefactor  es  Undershaft,  padre  de  Barba- 
ra, un  fabrlcante  de  caftones,  cuya  teoria  do 
la  vlda  se  resume  en  que  la  pdlvora  es  mfis  fuer* 
te  que  todas  las  palabras. 

"El  peor  de  los  crimenes  — dice  Undershaft  — 
es  la  pobreza.  Todos  los  otros  crimenes,  en  su  com- 
paracidn,  son  virtudes;  todas  las  deshonestldadesv 
a su  lado,  resultan  caballerescas.  La  pobreza  eni- 
puerca  totalmente  las  Ciudades;  derrama  horri- 
bles pestllencias;  emponzoha,  mata  a todo  el  que 
Se  acerca  a ella  por  la  vista,  por  el  olfato,  y por 
el  oido.  Lo  que  realmente  se  llama  crimen,  no  es 
nada;  un  asesinato  por  aqui,  un  robo  por  alU, 
un  pufletazo  y los  insultos:  ^qu4  importa  esto? 
Son  s61o  los  accidentes  de  la  oclosldad  de  la  vl- 
da: aqui  en  Londres  no  existen  clncuenta  profe* 
Slones  genuinas  de  la  crimlnalldad.  Pero  si  hay 
millones  de  personas  pobres,  ebyectas,  mal  allmen- 
tadas,  asquerosamente  vestldas,  que  atosigan,  ma- 
tan  la  dicha  de  la  socledad;  nos  obllgan  a dejar  a 
un  lado  miestros  instintos  de  llbertad,  organl* 
zando  cnieldades  anormales  para  infundirles  m'ie- 
do  e imx>edirles  que  se  levanten  contra  nosotros 
y nos  hundan  en  los  abismos.  La  pobreza  y la  es* 
clavitud  se  han  mantenldo  firmes  durante  slglos, 
pese  a nuestros  sermones  leldos  y escritos;  pero 
no  resistiiA  a nuestros  caftones  y a nuestras  ame- 
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tralladoras.  No  hay  que  prodicarle;  no  hay  que 
ongrlmir  razones  en  su  contra.  Hay  que  extermi- 
narla. . , Es  el  enaayo  final  para  Inculcar  la  con- 
viccldn,  la  dnica  palanca  lo  suflclentemente  pode- 
roea  para  tlerrlbar  nuestro  alstema  social.  lEl  ve- 
to! jBah!  Cuando  se  vota,  s61o  se  cambia  el  nom- 
br«  del  goblerno.  Cuando  tlran  los  fusiles  y se 
viene  abajo  el  goblerno,  se  Inauguran  nuevas  dpo- 
cas,  se  BUplanta  un  antiguo  orden  de  cosas  por 
uno  nuevoV. 

No  causa  asombro  que  la  gente  se  cu’idase  muy 
poco  de  los  opdsculos  soclallstas  de  Bernard  Shaw. 
Solamente  a travds  de  la  versldn  teatral  pudo  dl- 
fundlr  esas  verdades  paradojales  e histdrlcas.  Es 
IK)r  eso  que  la  personalldad  del  dramaturge  in* 
glds  resulta  un  factor  grandemente  revulsive  y re- 

voluclonarlo  por  su  teatro. 

Despu^s  de  la  obra  de  Hauptman  Die  weber, 
Strike  (la  huelga)  de  Galsworthy,  es  uno  de  los 
m&s  Importantes  trabajos  teatrales. 

El  tema  de  La  Huelga  es  la  lucha  de  dos  eie- 
mentos  sociales  predomlnantes;  Anthony,  el  pre- 
sldente  de  la  compafila,  un  conservador  rlgldo,  de 
una  Independencla  de  &nlrao  Indomable,  qulen  por 
nada  se  avendrla  a hacer  la  menor  conoesidn,  aim- 
oue  los  obr.eros  se  hayan  mantenldo  en  huelga 
durante  meses  y se  hallen  al  horde  de  perecer 
de  hambre;  y David  Roberts,  un  revoluclonarlo 
da  irreductlble  rebeldla  y cuya  adhes-idn  a la  causa 
de  la  llbertad  y de  los  trabajadores  es  de  una  ar- 
diente  slncerldad.  Entre  los  huelgulstas  hay  mu- 
chos  que  flaquean,  vencldos  por  la  lucha  Interml 
nable  arrastrados  y acosados  por  el  espeoticulo 
de  miseria  y tie  angustiosas  necesidades  que  les 
ofrece  el  cuadro  familiar. 

Una  de  las  partes  m&s  maravlllosas  de  la  pieza 
de  Galsworthy  es  cuando  nos  muestra  di&fana- 
mente  la  pslcologla  de  la  multilud,  en  su  Incon- 
gruente  vacilacldn  y en  su  falta  de  car&cter.  For 
un  momento  aplauden  al  viejo  Thomas,  qulen  ha- 
bla  del  poder  de  dios  y de  la  rellgldn  y amonesta 
a los  hombres  contra  todo  acto  de  rebeldla;  en 
el  prdxlmo  instante  se  deja  arrastrar  por  un  coml- 
slonado  y delegado  unlon'ista.  qulen  deflende  la 
causa  de  corporaclones  — las  trade  unions  — * 
slempre  dlspuestas  a contemporlzar,  aoeptando 
cualquler  compromiso  y que  prohlben  a los  tra- 
bajadores declararse  en  huelga  toda  vez  que  lo 
hagan  por  su  propla  cuenta;  y luego,  finalmente, 
la  multltud  va  contra  el  csplrltu  de  rebelldn  y la 
extremada  Intensldad  de  la  fe  de  Roberts.  En  su- 
ma,  son  los  propensos  a dejarse  arrastrar  como 
veletas  en  cualquler  dlreccldn  que  el  vlento  sople. 
Y esta  es  la  maldlcldn  de  la  clase  trabajadora, 
que  slempre  camlna  como  rebafio  conducldo  al  ma- 
tadero. 

■La  entereza  de  Anlmo  basada  en  una  fe,  en  un 
ideal  o una  convlccldn  es  uno  de  los  m&s  gran- 
des  crlmenes  para  nuestra  era  comerclal.  Nada 
Importa  la  belleza  de  un  esplrltu  o el  gran  valor 
de  una  personalldad,  desde  el  momento  que  no 
quiere  dejarse  manejar  o rehusa  vender  sus  prin* 
clpios  es  arrojado  al  margen  de  la  sotfiedad.  Este 
fu6  e\  destine  que  les  toc6  a Anthony  y a Roberts. 
Reppesentaban  los  polos  opuestos,  antagdnicos 
unos  a otros,  dlvldldos  por  un  foso  tan  tremendo 
que  nada  podrla  colmar.  Anthony  es  la  encama- 
cion  del  consecvatlsmo,  de  las  Ideas  antiguas  y 
do  los  mdtodos  f6rreos: 

“He  sldo  presidento  de  esta  compafila  durante 
trelnta  y dos  aflos  y quizds  mds.  Cuatro  veces 


combat!  contra  esos  hombres.  Nunca  ful  derrota* 
do.  Se  ha  dlcho  que  los  tlempos  han  cambiado. 
SI  esto  es  asl,  yo  no  cambld  con  ellos.  Se  ha  dlcho 
quo  los  patrones  y los  obreros  son  iguales.  Nunca- 
S61o  puede  haber  un  amo  en  cada  casa.  Sus  Inte- 
reses  estdn  tan  dlstantes  como  los  polos.  Hay  un 
s61o  mdtodo  para  tratar  a los  hombres:  con  mano 
de  hlerro.  Los  amos  son  los  amos.  Los  obreros  son 
los  obreros”. 

No  podremos  admlrar  esta  adhesldn  a los  anti- 
guos  y reacclonarlos  principlos,  y no  obstante  hay 
algo  de  admirable  en  el  coraje  y en  la  entereza 
de  este  hombre  que  es  mucho  menos  pellgroso  a 
los  Intereses  de  los  oprlmldos  que  los-  sentlmen* 
tales  y blandos  reformistas  roban  con  los  nue- 
V9.  dedos  y con  el  d^cimo  legan  blbllotecas; 
que  exprlmen  hasta  la  dltlma  gota  de  sangre 
a los  seres,  como  Russel  Sage,  y luego  gastan  mi- 
llones  de  ddlares  en  investigaclones  sociales;  los 
que  hacen  de  las  Jdvenes  y tlernas  plantas  huma- 
nas,  unas  vlejas  y arrugadas  mujeres  y entonces 
les  concederdn  la  mezquindad  de  algunos  ddlares 
o fundardn  asilos  para  obreras  anclanas.  Anthony 
es  un  digno  enemigo;  y para  equipararnos  a un 
enemigo  de  su  talla  debemos  aprender  a condu- 
clrnos  abiertamente  con  ^1. 

David  Roberts  posee  los  mismos  atrlbutos  men- 
tales  y morales  de  su  adversario,  aunado  al  espl* 
ritu  de  rebelldn,  empapado  de  las  ideas  moder- 
nas.  Tambl^n  es  entero  en  sus  convlcclones  y na- 
da quiere  para  su  clase  que  no  sea  una  completa 
y absoluta  victoria. 

“No  es  por  este  pequeflo  espacio  de  tiempo  que 
estamos  empefiados  en  luchar,  nl  tampoco  por 
nuestros  cuerpos  y en  su  blenestar:  lo  es  por  to- 
dos  aquellos  que  vendrdn  y para  todos  los  tiem- 
pos.  Oh,  por  amor  de  ustedes  mismos  y por  ellos, 
no  los  carguen  con  una  nueva  piedra,  no  entene- 
brezean  mfis  sus  hor'izontes.  Si  podemos  hacer 
temblar  en  sus  cimientos  a ese  monstruo  de  p&- 
lldo  y llvido  rostro,  que  con  sus  labios  sangrien- 
tos  sorbl6  nuestra  vida,  la  de  nuestras  mujeres  y 
nuestros  nifios  desde  que  el  mundo  es  mundo,  si 
no  poseemos  un  corazdn  virll  para  Ir  contra  el  suyo 
pecho  con  pecho,  ojo  con  ojo,  hacl6ndolo  retroce- 
der  hasta  que  pida  gracla.  segulremos  Vivlendo 
esta  vlda  de  cobarde  explotacidn  y permanecere- 
mos  slendo,  para  siempre,  lo  que  hemos  sldo,  me- 
nos que  perros”. 

Es  inevitable  que  los  mezqulnos  compromisos 
y los  Bdrdidos  intereses  pasen  de  largo  y dejen 
tras  suyo  a semejantes  glgantes.  Y esto  ser&  Inevi- 
table mlentras  las  masas  no  alcancen  la  estatura 
moral  de  David  Roberts.  iPodri  esto  ffuceder  al- 
gdn  d!a?  Ser  profetas  no  es  la  profesldn  de  los 
hombres  de  teatro.  Entonces  se  deberfi,  llegar  a 
comprender  que  los  trabajadores  estar&n  obliga- 
dos  a adoptar  otros  mdtodos  y otras  tictlcas  no 
muy  familiares  para  ellos:  es  decir,  tendr&n  que 
apartar  de  su  medio  a todos  esos  elementos  que 
se  hallan  slempre  predlspuestos  a reconciliar  lo 
Irreconclliable:  el  Capital  y el  Trabajo.  Deber&n 
percatarse  tambl«5n  que  caracteres  como  los  de 
David  Roberts  son  las  verdaderas  fuerzas  que  re- 
volucionan  el  mundo  y representan,  por  eso,  los 
precursores  d^  esa  emanclpacldn  que  se  zafari  de 
las  garras  de  ese  “monstruo  de  faz  blanca  y do 
labios  sangrientos”,  yendo  hacia  un  horizonte  rl- 
suefio,  hacia  una  vlda  llbre,  donde  se  apreciara 
profundamente  los  puros  valores  espiriluales  y 
humanos. 
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No  hubo  un  asunto  de  tanta  trascendencia  so- 
cial que  haya  sldo  tratado  m&s  extensamente,  en 
estoB  dltlraoB  afloB.  como  la  cuestidn  penal  en  bus 
piinclpales  y variadoa  aspectoa. 

Pocas  fueron  las  revlstas  de  cierto  fuste  que  no 
le  dedlcaran  un  espaclo  respetable  a la  dlscusldn 
de  este  tema  de  vital  Importancla.  En  los  EstadOB 
UnldoB  y en  el  extranjero  se  publlcaron  un  buen 
nOmero  de  llbros,  escritoa  por  autores  de  valla, 
en  los  que  se  comentaba  este  tdplco  desde  su  pun- 
to  de  ^ista  hlstdrlco,  psicoldgico  y social,  y halldn- 
dose  de  acuerdo  cast  todos  en  que  las  presentes 
Instltuclones  pennies  y nuestros  prooedimlentos 
en  el  intento  de  la  represldn  del  crimen,  resul- 
taron  completamente  Inadecuados  y costosos.  Se 
podia  esperar  que  surglrla  alguna  med’ida  r^ical, 
en  forma  d«  plan  o reforma,  de  todo  este  cumulo 
de  literatura  que  presentaba  el  crimen  social  per- 
petrado  contra  el  prisionero.  No  obstante,  a ex- 
cepcldn  de  algunaa  e inslgnlficantes  reformas  en 
algunos  establecimientos  pennies,  nada  de  funda- 
mental se  llev6  a cabo.  Pero  este  raal  social  de 
extrema  gravedad,  hall6  su  expresidn  pat^tica  en 
la  obra  Justice,  de  Galsworthy. 

•La  prtmera  escena  representa  el  estudio  de  un 
abogado  cuya  firma  es  Janies  How  and  Sons.  Uno 
de  los  empleados  superiores,  Robert  Cokeson,  des- 
cubre  que  un  cheque  extendldo  por  nueve  libras 
fu6  alterado  por  las  clfras  90  libras.  Por  algunas 
deducclones  las  sospechas  recaen  sobre  William 
Falder,  uno  de  los  Jdvenes  oficinistas.  Este  se  ha- 
11a  enamorado  de  una  mujer  casada,  la  esposa  de 
un  borracho  que  la  brutallza  y maltrata.  El  falsi- 
ficador,  acosado  por  su  patrdn,  un  hombre  muy 
severe  sin  dejar  de  ser  muy  bueno,  confiesa,  er- 
gumentando  la  situacidn  angustiosa  de  Ruth  Ho- 
neywill  con  qulen  se  habla  propuesto  huir,  para 
salvarla  de  la  vida  insoportable  que  le  daba  el 
. marldo.  A pesar  de  los  ruegoa  del  joven  Fader, 
limbuldo  de  ideas  modernas,  su  padre,  un  ciuda- 
dano  moral  y respetuoso  de  las  leyes,  entrega  a 
Falder  a la  pollcla. 

El  segundo  acto  transcurre  en  la  sala  de  un 
tribunal,  exhiblendo  a la  justicia  en  toda  la  ma- 
nipulacidn  de  su  manufactura.  Esta  esoena  Igua- 
la  en  potencia  a la  de  Resurteocidn,  que  se  des- 
arrolla  tambi^n  en  los  tribunales.  Falder,  un  jo- 
ven  de  veintltr^s  aiios,  un  poco  d^bil  de  const!- 
tucidn  fisica,  se  halla  en  el  banco  de  los  acusa- 
dos.  Ruth,  su  querida  casada,  se  la  ve  inflamada 
de  amor  y de  adhesidn  por  qulen  ansla  salvar  y 
que  por  causa  suya  se  halla  en  la  presente  situa- 
c'16n.  El  culpable  es  defendido  por  el  jurisconsulto 
Frome,  cuyo  discurso  dirlgido  al  Jurado  es  una 
obra  maestra  de  filosofla  social,  Impregnada  de 
humanitaria  comprensidn  y de  slmpatia  con  los  do- 
lores  humanos.  El  no  intents  discutir  el  hecho  de 
la  falsificacidn  del  cheque  comet'ida  por  Falder; 
aunque  objeta  una  ofuscacldn  temporal  en  su 
cliente  gestadora  del  dellto,  su  arguraento  va  con- 
tra esa  conclencia  social  tan  vasta  y honda  que 
abarca  todas  las  raices  de  los  males  soclales,  "el 
fondo  tenebroso  de  la  vida,  de  esa  palpitante  vida 
en  cuyo  seno  se  halla  latente  la  preparacidn  ger- 
minativa  del  crimen".  Muestra  a Falder  en  la  dis- 
yuntiva  de  ver  a la  mujer  amada  muerta  por  el 
marldo,  con  quien  no  puede  divorclarse,  o tomar 
la  ley  en  su  mano.  El  abogado  de  la  defensa,  dl- 
rigi^ndose  al  Jurado  le  dice  que  piense  antes  de 
convertir  en  un  criminal  a ese  joven  d^bil  de  vo- 
hintad,  condenAndolo  a ser  encarcelado  "porque 


la  jusficla  es  como  una  mdquina,  basta  que  al- 
guien  le  Imprima  el  primer  Impulso  y entonces 
ella  segulrA  marchando  sola...  iEs  poslble  que 
este  hombre  tenga  que  ser  despedazado  por  esa 
mdquina,  por  ese  solo  acto  que,  en  el  poor  de  los 
casos,  no  slgnlfica  sino  una  debilidad  de  dnimoT 
^Habrd  de  formar  parte  de  esa  desdichada  trlpu- 
laCidn,  cuyos  negros  y pdtreos  barcos,  encallados 
en  el  odio  y en  el  mal,  la  gent^  los  llama  prisio- 
nes?  Exljo,  sefiores,  que  no  labren  la  ruina  do 
este  hombre.  Es  lo  que  espera,  como  el  resultado 
de  esos  cuatro  minutes,  la  completa  e irreparable 
niina...  El  rodar  inexorable  del  carro  de  la  Jus- 
ticia que  pisoteard  a este  muchacho,  comenzard. 
cuando  se  decida  dlctar  su  sentencia". 

Pero  el  carro  de  la  justicia  rueda  despiadada- 
mente  aobre  su  vlctlma,  y como  dice  los 

iueces  "la  ley  es  lo  que  es,  un  majestuoso  edificlo 
iue  nis  ^blja  a todos  y cuyas  piedras  descansan 

unas  sobre  otras". 

Se  eentencia  a Falder  a ires  aftos  de  prisidn- 
En  la  cdrcel,  el  joven  e Inexperto  penado  es  la 
victima  propiciatoria  de  ese  terrtble  ststema. 
autoridades  admiten  que  Falder  se  halla  en  malas 
condiciones  flslcas  y mentales.  pero  nada  pueden 
arbitrar  sobre  ese  asunto;  muchos  otros  se  en- 
cuentran  en  las  misraas  sltuacldn,  “los  locales  son 
muy  inedmodos  e Inadecuados”. 

La  tercera  escena  del  tercer  acto  es  de  una  gran 
intensidad  dram&ttca  en  su  silenclosa  fuerza.  To- 
da la  escena  es  jugada  como  una  pantomlma  y se 
desarrolla  en  la  celda  de  Falder: 

“La  luz  del  dia  se  va  disipando  rdpidamente. 
Falder,  calzado  solamente  con  los  calcetines,  se 
halla  completamente  inmdvil,  con  su  cabeza  incll- 
nada  hacia  la  puerta,  como  si  escuchara  algo.  Se 
acerca  un  poco  mds  a la  puerta,  sus  p&soa  no  w 
oyen.  Se  detlene  a la  puerta.  Hace  fuerza,  mucha 
fuerza  para  olr  los  pequefios  ruidos  que  suenan 
afuera.  Repentinamente  salta  atrds  — como  si 
un  son'ido  le  hubiera  golpeado  — y se  queda  abso- 
luUmcnte  rigldo,  inmdvil.  Entonces,  con  un  hondo 
suspiro  vuelve  a su  trabajo,  detenidndose  a con- 
templarlo  con  la  cabeza  gacha;  da  una  y otra  pun- 
tada,  con  el  alre  de  un  hombre  tan  ausente  por 
el  dolor  que  parece  que,  por  cada  puntada,  vuelve 
a la  vida.  Otra  vez  se  levanta  bruscamente  y co- 
mienza  a pasearse  por  la  celda,  moviendo  la  ca- 
beza y con  paso  agitado,  como  una  fiera  en  la 
jaula.  Detidnese  nuevamente  a la  puerta.  se  pega 
a ella  y escuchando,  coloca  las  palmas  de  la  ma- 
no sobre  las  tablas  de  modo  que  su  rostro  se 
aplasta  contra  los  barrotes  en  su  ansla  de  ver. 
Retrocede  otra  vez;  lentamente,  despuds  de  un 
segundo,  vuelve  bajo  la  ventana,  agarrdndose  la 
cabeza  con  las  dob  manos  como  si  quisiera  im- 
pedirle  que  estalle  y permanece  alU.  Pero  como 
nada  puede  alcanzar  a ver  se  retira  no  querlendo 
mirar  mis  y con  un  movimiento  sdblto  recoge  del 
suelo  una  tapa  de  hojalata  y se  la  apareja  a la 
cara  con  un  gesto  de  caricia.  De  pronto  se  cae 
esa  tapa  con  estruendo  — es  el  dnico  ruido  que 
rompe  la  gravedad  del  silencio  — ; ahora  se  Inmo- 
viliza,  mirando  con  forzada  fijeza  la  pared  donde 
i una  camisa  cuelga  y se  destaca,  con  pronunciada 

• blancura,  en  esa  sombra;  parece  que  viera  algo  o 
a alguien,  alii,  muy  cerca.  Se  produce  el  sonido 

* soco  de  una  tap  y die,  y la  lamparita  eldctrica  de

Y gta* 
dualmcnte  parece  que  se  alente  hipnotlzado  por 
esc  tumulto  sonoro.  Comienza  a aplastarae  mds  y 
mds  contra  la  puerta.  El  voltlgeo  de  los  aonidos 
pasando  de  celda  en  celda  ae  acerca  cada  vez  m^; 
laa  manoa  de  Falder  geaticulan  como  ei  au  eapi* 
ritu  se  hubiese  unido  a eaos  sonea  y datoa  alguen 
voltigeando  hasta  que  entran  en  la  mlama  celda. 
De  repente  levanta  en  alto  los  puftoa  cerrados.  Y 
geaticulando  vlolentamente,  ae  arroja  contra  la 
puerta  para  continuar  golpedndoae  contra  ella. 

Al  fin  Falder  abandona  la  cdroel,  sujeto  a una 
vigilancia  especial  por  parte  de  la  policia,  con  la 
Infamante  marca  del  penado  aobre  su  frente  y el 
peso  fdrreo  de  la  miaefla  en  su  alma.  Gracias  a 
loB  ruegos  de  Ruth,  la  firma  James  How  and  Sons 
estd  dispuesta  a relntegrarlo  a su  antiguo  pueato, 
con  la  condicldn  previa  que  Se  separe  de  au  que- 
rida.  Es  entoncea  que  Falder  llega  a conocer  la 
horrible  noticia  de  que  la  mujer  que  ama  fue 
arrastrada  por  el  despiadado  Moloch  econdmico  a 
vender  su  cuerpo.  Ella  tratd  “de  hacer  camisas... 
cosaa  barataa...  Nunpa  conaegul  ganar  mds  de 
dlez  chelines  por  semana...  Raraa  veces  me  acos* 
taba  antes  de  la.s  doce  de  la  noche...  Y entoncea 
sucedid  que  mi  palrdn...  lo  que  aiempre  ha  auce- 
dido”.  En  este  terrible  memento  psicoldgico  apa- 
rece  la  policla  para  prenderlo  otra  vez  por  infrac* 
cidn  a la  vigilancia  a que  estd  sometido.  Comple- 
tamente  abrumado  por  lo  Inexorable  de  las  adver- 
aaa  circunrtanc’ias  que  le  acosan,  el  joven  Falder 
resuelve  buscar  paz  y la  encuentra  arrojdndoac 
en  los  brazos  de  la  muerte,  mucho  mis  magndni- 
ma  que  la  justicia  humana.  Sucede  ealo  mlentras 
los  detectives  intentan  conducirlo  a la  cdrcel. 

Serla  literalmente  imposible  dar  una  idea  de  los 
incalculables  y formldables  efectos  producidos  por 
esta  obra  teatral.  Bastard  citar  este  hecho  extra- 
ordinar'io  y poco  comun  para  apreciar  su  poderoso 
Influjo,  que  el  ministerio  del  interior  de  Gran 
Bretafta  ordend  se  llevaran  a cabo  grandes  refor- 
mas en  todos  los  establecimientos  penales  del  pais. 
Es  un  sintoma  alentador  que  revela  la  influencia 
ejercida  por  el  teatro.  Es.  pues,  de  esperar  que  la 
formidable  aciisacidn  lanzada  por  Galsworthy  no 
dejard  de  ejeroer  beneficiosos  efectos  en  la  opi- 
nidn  piiblica  de  Norte  Amdrica,  repercutiendo  en 
las  condiciones  en  que  se  hallan  sus  cdrceles. 

De  todos  modos,  no  hay  duda  que  no  hubo  otra 
obra  del  teatro  moderno  que  diese  un  fruto  tan 
Inmediato,  impresionando  con  tanta  intensidad  la 
conciencia  de  la  sociedad. 

Existe  otra  obra  moderna  de  teatro,  The  Ser- 
vant in  the  ffoiuse,  que  tambidn  toca  uno  de  los 
temas  principales  de  Vida  social.  Su  autor  es  Mr. 
Kennedy.  El  heroe  de  esta  pieza  magistral  es  Ro- 
beA,  un  grosero  y sucio  borracho  que  la  socle- 
dad  repudid.  Y este  Robert,  el  limplador  de  cloa- 
cas,  es  el  verdadero  hdroe  de  esta  obra;  aun  mds, 
es  el  gran  Salvador.  Es  dl  qulen  se  ofrece  volun- 
tariamente  para  bajar  a las  cloacae  mis  peligrosas 
para  que  sus  camaradas  “puedan  tener  luz  y aire“. 
Despu(^s  de  todo,  este  hombre  <,no  sacrified  siem- 
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pre  su  vida  a fin  de  que  todos  los  otros  pudlesen 
tener  luz  y aire? 

El  pensamiento  de  que  el  trabajo  proletario  ha 
sido  el  redentor  que  lleva  a cuestas  la  cruz  del 
bienestar  social,  fud  proclamada  desd^  todas  par 
tea  en  todo  idioma  y bajo  todos  los  cllmas.  Sin 
embargo,  las  palabras  humlldes  de  Robert  expre- 
san  este  estado  de  alma,  la  misldn  del  proletaria- 
do,  con  una  mis  grande  elocuencla  que  en  otras 
ocaslones. 

Norte  Amdrtca  se  halla  todavia  en  su  infancia 
teatral.  La  mayorla  de  los  ensayos  en  el  setnido 
de  reflejar  la  vida  han  fracasado  lamentablemen- 
te.  No  obstante,  se  observan  sintomas  felices  en 
la  actltud  del  piibllco  inteligente  hacia  las  obras 
modernas  de  teatro  autdetono  y aun  las  del  ex- 
tranjero.

Anallzar  la  iwicologla  de  la  violencia  polltlca  no 
es  solamente  muy  dlflcil,  sino  tamblAn  pellgroso.  SI 
los  actos  que  se  deiivan  de  ella  se  los  examlna  de 
manera  comprenslble,  se  expone  uno  a ser  acusado 
de  apologia  del  crimen.  Por  otra  parte,  ffl  se  slmpa- 
tiza  con  qulenes  cometen  los  atentados  politicos,  se 
arlesga  el  que  se  le  consldere  como  cdmpllce.  No 
obstante,  es  solamente  la  intellgencla  y la  simpatia 
las  que  pueden  acercamos  a la  fuente  del  humane 
Bufrimlento  y enseftamos  a obvlarlo. 

El  hombre  primitive,  Ignorante  de  lo  que  eran  las 
fuerzas  naiturales,  trataba  de  esconderse  ante  cual- 
quler  pellgro  que  le  amenazara.  A medlda  que  el 
hombre  fu6  comprendlendo,  develando  Ion  mlsterlos 
que  rodean  los  fendmenos  de  la  naturaleza,  se  perca- 
to  que  si  ellos  pueden  destrulr,  causar  dados  en  la 
vida,  tambldn  produclan  allvios  y mejoras  Inconta- 
bles.

Para  apreclar  completamente  esta  verdad,  sosteni- 
da  por  nuestro  punto  de  vista,  deber&se  sentlr  Inten- 
samente  la  Infamia  de  nueetros  males  soclales;  en- 
tonces,  cuando  se  sepa  latlr  con  la  pena,  el  dolor 
y la  desesperacidn  que  soportan  mlllones  de  crlaturas, 
esta  nuestra  verdad  les  aparecerA  clara  y lumlnosa. 
Solamente  al  Integrarnos  a la  humanldad,  encamAn- 
donos  en  su  csencia,  comprenderemos  I'igeramcnte  la 
Justa  Indignacldn  que  va  acumulAndose  en  el  alma 


humana,  haclendo  surglr  la  quemante  pasidn  que  ee 
convertlrA  en  la  Inevitable  tempestad,  lanzando  la 
centella  que  ultima  y raja. 

La  raasa  Ignorante  considers  al  que  comete  un 
acto  de  violencia  contra  nuestras  inlquidades  econ6- 
micas  y soclales,  como  ni  fuese  una  bestla  salvaje, 
un  cruel  y despiadado  monstruo,  cuya  alegrla  consis- 
te  en  destrulr  la  vida  y bafiarla  en  sangre;  o,  en  la 
mejor  supoErtcidn,  le  tratarA  como  a un  Irresponsable 
y Un  demente.  Nada  mAs  lejos  de  la  reaildad.  Los 
que  tuvieron  ocasidn  de  estudlar  la  personalldad 
moral  de  esos  hombres,  o los  que  estuvleron  en  con- 
tacto  con  ellos,  convienen  en  su  hlpersensibiWdad 
para  reacclonar  *contra  la  injustlcla  que  los  rodea, 
ImpellAndoles  a pagar  con  su  existencla  los  crimenes 
soclales  que  cometen.  Los  mAs  oortortos  escrltores  y 
muchos  poetas,  al  discutlrse  la  psicologia  de  los  de- 
lincuentes  politicos,  les  rlndleron  el  tributo  mAs  alto, 
i Puede  resumlrse  que  todas  esas  personas  aconseja- 
ban  la  violencia  o slqulera  la  nprobaban?  Clertamen- 
te  que  no.  No  era  mAs  que  la  actitud  del  estudloso, 
del  hombre  que,  trAs  de  esos  fendmenos  de  violen- 
cia, perdbia  su  causa  vital. 

Bjornsterne  BJomeon,  en  la  segunada  parte  de 
Beyond  Human  Power  (MAs  allA  del  poder  humano). 
hace  resaJtar  el  hecho  de  que  entre  los  anarquistaa 
debemos  buscar  a los  modernos  mArtlres,  qulenes  ofre- 
cen  en  holocausto  sus  vidas  en  defensa  de  su  fA  y 
tendrAn  por  blenvenlda  la  muerte  que  reclblrAn  con 
la  sonrisa  en  los  labios,  porque  ellos  creen,  como  Je- 
sds,  que  sus  martliios  redlmirAn  a la  humanldad. 

Francois  CoppAe,  el  poeta  y dramaturge  francAs, 
se  expresaba  en  estos  tArmlnos  acerca  de  la  psicolo- 
gia del  criminal  politico:

Tambl6n  Zola,  en  Germinal  y en  Paris^  de:jcrlbe  la 
ternura  y bondad  y la  profunda  simpatla  que  slenten 
esos  hombres  por  los  sufrimlentos  humanos,  qulenes 
clausuran  el  capitulo  de  sus  vldaa  con  un  estallido 
de  violencia  contra  un  slstema  de  ignomlnias. 

El  Intelectual  que  penetra  mejor  la  ps^icologia  del 
criminal  politico  es  A.  Hamon,  qulen  arrlba  a las 
siguientes  conculslones: 

“El  m6todo  positlvo,  aslstldo  por  el  racional,  nos 
habilita  para  establecer  un  tipo  ideal  del  anarquista, 
cuya  mentalidad  no  es  mfts  que  un  agregado  de  carac- 
teristicas  pslquicas  comunes.  Todo  anarqul:}ta,  sin 
embargo,  comparte  este  tlpo  Ideal  que  lo  dlferencia 
suflcientemente  de  los  otros  hombres.  Ese  tlpo  medio 
puede,  entonces,  deflnlrse  asl:  un  hombre  que  se  dis- 
tingue por  un  esplritu  rebelde,  que  se  maniflesta 
bajo  diversos  y multiples  aspectos  — oposicidn,  inves- 
tigacldn,  libre  examen,  gran  poder  crltlco,  Innova- 
cldn  — aunado  a un  ferviente  y firme  amor  hacia  la 
llbertad.  Esos  rajgos  pueden  completarse  con  uri  gran 
cariho  hacia  sus  semejantes,  una  aguda  sensiblli- 
dad  moral,  un  profundo  sentimlentb  de  justicia,  im- 
pregnado  todo  ello  de  un  gran  desarrollo  de  celo  pro- 
selitlsta’*. 

Adem&s,  puede  agregarse  a dlchas  caracterfcdicas, 
las  cualidades  que  enumera  Alvin  F.  Sanborn:  * tle- 
inen  un  raro  amor  a los  anlmales,  una  sorprendente 
dulcedum'bre  en  las  relaciones  ordlnarias  de  la  vlda, 
excepclonal  sobrledad  en  sus  costumbres,  fnigalidad, 
austeridad  y un  coraje  incomparable".  (Paris  and  the 
sozial  revolution). 

'No  deja  de  tier  una  fobia  muy  marcada  en  el  hom- 
bre de  la  calle  — el  hombre  del  nivel  comun  — quien 
se  olvida,  al  maltratar  a un  anarquista  o a cualquier 
otro  miembro  de  un  partido  que  ocasionalmente  re- 
sults ser  su  bestia  negra,  la  causa  fundamental  que 
dl6  origen  a tal  o cual  hecho  de  violencia  contra  lo 
estatuldo.  Lo  indispensable  es  que  esa  racha  homi- 
cida,  emergida  slempre  de  las  capaa  inferiores  de  la 
socledad,  remdntase  a lots  tlempos  mils  remotos  y en- 
trafta  la  rdpllca  mds  desesperada  de  las  clases  cxplo- 


tadas,  humilladas  y ofendldas,  o de  los  Indlvlduos 
ofendidos  y humilados,  que  slenten  el  aguljdn  Intole- 
rable del  mal  ajeno  como  si  fuera  roplo.  ^mejantes 
actos  retiumen  en  si  toda  la  violencia  que  se  refrac- 
ta  de  los  desmanes  agreslvos  y represivos;  es  la  lu- 
cha  exasperada  de  la  naturaleza  huroana  por  un  poco 
m&s  de  luz  y de  alre.  V la  causa  de  todo  ello  no  estd 
en  la  conViccldn  de  una  determinada  doctrlna,  sino 
que  se  arralga  en  lo  mds  profundo  de  esa  mlsma  natu- 
raleza de  la  criatura  humana.  Todo  el  curso  de  la  hlsto- 
ria  polltica  y social  del  mundo  se  escalona  con  la  evl- 
dencia  de  esos  hechoa.  Sin  Ir  m&s  lejos  tomemos,  por 
ejemplo,  los  tres  casosj  m&s  notorlos  de  partidos  xx>- 
liticos  que  en  los  dltimos  cincuenta  ahos  se  vleron 
obligados  a recurrlr  a la  violencia:  los  mazzlnlanos. 
cn  Italia,  los  separatistas  fenlanos  de  Irlanda  y los 
ruios  socialdemdcratas  o costltucionalistas.  Todoa 
fueron  arrastrados  por  las  mAi  lacerantes  clrcuns- 
iancias  a la  extrema  revuelta.  Y si  estos  ejemplos  los 
apllcamos  a los  indlvlduos  que  bubieron  de  actuar 
en  la  mlsma  forma,  nos  infundir&  ejpanto  al  compro* 
bar  que  un  ndmero  muy  grande  de  seres  fud  acerba- 
mente  acuciado  por  la  angustla  y una  Inenarrable 
desesperacidn  a obrar  vlolentamente,  en  doloroso  des- 
acuerdo  con  sus  instintos  sociales. 

Ahora  que  el  anarquismo  lleg6  a ser  una  levadura, 
una  fuerza  viva  para  la  uocledad,  estas  hazafias  ban 
podldo  cometerse  a veces  por  anarqulstas,  como  tarn- 
bidn  por  otros.  Toda  nueva  fe,  toda  nueva  creencia 
moral,  aun  la  mds  paclfica  y la  m&s  humanltaria 
que  la  mente  humana  acepte,  al  venir  a este  mundo 
uo  viene  trayendo  la  paz,  sino  que  trajo  una  espada  en 
la  mano;  no  por  ser  violenta,  o una  doctrina  antiso- 
cial, sino  porque  todo  fermento  de  una  idea  nueva  y 
creadora,  exclta  la  mentalidad  de  los  seres  en  un  mo- 
vimiento  de  aceptacldn  o repuba.  Y la  concepcidn  del 
anaiunismo  que,  por  un  lado,  amenaza  vastos  Intere- 
ses  legalmente  consagrados  y,  por  el  otro,  ofrece  una 
Vida  de  llbertad  y de  nobleza  que  ha  de  alcanzarse 
mediante  una  lucha  encarnizada  contra  los  males 
existentes,  no  pudo  menos  de  levantar  la  furiosa 
oposicidn  que  trajo  todas  las  fiterza:)  represivas,  de 
un  regimen  moral  at&vico,  eu  violento  cheque  con  el 
tumultuoso  irrumpir  de  una  nueva  esperanza. 

Bajo  condiciones  mlserables,  cualquier  visl6n  que 
deje  entrever  un  llgero  mejoramiento,  hace  insopor- 
table  la  presente  mlseria  e impulsa  a los  que  sufren 
a emprender  una  energies  lucha  para  mejorar  su  si- 
tuacidn,  — y etas  luchas  son  los  efectos  Inmediatos 
de  una  apremiante  pobreza  y su  consecuencia  la  des- 
e^peracidn.  Tomemos,  por  ejempio,  en  la  presente 
socledad,  a un  obrero  quo  alcance  a vislumbrar  lo 
que  deberla  ser  realmente  la  vida;  hallard  absoluta- 
mente  intolerable  su  tediosa  y sdrdlda  exlstencla;  y 
aun  cuando  se  decida  a continuar  sobrellevando  lo 
mejor  poslble  im  vida  de  trabajo  en  la  espera  que  las 
nuevas  ideas  transformen  la  socledad  bastard  que 
intente  propagar  sus  principlos  para  ser  mal  vlsto 
de  Jos  patrones  y encontrarse  en  la  calle  un  buen  dia. 
Cuantos  miles  de  soclaltdas,  y mucho  mds  los  anar- 
QUistas,  perdieron  su  trabajo  y hasta  la  posibllidad  de 
volver  a encontrarlo  nunca,  sdlo  a causa  de'  sus  opl- 
niones.  Solamente  los  artesanos  muy  dlestros  en  su 
oficlo  y que  siguen  siendo  propagandistas  entusias- 
tas,  pueden  abrlgar  la  esperanza  de  consen’ar  siem- 
pre  su  trabajo.  iY  qu6  sucede  con  un  hombre  cuyo 
cefebro  ferments  bajo  el  influjo  de  nueva:)  ideas,  que 
ante  si  tienc  una  visidn  y la  esperanza  de  iin  nuevo 
amanecer  para  esos  hombres  que  agonizan  en  el  tra- 
bajo, que  saben  que  los  sufrimlentos  de  sus  herma- 
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atribuir  a los  anarqu'istasj,  es  algo  que  no  debe  sor- 
prendernos.  Quienes  se  hallan  famlliarlzados  con  el 
niovimiento  anarquista,  eaben  demasiado  que  son  nu- 
merosos  los  actos  violentos  que  tuvleron  que  pagar 
los  anarqulstas,  siendo,  en  cambio,  orlginados  por 
la  prensa  capltalista  o dlrectamente  ejecutados  por 
la  pollcla. 

En  Espafia  fueron  muchos  los  hechos  de  terioi'iS' 
mo  achacadoe  a los  anarqulstas,  por  los  cuales  se 
lea  persiguid  como  a bestias  salvajes,  encarcelando 
a inflnidad  de  ellou.  Luego  se  pudo  descubrir  que 
los  ejecutores  materiales  de  esos  atentados  no  eran 
anarqulstas,  slno  los  mismos  miembroa  del  Depar- 
tamento  de  Pollcla.  El  escdndalo  ^tomd  tales  propor* 
clones  que  la  prensa  conservadora  de  Espafia,  pldid 
la  prbidn  y el  castlgo  del  jefe  de  la  bands,  Juan 
Hull,  qulen  fu4  condenado  a la  pens  capital.  Du* 
rante  la  celebracidn  de  este  proceso  las  pruebas  fue- 
ron tan  evidentes  que  el  Inspector  de  pollcla  Mo- 
mento  se  vid  obllgado  a deJar  en  libertad  a los  anar- 
quistas,  declardndolos  inocentes  de  los  actos  come- 
lidos  durante  ese  largo  perlodo.  De  todo  esto  re- 
Bultd  la  destitucidn  de  varicn  altos  empleados  de 
pollcla  y entre  ellos  el  inspector  Tressola.  quien, 
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nos  en  miseria  no  son  causados  por  la  cruel  fatall- 
dad,  slno  por  la  InJusUcla  de  otros  semejanites  su- 
yos.  — qud  puede  suoederle  a ese  hombret  cuando  los 
suyoB,  dl  mlsmo,  perecen  de  hambre?  Algunas  natu- 
ralezas  en  ese  trance,  aun  las  menos  sensitlvas,  se 
volverdn  violentas  y sabr&n  Que  su  violencia  eu  hu- 
mans. no  antihumana.  y cuando  pueden  estallar.  gol- 
pear,  no  lo  hacen  tanto  por  ellos  slno  por  la  natura- 
leza  humana  despojada  y ultrajada  en  sus  personas 
y en  sue  hermanos  de  dolor.  quldnes  somos  nos- 
otroa,  nosotros  que  no  nos  hallamos  bajo  el  domlnlo 
terrible  de  esas  clrcuhstanclas,  para  erlgirnos  en  Jue- 
ces  y condenar  frlamente  esas  lastimeras  vlctlmas 
de  las  Furias  y de  la  Fatalldad?  ^Cdmo  podemos  Im- 
precar  y tratar  do  bandldos  a esos  que  obraron  con 
heroismo  en  un  ertero  sacrlflclo  de  sus  vIdas  en  son 
de  protests,  cuando  una  multltud  de  otros  seres,  me- 
nos  fuertes,  m&s  ddbiles  de  voluntad  y sentimlentos 
yacen  en  una  sumlsidn  abyecta  baJo  el  mal  y la  in- 
Justlcia?  ^Deberemos  tambldn  nosotros  unirnos  a la 
brutal  e Ignorante  grlterla  que  intents  estigmatlzar 
a esos  hombres  como  unos  monstruos  de  maldad  que 
gratultamente  siembran  la  devastacldn  y la  muerte 
en  una  ^rmoniosa,  pacifies  e Inocente  sociedad?  iNo! 
Odlamos  el  asesinato  con  un  odio  que  Ic  parecerd 
absurdo  a los  apologistas  de  las  masacres  guerreras

tor.  La  culpa  recae  aobre  cada  liombre  y mujer,  qule-  , 
ne^intenclonalmente,  por  pasiva  indlferencia,  coad- 
yuvan  a perpetrar  las  condlclones  humanas  que  con- 
ducen  a la  desesperacidn  a los  seres  humanos.  El 
hombres  que  con  sumo  desinterds  arroja  el  bien  mds 
precloso,  su  vlda  enters,  para  protester  contra  los  ma- 
le:) que  aquejan  a sus  hermanos  es  un  santo  si  se  le 
compare  con  el  octlvo  y el  pasivo  de  los  sostenedores 
de  la  crueldad  y de  la  injusticia  actual,  aun  si 
acontece  que  dste,  ademds  de  su  vida,  pudo  destrulr 
otras.  Digamos  al  que  se  halle  limpio  de  pecados  que 
arroje  la  primers  piedra".  (De  un  folleto  publlca- 
do  por-  el  grupo  Freedom  de  Londres).

Es  este  uno  de  los  ejemplos  mds  llamativos  de 
c6mo  se  manufacturan  las  consplraclones  anar- 
Qulstas. 

La  pollcla  norteamerlcana  podria  aproplarse  loa 
minmos  casos  con  mucha  facllldad  ya  que  ella  es 
tan  despiadada,  tan  brutal  y malvada  como  sus  co- 
legas  europeos,  como  pudo  deraostrarlo  en  mds  de 
una  ocasidn.  S61o  necesitamos  recorder  la  fecha  his- 
tdr'ica  del  11  de  noviembre  de  1887,  tragedia  cono* 
cida  por  los  disturbios  sangrientos  de  Haymarket. 

La  Imparclal  investlgacidn  realizada  i>or  el  gober- 
nador  Altgeld,  sobre  leu  manejos  de  un  bloque  do 
capitalistas  de  un  juego  poco  limpio.  determlnd  las 
palabras  de  (brutal  franqueza  del  Juez  Gary.  Y fud 
esto  lo  que  indujo  a condonar  la  pens  de  loa  tres 
anarqulstas  condenados.  atrayendo  asi  la  estima  de 
lOfi  hombres  y las  mujeres  amantes  de  la  libertad  y 
la  Justicia. 

Al  acercarnc:)  a la  tragedia  del  6 de  septiembre 
de  1901.  nos  encontramos  ante  uno  de  los  ejemplos 
m&s  evidentes  de  edmo  las  teorias  sociales  son  poco 
responsables  por  cualquier  atentado  politico.  Se  ha 
dicho;  “Ledn  Czolsgoz,  el  anarquiuta,  fud  incitado 
por  Emma  Goldman  para  cometer  ese  acto".  No  hay 
duda  que  ella,  habiendo  sido  propensa  a la  violen- 
cia  y contagiado  a otros  con  sus  ideas,  seguird  hasta 
despuds  de  muerta  obrando  de  la  mlsma  manera. 
Todo  es  posible  con  un  anarqu'ista. 

Hoy.  nueve  afios  despuds  de  la  tragedia,  habldn- 
dose  comprobado  ya  ciento  y plco  de  veces  que 
Emma  Goldman  nada  tuvo  que  ver  con  ese  aconte- 
clmiento,  sin  que  exiudera  la  menor  prueba  de  que 
Czolsgoz  se  llamara  a si  mlsmo  anarquista,  nos  ha- 
llamos frente  a la  mlsma  mentlra  fabricada  por  la 
pollcla  y propalada  por  la  prensa.  No  hubo  nadio 
que  escuchara  de  Czolsgoz  esa  declaracidn,  nl  una 
palabra  escrlta  comprobando  que  ese  muchacho 
murmurara  ess  acusacidn.  Nada  m&s  que  una  Incon- 
mensurable  Ignorancla  y la  vesdnica  histeria  que  s^
